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WHEN  THE  SNOW  FLIES  IN  CHICAGO.

When  the  snow  flies  in  Chicago  all  the 
taxieabs  put  on  their  chains  and  the  clank 
of  iron  in  the  streets  is  as  if  all  the 
slaves  of  all  time  were  being  dragged 
through  the  town.  When  the  snow  flies 
in  Chicago  the  girls  step  into  their 
galoshes,  so  it  is  easy  to  believe  the  man 
who  maintained  that  the  largest  feminine 
feet  in  America  are  in  the  great  windy 
city.  Personally,  I  think  the  assertion 
is  founded  on  an  optical  illusion.  And 
again  when  the  snow  flies  in  Chicago  and 
the  old  year  lies  adying,  librarians  gather 
there  to  hold  their  midwinter  conference. 
The  Executive  Board  of  the  A.  L.  Ai  goes 
into  executive  session  ;  but  what  it  exe- 
cutes I  can  not  tell  you.  The  Board  of 
Education  for  Librarianship  rehearses, 
perhaps,  behind  closed  doors  for  the  open 
meeting  which  comes  later.  The  Survey 
Committee,  the  Education  Committee,  the 
50th  Anniversary  Committee,  the  Asso- 
ciation of  American  Library  Schools,  the 
University,  College,  Hospital,  and  Large 
Public  Librarians,  in  their  several  groups, 
meet  behind  closed  doors  or  boldly  in  pub- 
lic places  as  fancy  dictates.  The  League 
of  Library  Commissions,  the  Bibliograph- 
ical Society  of  America,  and  the  Council 
of  the  A.  L.  A.  itself  become  open  forums 
for  the  discussion  of  the  multiplicity  of 
questions  and  problems  which  beset  the 
library  world.  There  is  a  growing  power 
in  the  library  as  an  American  institu- 
tion :  its  importance  increases  daily ;  and 
librarians  sense  today  as  never  before  the 
greatness  of  their  mission.  Then,  too,  in 
that  vast  new  city  beside  the  inland  sea 
these  workers  with  books  and  people  find 
time  to  attend  Grand  Opera,  and  sit,  for 
the  nonce,  in  the  glittering  box  circle  of 
those  whose  names  stand  high  in  wheat 
pit,  big  business,  finance  or  politics.  And 
all  these  fascinating  things  take  place 
when  the  snow  flies  in  Chicago. 

The  Midwinter  Library  meetings  are, 
no  doubt,  the  result  of  gradual  growth. 
Since  that  far  off  day  when  Aphrodite 
sprang  from  the  foam,  all  perfect  and 
beautiful,  most  creations  worthy  of  rev- 
erence have  come  to  their  maturity  slowly. 
The  library  show  in  Chicago  is  no  excep- 
tion to  the  rule.  While  numbers  are 
desirable,  smaller  groups  make  greater 
headway  ;  hence  these  intersessions  have 
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a  peculiar  significance  and  importance. 
And  some  day  when  one  of  the  several 
ambitions  of  the  50th  Anniversary  Com- 
mittee is  achieved,  when  A.  L.  A.  Head- 
quarters moves  out  of  crowded  rented 
rooms  into  its  own  building  of  hoped  for 
dignity  and  spaciousness,  then  its  mem- 
bers "going  home"  for  a  visit  may  sit 
under  their  own  rooftree,  and  plan  better 
and  greater  deeds  of  service.  The  very 
fact  that  librarians  have  a  nationally 
owned  building  from  which  to  direct  their 
vork  will  place  them  upon  a  higher  plane 
of  importance  and  responsibility,  as  well 
as  set  them  before  the  general  public  as 
an  integral  part  of  our  educational 
machinery.  Let  us  celebrate  by  building 
a  "house  beautiful ;"  yes,  in  Chicago 
which  twenty-five  years  hence  will  be 
called  not  the  windy  city,  not  the  white 
city,  but  the  city  of  magnificent  parks, 
the  city  beautiful. 

There  is  a  great  field  for  the  librarians 
to  cultivate ;  a  fact  which  is  evidenced  by 
the  list  of  committees  through  which  the 
A.  L.  A.  operates.  Would  you  believe 
that  the  Association  actually  has  fifty- 
four  committees,  thirty  of  which  are  char- 
tcterized  as  permanent?  And  among  the 
latter  group  is  not  included  such  a  one  as 
the  "Commission  on  the  Library  and 
Adult  Education,"  which  before  many 
years  promises  to  revolutionize  our  whole 
method  of  procedure.  Thi*  long  array  of 
committees,  with  the  great  volume  of  cor- 
respondence and  work  connected  there- 
with, most  of  which  is  done  after  hours, 
on  holidays  or  at  home,  proves  again  the 
public  spirited  loyalty  of  the  librarian  for 
his  job,  of  his  zeal  ior  his  work. 

Shortly  before  the  meeting  Dr  Bost- 
wick  and  Mr  Thompson  deluged  the  coun- 
try with  their — or  shall  I  say  our — survey 
questionnaire.  Now  I  think  there  is  an 
instinctive  horror  on  the  part  of  mankind 
for  questions  about  where  have  you  been, 
what  did  you  do  and  why.  Adam  prob- 
ably caused  the  first  questionnaire  that 
time  his  poker  club  had  an  all  night  ses- 
sion and  he  lost  several  more  bones  or 
beans  than  were  allowed  in  the  current 
family  budget.  He  felt  guilty.  Eve  was 
right  when  she  insisted  on  the  facts. 
Questionnaires  have  become  more  com- 
mon  and   more   voluminous  as   the  years 
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have  passed.  But  on  the  other  hand,  do 
we  not  know  more  than  the  world  ever 
knew  before?  How  is  one  to  know  if  he 
does  not  ask?  Here  we  are,  a  new  pro- 
fession with  soaring  ambitions  quite 
within  the  law.  How  shall  we  speedily 
attain  to  best  and  most  effective  methods 
unless  we  can  learn  what  the  other  fellow 
is  doing?  We  can  not  take  the  time  as 
individuals  to  make  a  round  of  visits,  or 
to  write  letters  upon  this  and  that  to  all 
our  professional  sisters — and  the  few  boys 
in  the  family — so  the  only  alternative  is 
the  method  adopted.  The  old  Adam  in 
most  of  us  is  strong,  but  at  Chicago  it 
was  clear  that  the  Survey  Questionnaire 
will  be  answered  by  the  librarians  of 
America. 

Recently  I  heard  a  public  speaker 
assert  that  it  is  impossible  to  give  a  new 
idea  to  a  man  past  thirty  years  of  age. 
He  maintained  that  his  experience  had 
reluctantly  driven  him  into  that  slough  of 
despond.  If  that  statement  be  true,  that 
is  if  it  would  assay  about  fifty  per  cent 
of  truth — a  pretty  good  average  of  purity 
in  general  assertions — I  am  at  a  loss  to 
know  whether  our  plans  for  adult  educa- 
tion are  going  to  be  worth  the  effort. 
Might  it  not  be  better,  cheaper  and  more 
expedient  to  forget  the  present  genera- 
tion— in  a  hundred  years  or  sooner  if  the 
world  comes  to  its  recently  scheduled  end 
it  will  be  packed  away  with  the  moth  balls 
of  history — and  concentrate  our  attention 
upon  the  little  chaps  in  school?  Maybe 
with  this  rising  America  rests  our  main 
hope  for  a  wise,  permanent,  thinking, 
happy  nation.  And  yet  on  every  hand  is 
evidence  that  perhaps  the  men  of  thirty 
have  not  yet  discovered  the  futility  of  try- 
ing to  take  in  new  ideas.  As  long  as 
there  is  struggle,  there  is  life ;  and  some 
optimist  has  boldly  asserted  that  while 
there  is  life  there  is  hope. 

If  we  having  eyes  will  see  and  having 
ears  will  listen,  we  can  find  abundant 
evidence  that  the  adult  world  is  not  yet 
aware  of  its  inability  to  learn  new  thing's. 
What  people  pay  their  money  for  they 
want,  or  think  they  want :  of  course,  peo- 
ple do  not  always  get  what  they  pay  for. 
Turn,  if  you  pleasp.  to  the  educational 
advertising  section  of  any  popular  maga- 
zine. What  do  yon  find?  Page  after 
page  of  offers  to  teach  you  all  the  graces 
and  virtues,  all  the  facts  and  powers 
essential    to    physical   charm    and    mental 


superiority.  Would  you  rise  from  clerk 
to  manager,  would  you  put  off  the  silk 
shirt  of  labor  and  don  the  white  collar  of 
capital,  there  are  a  dozen  correspondence 
schools,  which,  for  a  price,  will  teach  you 
the  way.  Would  you  sing  like  Caruso, 
would  you  wield  the  pencil  of  a  Rem- 
brandt or  a  Hogarth,  would  you  push  the 
pen  of  a  Conrad,  a  Stevenson,  or  a 
Shakespeare,  would  you  pluck  the  strings 
of  an  Hawaiian  ukulele  just  like  a  native 
of  the  islands  decorated  with  yellow  lei, 
it  can  be  arranged  for  a  price  and  in  a 
fraction  of  the  time  consumed  by  the 
above  mentioned  artists  in  bringing  their 
technique  to  marketable  quality.  Are 
you  ambitious  to  hold  the  mob  in  thrall 
by  the  power  of  a  silvery  tongue  like 
Ingersoll's,  do  you  care  to  possess  the 
strength  of  that  Nebraska  lad  Avho  threw 
the  Strangler  out  of  the  ring  and  the 
championship,  together  with  the  beauty 
of  Adonis  and  the  grace  of  a  dancing 
master — or  if  you  be  a  woman  all  the 
corresponding  charms  in  your  petticoated 
or  rather  silk  slip  world — it  is  quite  as 
easy  as  losing  your  unsuspected  halitosis 
and  winning  your  ideal  mate.  Read  about 
these  and  a  hundred  other  virtues  in  the 
advertising  sections  of  the  current  maga- 
zines. Is  not  the  evidence  sufficient? 
For  remember  the  correspondence  schools 
are  not  endowed ;  you  pay  the  bills  and 
the  profits  as  well. 

But  do  not  jump  to  a  wrong  conclu- 
sion :  I  have  no  grudge  against  the  cor- 
respondence schools  ;  they  have  never  had 
any  nf  my  money  for  courses  which  I 
failed  to  complete.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
they  have  benefited  thousands,  though 
there  be  other  greater  thousands  who 
could  not  get  the  swing  of  the  thing, 
grew  speedily  discouraged  and  quit,  leav- 
ing an  unearned  fee  in  the  hands  of  the 
faraway  teacher.  Perhaps  it  is  true  that 
a  great  majority  of  us  poor  human  crea- 
tures are  incapable  of  making  much  prog- 
ress beyond  the  eighth  grade;  and  how- 
ever vigorously  we  writhe  and  struggle 
in  our  spasms  of  mental  growth  we  are 
doomed  to  failure.  But  the  correspon- 
dence sehools.  moonlight  colleges,  exten- 
sion courses,  and  adult  classes  in  person, 
in  absentia  or  through  the  air  would 
seem  to  indieate  that  as'  yet  we  have  not 
sjrown  overly  diseouraged :  we  still  pay 
the   bills   and  still   try. 
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One  day  on  the  trip  across  I  repaired 
me  to  that  last  stronghold  of  mere  man, 
the  club  car — you  will  recall  that  several 
months  ago  the  female  of  the  species  in 
irresistible  charge  took  the  masculine 
barbershop  and  today  holds  half  the 
chairs  therein — only  to  find  woman  will 
not  be  denied :  this  moving  retreat  of 
man,  too,  had  capitulated.  I  admit  the 
girl  en  route  should  have  a  comfortable 
place  to  smoke  her  cigarette.  But  the 
magazines  were  there ;  and  a  number  of 
Collier's  Weekly  served  to  distract  my 
attention  from  the  social  problem  hinted 
at  in  the  opening  sentences  of  this  para- 
graph. The  editorials,  the  cartoons,  the 
stories  and  special  articles  were  soon 
thumbed  over.  Then  the  word  "library" 
in  the  middle  of  the  page  focused  my 
attention  on  an  article  which  otherwise 
I  might  have  overlooked :  John  Amid 
in  the  manner  now  familiar  to  all  sugar- 
coated  his  propaganda  in  a  story  about 
the  struggles  of  one  Donovan  to  claw 
himself  out  of  the  depths  of  unlettered 
poverty  to  the  heights  of  cultured  success. 
The  article  is  entitled  "Discovering 
Dear  Old  Extension"  ;  and  it  appears  in 
the  December  27,  1924,  issue  of  Collier's. 
You  may  not  have  it  at  hand ;  besides 
my  purposes  will  be  served  by  a  portion 
of  it  only ;  so  I  quote. 

"Meet  the  wife,"  said  Donovan,  as 
if  he'd  just  bought  Cong  Island  and  had 
invited  me  down  to  look  it  over. 

She  was  tall,  and  almost  as  thin  as 
he  was,  but  with  a  nice  smile.  That 
is,  it  was  a  nice  smile  for  me ;  but 
when  she  looked  at  Donovan  she  just 
lit  all  the  candles.  He  may  have  been 
only  a  long,  bony  typewriter  to  the 
rest  of  us,  but  he  was  a  king-  to  her. 
"It  seems  to  be  a  big  day  for  you, 
Donovan,"  I  said ;  "a  visit  from  your 
wife  and  a  great  Christmas  basket  full 
of  old  paper!" 

He    grinned.       "It's    a    package    li- 
brary," he  said. 
"A  what?" 

"A  package  library.  On  the  Panama 
Canal." 

"Oh,  a  package  library,"  I  repeated, 
as  if  I  knew  all  about  it.  "Sure."  I 
wanted  to  ask  a  lot  of  questions,  but 
I  could  feel  young  Herb  Darcy,  Sec- 
■  ond,  grinning  at  me  from  his  corner. 
Instead  of  going  back  to  Donovan, 
I  asked  the  girl  at  the  front  desk  in 
the  library,  out  in  our  suburb. 


"Package  library?"  she  asked.  She 
was  new,  and  she  knew  it,  but  she 
didn't  want  me  to.  I  could  see  she 
was  stumped,  but  wouldn't  admit  it. 
"I'll  see  if  we  have  any." 

She  came  back  in  a  minute,  with  her 
nose  in  the  air.  Behind  her  was  the 
Real  Thing,  an  exceedingly  superior 
lady  still  aged  thirty-nine — Miss  Tay- 
lor. 

"We  have  no  package  libraries  here," 
she  said,  "but  if  you  can  tell  me  what 
subject  you're  interested  in,  perhaps  I 
can  serve  you." 

One  of  the  few  good  points  about  me 
is  that  when  I  do  have  an  idea,  I  have 
it. 

"I'm  interested,"  I  said  firmly,  "in 
package  libraries.  I  want  to  know 
where  they  come  from,  and  what 
they're  for,  and  how  much  they  cost, 
and  how  they  got  there  in  the  first 
place." 

That  stopped  her.  But  only  for  a 
moment.  "What  you  doubtless  mean," 
she  said,  "is  adult  education.  I  can 
let  you  have  some  excellent  material  on 
the  workers'  movement  in  England." 

She  overestimated  her  capacity.  She 
couldn't  let  me  have  anything  of  the 
kind — not  if  I  saw  it  first.  I  gave  up, 
and  waited  until  I  had  a  chance  to 
drop  in  on  Donovan  when  he.  was  alone. 

"Donovan,"  I  said,  "give  me  the  low- 
down.  Tell  me  what  this  package  li- 
brary stuff  is  all  about." 

For  a  moment  he  looked  uncom- 
fortable, then  explained : 

"Mr  Frazer  has  brought  Mr  Darcy 
iu  here  to  get  him  ready  for  a  partner- 
ship." In  spite  of  himself,  he  couldn't 
quite  keep  all  the  bitterness  out  of  his 
voice.  "I  was  here  first,  and  I — we, 
my  wife  and  I,  have  to  get  ahead. 
Have  to."  He  looked  at  me  to  see  if 
I  understood  what  he  meant.  I-  did. 
"Before  Mr  Darcy  came,  I  thought 
there  was  a  chance  for  me  to  work 
up.  Of  course" — he  waved  his  hand 
in  an  impatient  gesture — "I  know  I 
haven't  the  education  Mr  Darcy  has — 
the  'background,'  Mr  Frazer  calls  it. 
But  I  can  learn,  can't  I?  That's  why 
I'm  studying ;  that's  why  I've  been 
studying  ever  since  I  came  to  this 
office.  I  can  learn,  and  I  want  to  get 
ahead." 

"So  that's  it,"  I  said.  "The  pack- 
age library  means  study,   eh?" 
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He  nodded,  quite  his  cheerful  self 
once  more.  "Haven't  you  ever  seen 
one,  except  that  time  here?" 

From  a  drawer  of  his  desk  he  drew  a 
package  several  inches  thick,  the  size 
of  a  sheet  of  note  paper.  Opening  it, 
we  found  a  replica  of  the  Panama 
Canal  exhibit — only  this  was  on  the 
Philippines  and  our  relationship  with 
them.  Pamphlets,  magazine  articles 
and  newspaper  clippings  all  worn  to  a 
frazzle. 

"It's  University  Extension  material," 
he  said. 

Suddenly  it  came  over  me :  all  this 
material  had  been  used  into  old  age — 
unfolded  and  read  and  refolded  by 
hundreds  of  Donovans,  all  over  the 
country  —  thousands  perhaps  —  young, 
eager  chaps,  like  him,  willing  to  learn 
and  anxious  to  get  ahead !" 

There,  I  shall  not  leave  you  in  suspense 
or  cause  you  worry :  Donovan  won  out, 
his  name  now  graces  the  door  of  the 
company  offices,  a  member  of  the  firm. 
And.  of  course,  dear  old  extension  did  it, 
together  with  Donovan's  fighting  Irish 
pluck  and  Mrs  D's  sure  confidence.  All 
praise,  say  I,  for  any  system  which  by 
fair  means  leads  a  man  to  success ;  but 
there  are  a  few  discouraging  touches  in 
the  story.  The  assistant  in  the  library 
is  a  stupid  little  ninny  incapable  of  any 
mental  effort  greater  than  passing  out  a 
copy  of  the  latest  popular  novel ;  and  one 
can  not  help  feeling  that  not  very  much 
of  even  such  spiritual  fodder  will  be 
found  under  her  control.  She  has  had 
no  library  training  and  does  not  know 
that  such  is  desirable.  The  librarian 
when  she  is  finally  routed  out  of  her 
retreat,  where  I  suspect  the  author  would 
have  us  believe  she  was  working  a  cross 
word  puzzle  or  doing  whatever  it  is  in 
the  modern  art  world  corresponding  to 
the  tatting  of  yesterday,  proves  herself 
her  assistant's-  true  mistress.  And  the 
library  itself  in  which  these  two  helpless 
creatures  roost  is  a  disgrace  to  an  hon- 
ored profession  :  that  is,  it  is  a  disgrace 
if  Mr  Amid  knows  what  he  is  talking 
about. 

The  question  for  us  is  threefold :  is 
the  average  library  assistant  a  witless 
little  girl ;  is  the  average  librarian  in- 
capable of  serving  a  public  eager  to  learn 
and  to  know ;  is  the  average  library  so 
small,  so  poorly  supported,  and  so  wretch- 


edly equipped  with  print  that  it  can  not 
compete  with  the  dogeared,  dirty,  torn 
jumble  of  miscellaneous  clippings  from 
newspapers  and  excerpts  from  magazines 
sent  out  by  dear  old  extension?  If  we 
must  answer  these  questions  or  a  major- 
ity of  them  in  the  affirmative,  then  one 
of  two  alternatives  confronts  us :  either 
we  are  professional  failures  and  we  ought 
to  find  ourselves  a  good  honest  job  digging 
a  ditch ;  or  the  task  facing  the  A.  L.  A., 
the  League  of  Library  Commissions,  et  al, 
and  their  scores  of  committees  standing 
and  otherwise  is  man  and  woman  size.  If 
our  little  public  library  is  not  efficient — 
and  we  know  that  generally  speaking  it 
lacks  more  or  less — are  we  not  shirking 
our  duty  if  we  do  not  straightway  invent 
a  better  plan,  bring  about  a  reorganiza- 
tion along  modern  business  and  educa- 
tional lines? 

No  librarian  will  belittle  the  work  of 
the  university's;  extension  department, 
which  throughout  the  land  is  proving  an 
inspiring  guide  to  thousands  of  mentally 
awake  men  and  women.  The  trouble  is 
that  no  extension  service  can  supply  its 
students  with  books  on  the  subjects- 
taught.  The  poor  bundle  of  the  frayed, 
torn,  soiled  package  library  is  so  inade- 
quate as  to  be  almost  a  joke.  Let  the 
library  and  the  school  effect  an  alliance 
in  the  cause  of  learning,  of  sweetness  and 
light.  Let  the  university  do  its  teach- 
ing which  it  is  best  able  to  do;  but  vital- 
ize the  library  so  that  the  learner  may 
no  longer  have  to  depend  upon  package 
libraries.  Surely  if  the  library  is  to 
succeed  in  the  field  of  adult  education  it 
must  find  ways  and  means  of  taking  care 
of  the  print  needs  other  than  mere  text 
books  of  all  of  its  people  :  the  children  in 
the  schools,  the  students  enrolled  in 
extension  courses,  the  adult  in  business, 
the  woman  in  the  home,  anybody,  every- 
body. 

(In  California  the  package  library  is 
not  a  part  of  the  extension  department 
of  the  University;  city,  county  and  state 
libraries  supply   the  books.) 

And  if  the  condition  is  bad  in  communi- 
ties having  libraries  of  the  type  pictured 
by  Mr  Amid,  what  shall  we  say  of  those 
states  where  only  a  minor  fraction  of  the 
people  have  access  to  any  sort  of  publicly 
owned  book  collection?  It  is  generally 
accepted  as  true  that  but  fifty  per  cent 
of   our   people,    the   citizens   of   free,    en- 
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lightened,  democratic  America,  have  li- 
braries. So  that  subject  formed  the 
basis  of  more  discussion  at  the  meeting 
in  Chicago.  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
this  need  is  being  recognized  by  others 
than  librarians,  by  others  who  feel  that 
something  ought  to  be  done  about  it. 

The  Carnegie  Corporation  of  New  York 
has  been  considering  whether  some  of  its 
funds  might  not  well  be  spent  in  demon- 
strating, in  a  selected  state  or  two,  that 
books,    libraries    are    not    luxuries,    that 


in  our  land  of  the  free  they  are  a  neces- 
sity. It  is  highly  gi-atifying  to  be  able 
to  say  that  the  Carnegie  Corporation  has 
now  put  into  the  hands  of  the  League  of 
Library  Commissions,  on  a  three  year 
budget,  the  sum  of  $50,000.  Some  state 
will  soon  be  selected  where  the  library 
need  is  evident  and  where  officials  and 
citizens  are  sympathetically  interested 
to  make  a  test  of  the  theories  which 
caused  the  gift  to  be  made.  And  this 
was  another  of  the  things  aforming  wlion 
the  snow  was  flying  in  Chicago. 
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GROWTH  OF  KERN  COUNTY  FREE  LIBRARY.*

Spreading  its  network  of  branches 
throughout  the  county,  the  Kern  County 
Free  Public  library  has  grown  during  the 
last  eight  years  like  a  tree  of  sturdy  root- 
ing, until  the  present  time,  when  the 
parental  tree  finds  itself  stunted  in  its 
quarters.  As  every  living  thing  owes  its 
growth  to  stimulation  so  it  is  with  the 
county  institution  which  has  been  fostered 
during  its  most  rapid  expansion  by  Mrs 
Julia  G.  Babcock,  county  librarian,  who 
begins  this  year,  her  third  four-year  term 
as  chief  library  executive. 

With  the  solid  foundation  of  sane 
progress  behind  her,  the  county  librarian 
now  has  the  vision  of  a  new  library  build- 
ing to  house  the  headquarters,  which  is 
at  the  present  time  lodged  in  the  basement 
of  the  courthouse.  According  to  county 
officials,  the  library  does  not  have  suf- 
ficient room,  and  the  room  given  to  the 
library  cramps  the  other  quarters.  It  is 
not  an  altogether  new  thought  that  the 
county  supervisors  have  given  serious  con- 
sideration to  the  erection  of  a  county 
library  building,  and  the  librarian  hopes 
it  will  be  the  next  progressive  step  fol- 
lowing the  building  of  the  new  county 
hospital. 

In  speaking  of  the  development  of  the 
library  during  the  last  eight  years,  the 
county  librarian  modestly  reserves  little 
credit  to  herself,  and  she  lauds  the  fine 
vision  which  has  prompted  the  county 
supervisors  to  support  so  liberally  the 
county  library. 

"One  day  last  week,"  Mrs  Babcock 
says,  "an  inquiry  came  from  a  librarian 
in  another  state  requesting  copies  of  cam- 
paign literature  used  in  establishing  Kern 
County  Free  Library.  I  replied  to  the  let- 
ter, but  I  could  not  fill  the  request  because 
if  any  such  material  was  used,  it  is  not 
now  extant.  I  do  not  think  that  any- 
thing was  necessary,  but  to  present  to  the 
supervisors  the  opportunity  which  the 
county  free  library  offered  to  the  people 
of  the  county.  Kern  county  has  been 
fortunate  in  having  as  supervisors,  men 
of  broad  vision  who  could  see  those  things

which  would  bring  best  results  to  the 
people  of  the  county,  and  who  have  not 
been  slow  to  put  their,  vision  into  prac- 
tical form. 

"I,  too,  appreciate  the  personal  con- 
tact made  possible  under  the  county 
library  law.  I  am  glad  that  there  is  no 
intervening  library  board.  Too  often  it 
happens  that  a  'live'  librarian  is  deterred 
from  real  progress  by  a  library  board 
which  in  many  instances  makes  for  use- 
less red  tape." 

Since  July  1,  1924,  the  county  library 
has  added  19,000  new  books  to  its  shelves, 
5000  of  which  have  been  incorporated  in 
the  general  collection,  8059  in  the  county 
school  section  and  5032  in  the  city  school 
collection.  In  addition  to  the  books,  800 
pamphlets  relating  to  various  subjects 
have  been  filed.  Only  those  who  are 
intimately  connected  with  the  work  of  the 
library  can  grasp  the  stupendous  amount 
of  labor  which  is  put  into  giving  service 
to  the  people  of  Kern  County.  There  is 
a  constant  turnover  of  books — schools, 
teachers,  and  individual  persons  making- 
demands  upon  them.  From  the  farthest 
reaches  in  the  heart  of  the  desert  country 
to  the  tiniest  hamlet  in  the  mountains, 
books  are  found  with  the  Kern  County 
library  stamp. 

The  Kern  County  Free  Library  was 
instituted  July  11,  1911,  and  branches 
were  soon  established  in  the  chief  centers 
of  the  county.  The  first  nine  branches  to 
be  established  were  those  at  Delano, 
Glennville,  Maricopa,  Oilcenter,  Patti- 
way,  Randsburg,  Bakersfield,  Weed  Patch 
and  Taft.  Others  among  the  first 
branches  to  be  organized  were  those  at 
Tehachapi  and  Wasco.  Several  of  the 
custodians  who  were  appointed  then  are 
still  serving,  including  Mrs  Phebe  Wells 
at  Weed  Patch,  Miss  Gladys  Bennett  at 
Wasco,  Mrs  Gunderson  Jones  at  Rands- 
burg and  J.  B.  Hudson  at  Pattiway. 

The  history  of  the  Kern  County  library 
is  closely  interwoven  with  that  of  the 
county,  and  many  are  the  personalities 
aud  incidents  which  have  been  bound 
together  in  making  the  county  institution 
one  of  the  distinctly  fine  institutions  in 
the  state. 
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The  growth  of  the  library  since  1916 
has  been  phenomenal,  and  gradually  Mrs 
Babcock's  ideal  of  serving  every  man, 
woman  and  child  in  Kern  County  is  com- 
ing true.  In  1916  the  Kern  County 
library  had  45  branches ;  it  now  has  184 
distributing  points.  Eight  years  ago,  the 
library  had  19,000  books,  a  circulation 
of  74,200  and  5782  borrowers,  and  now 
the  library  owns  190,000  volumes,  has  a 
circulation  of  414,000,  and  patrons  regis- 
tered to  the  number  of  32,104. 

During  that  time  a  building  program 
has  been  carried  on,  and  as  a  result,  the 
county  has  seven  handsome  branch  library 
buildings,  the  last  of  which  is  the  McKit- 
trick  branch  which  was  opened  to  the 
public  only  this  week.  The  branches  rep- 
resent approximately  $10,000  apiece  in 
buildings  and  equipment  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  or  two.  In  each  instance 
where  a  branch  library  building  has  been 
erected,  the  community  has  been  given 
further  stimulation,  and  as  a  result,  gen- 
eral progress  has  been  noted  in  those 
places. 

The  new  branch  library  buildings  are 
located  at  the  following  places  :  Oilcenter, 
Taft,  Delano,  Maricopa,  Wasco,  McFar- 
land  and  McKittrick.  A  steady  rate  of 
progress  has  been  noted,  and  during  the 
last  year  residents  of  Shafter  and  Oil- 
dale  have  petitioned  the  supervisors  for 
branch  libraries  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts. 

Chief  among  the  recent  events  which 
have  been  large  steps  in  the  enlargement 
of  the  county  library's  capacity  was  the 
acquisition  of  the  law  library  in  1921, 
which  was  cataloged  and  made  a  valu- 
able reference  department  for  the  courts. 
The  same  was  done  for  the  teachers  when 
the  teachers'  library  was  turned  over 
from  the  county  superintendent's  office  in 
1922.  The  greatest  expansion,  however, 
took  place  last  year  when  the  three 
Bakersfield    city    branches    were    merged 


with  the  county  library.  The  main  city 
library  was  consolidated  with  the  head- 
quarters in  the  courthouse  and  the  change 
proved  an  economical  move,  the  librarian 
points  out. 

The  only  difficulty  with  the  present 
situation  is  the  lack  of  room  for  further 
expansion  and  the  lack  of  general  facili- 
ties. In  speaking  of  the  dreamed  of  new 
library  building,  Mrs  Babcock  declared, 
"I  don't  want  an  ornate  structure,  but  a 
building  built  for  library  purposes,  not  a 
building  adapted  to  library  use."  Mrs 
Babcock  has  visions  of  all  departments 
of  the  library  being  properly  housed ;  an 
adequate  reading  room,  a  reference  depart- 
ment, spacious  well  lighted  rooms  and  all 
arranged  with  a  view  to  the  greatest 
efficiency  and  economy  for  service. 
•  The  library  is  as  efficiently  organized 
as  possible  at  present  under  the  handicap 
of  being  scattered  throughout  the  base- 
ment of  the  courthouse.  The  capable 
staff  of  library  assistants  include  Miss 
Mabel  G.  West,  assistant  librarian  ;  Miss 
Muriel  Wright,  circulation  department ; 
Miss  Mary  Goodfellow,  assistant  in  the 
circulation  department ;  Miss  Aimee 
Peters,  cataloging  department ;  Mrs  Jen- 
nie C.  Engell,  Mrs  Lena  Melrose  and  Miss 
Marjorie  Homer,  assistants  in  the  cata- 
loging department ;  Miss  Meta  Byerum, 
bindery  ;  Miss  Amy  Holdroyd,  assistant  in 
the  branch  department ;  Miss  Nell  Mc- 
Kenzie,  school  department ;  Miss  Kathryn 
Root,  secretary ;  Miss  Bertha  Scofield, 
stenographer,  and  part  time  employees  are 
Miss  Ruth  Nieman  and  Francis  Hart- 
wick,  all  of  whom  are  engaged  at  the 
headquarters.  Miss  Wilhelmina  Harper 
is  head  of  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  Beale 
Memorial  library  and  her  assistants  are 
Mrs  Esther  B.  Campbell  and  Miss  Bernice 
Nick.  Miss  Anna  Craig  is  head  of  the 
East  Bakersfield  branch  library,  and  the 
East  Side  assistants  are  Miss  Justina 
Hendsch  and  Miss  Ann   Warner.

The  library  has  undergone  a  thorough 
renovation,  including  calcimining,  paint- 
ing, cleaning  books  and  all  the  other  de- 
tails of  house  cleaning.  Beside  this,  a 
new  system  of  lighting  was  installed 
with  most  satisfactory   results. 

The  principal  feature  of  Children's 
Book  Week  was  an  entertainment  held 
on  Friday  evening,  Nov.  14,  at  Recrea- 
tion Center  before  a  large  audience.  The 
program  consisted  of  addresses,  recita- 
tions, music,  and  also,  the  usual  Book 
Review  contest  in  which  the  library  and 
schools  cooperated  with  most  gratifying 
results.  A  recapitulation  of  data  showed 
that  1014  reviews  were  submitted  from 
the  6th,  7th  and  8th  grades  of  the  gram- 
mar schools,  that  7501  books  were  read, 
and  that  the  average  per  pupil  for  all 
schools  in  contest  was  8.  The  list  of  lO© 
books  from  which  the  pupils  made  their 
selections  were  prepared  at  the  library.

The  seat- 
ing capacity  is  about  100.  The  staff  of

ant. The  circulation  of  books  for  the 
months  of  November  and  December,  1924, 
broke  all  previous  records,  amounting  to 
over  700©  volumes  each  month. 

A  genei'al  increase  in  the  salaries  of 
the  library  staff  was  approved  by  the 
City  Council,  to  be  effective  January  1, 
1925. 

A  complete  inventory  of  the  adult  col- 
lection was  taken  during  the  last  two 
weeks  of  December. 

Nine  students  from  the  Library  School 
of  the  University  of  California  did  their 
practice  work  in  the  Readers'  Depart- 
ment of  the  Main  Library  during  the 
Christmas  holidays.  The  Department 
was  turned  over  to  the  students  almost 
entirely,  with  the  exception  of  a  minimum 
of  supervision.  The  work  of  the  students 
seemed  to  be  highly  satisfactory  to  the 
public  and  gave  them  an  excellent  idea 
of  the  problems  of  a  public  library.

Mr  Albert  M.  Bender  of  San  Francisco, 
whose  gifts  to  the  Library  of  Mills  Col- 
lege are  well  known  to  all  book  lovers  in 
California  and  many  elsewhere,  has  inter- 
ested himself  in  establishing  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  Library  the  nucleus 
of  a  collection  of  examples'  of  the  work 
of  the  best  modern  printers  and  binders, 
which  it  is  intended  shall  form  a  perma- 
nent exhibit  in  the  delivery  hall  of  the 
library  building.

The  Oakland  Public  Library  has  re- 
ceived two  valuable  gifts  lately.

The 
collection  includes  about  1500  scores  of 
the  best  choral  music  ever  composed.

Ou  the  evening  of  Oct.  3,  the  Civic 
Organization  of  Belvedere  Gardens  pro- 
vided the  program  for  the  opening  of  a 
new  library  building  in  that  community. 

Quarters  have  been  secured  in  the  City 
Hall,  which  is  being  erected  in  Signal 
Hill,  for  a  new  branch  to  be  established 
there  early  in  January. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved 
an  ordinance  establishing  two  new  posi- 
tions at  the  Main  Office,  Head  of  Order 
Department  and  a  Children's  Library 
Assistant. 

Other  libraries  may  like  to  know  about 
the  addressograph,  added  to  the  equip- 
ment of  the  Catalog  Department  in  April 
1024.  This  machine  has  furnished  us 
with  an  economical  and  satisfactory 
means  of  duplicating  book  pockets,  book 
plates,  book  cards,  branch  shelf  list  cards, 
and  charge  cards.  The  addressograph 
plates  are  made  by  the  local  addresso- 
graph office  at  a  cost  of  5J  to  5|-  cents  a 
plate,  and  are  delivered  to  us  within  three 
days.  Each  plate  is  embossed  with 
author's  name,  initials,  title  and  class 
number  of  the  book  we  are  duplicating. 
From  this  plate  the  desired  number  of 
cards  is  quickly  run  off  at  the  rate  of  100 
impressions  in  five  minutes — ten  times 
faster  than  the  typewriter.  No  skill  is 
required  to  operate  the  machine  and  all 
revision  of  the  cards  is  eliminated.  After 
the  necessary  records  are  made,  the  main 
shelf  list  card  is  stamped  with  the  word 
"Addressograph"  and  the  plate  is  filed 
alphabetically  in  a  special  filing  cabinet 
ready  for  use  whenever  more  copies  of 
the  book  are  added  to  the  collection.

The  Library  is  stressing  its  adult  edu- 
cation facilities  through  the  preparation 
of  study  courses  and  through  talks  and 
distribution  of  applications  to  night  school 
classes. 

The  East  Long  Beach  Branch  Library 
has  just  about  half  completed  the  house 
to  house  canvass  started  early  in  the  fall.

Bids  were  also  received  on  a 
bracket  type  of  stack,  but  rejected  as  the 
Library  Board  wished  to  have  specifica- 
tions prepared  on  both  the  bracket  and 
the  standard  types  of  stacks.  Bids  on 
this  basis  will  be  submitted  early  in 
February. 

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  the 
action  of  the  Council  on  Nov.  5  in  grant- 
ing .$100,000  to  assist  in  acquiring  the 
Flower  Street  frontage  adjoining  the 
Central  Library  site  is  recorded.  The 
Board  added  $14,000  to  this  sum,  con- 
sisting of  receipts  from  an  Auto  Park  on 
a  portion  of  the  Central  Library  site. 
These  amounts,  together  with  the  $500,- 
000  voted  by  the  citizens  in  June,  1923, 
complete  the  total  of  $614,000  necessarj 
to  purchase  the  entire  Flower  Street 
frontage. 

At  the  Main  Library  the  resignation  of 
Miss  Faith  E.  Smith  from  the  School 
and  Teachers  Department  was  received 
with  regret.

On  the  evening  of  Oct.  16  the  new  li- 
brary at  San  Ysiclro  was  formally  opened 
with  a  delightful  reception  given  by  the 
people  of  the  community  in  honor  of  Mr 
and  Mrs  Frank  Beyer,  the  donors  of  the 
building.  Mr  Beyer  is  a  capitalist  of 
San  Ysidro  and  Tia  Juana,  Mexico,  and 
a  long  list  of  benefactions  in  his  com- 
munity give  evidence  of  his  public  spirited 
generosity.  The  library  which  was 
erected  and  furnished  by  Mr  and  Mrs 
Beyer  at  a  cost  of  about  twelve  thousand 
dollars  has  several  unique  features. 
Besides  the  usual  library  furniture  are 
a  dozen  or  so  large  upholstered  chairs  and 
an  attractive  floor  lamp.  When  these 
comfortable  chairs  are  drawn  up  by  the 
readers  around  the  fireplace  in  the  eve- 
nings the  atmosphere  is  more  like  that  of 
a  home  in  which  the  custodian  is  hostess 
than  like  that  of  a  public  library.  The 
gift  of  Mr  Beyer  was  wholly  unsolicited 
and  was  most  graciously  bestowed.  In 
addition  to  the  building  and  furniture 
Mr  Beyer  bought  over  five  hundred  dol- 
lars worth  of  books  selected  by  the  County 
Librarian  to  form  a  permanent  reference 
collection  for  the  library.

Changes  were  made,  the  pool  room  moved 
elsewhere,  and  the  entire  basement  of  the 
hotel  renovated.  The  books  are  now 
housed  in  one  room,  and  the  second  room, 
a  large,  comfortable  one,  is  being  fitted 
up  with  unusually  attractive  furnishings 
as  a  reading  room.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
company  to  have  a  first  class  club  room 
for  the  use  of  employees.  In  addition  to 
the  books  furnished  by  the  company, 
there  will  be  a  collection  of  county  books, 
with  the  usual  monthly  shipments.  The 
popularity  of  the  new  arrangement  was 
attested  at  once,  with  large  numbers  of 
books  going  out  daily.

There  is  also  a  certain  amount  of  daily 
routine — supplying  periodicals  and  refer- 
ence material,  which  takes  one  away  from 
cataloging,  but  little  by  little  I  shall  get 
the  collection  into  shape.  I  am  ordering 
L.  C.  cards  mostly  for  the  cataloging,  and 
that  helps. 

We  take  thirty-nine  magazines  this 
year,  together  with  the  Reader's  Guide, 
and  have  also  the  Booklist,  Cumulative 
Book  Index,  Publishers'  Weekly  and 
Standard  Catalog  Bi-monthly.  In  addi- 
tion  we  have   added   some  new   reference

books   and   supplementary   material.      We 

have    a    very    good    pamphlet    collection 

which  helps  out  greatly. 

There  is  not  time  to  mend  the  whole 
collection  straight  through,  but  I  mend 
each  book  that  is  charged  out,  if  it  needs 
it.

Doctor  McGleland  spoke  instructively  of 
the  composite  character  of  California's 
civilization  and  especially  of  the  influence 
upon  it  of  the  Spanish  padres  who  estab- 
lished their  chain  of  famous,  but  now 
mostly  ruined,  missions  for  the  evangel- 
ization of  the  Indians  along  the  coast  of 
the  state. 

Mr  Max  Donner  played  exquisitely 
several  pieces  on  the  violin,  while  Mrs 
Donner  accompanied  him  at  the  piano. 
Miss  Jeanette  M.  Drake,  librarian  of  the 
Public  Library  and  new  president  of  the 


club,  turned  over  the  chairmanship  of  the 
evening  to  Mr  Leslie  I.  Hood,  manager 
of  Vroman's  Bookshop  and  member  of 
the  program  committee,  who  conducted 
proceedings  at  a  lively  tempo.  Those 
present  approved  enthusiastically  the  in- 
novation of  having  certain  meetings  of 
the  c  1  u  1)  in  the  form  of  Bookworm 
Suppers.

SAN     ANTONIO     LIBRARY     CLUB. 

The  meeting  of  the  San  Antonio  Li- 
brary Club  was  held  October  25,  at  the 
Ontario  Public  Library.  The  meeting- 
was  called  to  order  by  the  president,  Miss 
Harris.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
were  read  and  approved  after  a  minor 
correction  was  made.  A  communication 
was  read  from  W.  Dawson  Johnston,  Li- 
brarian of  the  American  Library  in  Paris 
stating  that  the  club's  gift  had  been 
expended  for  Pennell's  "French  Cathe- 
drals" and  Vizetelly's  "Court  of  the  Tuil- 
leries."  A  second  communication,  a  letter 
of  appreciation  from  Mrs  Elizabeth  Gray 
Potter,  who  for  a  time  was  a  member  of 
the  staff  of  the  American  Library  in 
Paris,  but  now  is  librarian  at  Mills  Col- 
lege, was  read.  Another  communication 
was  read  from  the  Director  of  the  Library 
Survey  asking  about  what  the  club's  en- 
dowment was  and  what  we  had  done 
toward  passing  of  laws,  etc. 

Mrs  Maude  Mast  Conroy  gave  a  most 
interesting  talk  on  her  experiences  in 
library  work  in  the  navy.  She  was  sent 
first  to  Mare  Island  in  1919.  The 
A.  L.  A.  had  charge  of  work  at  first  but 
it  was  later  turned  over  to  the  navy  and 
there  are  now  eighteen  or  nineteen  libra- 
ries in  the  navy.  Later,  Mrs  Conroy  was 
transferred  to  shore  station  work  under 
which  are  five  divisions — Hospital,  Naval 
station,  Marine  base,  Air  station,  Train- 
ing camp.  The  librarian  is  left  pretty 
much  to  her  own  devices  in  the  work ;  if 
she  can  show  results,  that  is  what  is 
asked.  There  is  a  large  field  for  social 
service  open  to  the  librarian,  particu- 
larly in  the  training  camp. 
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The  second  speaker  was  Mrs  Isabel 
Neales,  who  gave  a  most  enthusiastic 
account  of  her  vacation,  spent  visiting 
Washington,  the  New  England  States 
and  Canada.  She  took  us  on  a  real  sight- 
seeing trip  in  Washington,  showing  us 
the  great  Union  station,  Rock  Creek  Park 
and  Potomac  Park,  which  was  a  marsh, 
but  now  has  such  beautiful  flowers,  the 
Library  of  Congress,  the  Capitol  with  its 
marvelous  coloring  and  the  White  House 
with  its  wonderful  grounds.  In  New  Eng- 
land, she  gave  us  glimpses  of  Boston  with 
its  manufactures,  the  pageant  on  the 
Fourth  of  July  and  the  Athenian  Press. 
She  described  the  Louisa  M.  Alcott  house 
and  the  Longfellow  Craige  House  at  Cam- 
bridge and  Abbotshall  and  the  Jeremiah 
Lee  house  with  its  imported  carved  wood- 
work at  Marblehead.  She  brought  out 
the  contrast  between  the  Eastern  and 
Western  colleges  in  regard  to  surround- 
ings ;  Columbia  has  no  surrounding 
grounds,  and  the  grounds  around  Har- 
vard are  very  small.  In  Canada  we 
visited  with  her  in  New  Brunswick, 
Quebec,  Toronto  and  Lake  Louise. 

The  next  place  of  meeting  was  an- 
nounced to  be  at  San  Dimas.  The  meet- 
ing was  then  adjourned  to  partake  of  the 
tasty  luncheon  served  by  Miss  Monroe 
and  her  assistants.

Sections  G  and  7  of  the  County  free 
library  law  (Chap.  68,  Cal.  Statutes 
1911)    read  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  A  commission  is  hereby  cre- 
ated to  be  known  as  the  board  of  library 
examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  libra- 
rian, who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of 
said  board,  the  librarian  of  the  public 
library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Los 
Angeles  public  library. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a 
county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause, 
after  a  hearing  by  said  board.  No  per- 
son shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
county  librarian  unless,  prior  to  his 
appointment,  he  has  received  from  the 
board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate 
of  qualification  for  the  office.  At  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  the  county 
librarian  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the 
county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of 
California.

COUNTY  FREE   LIBRARY  LAW. 

The  "California  county  free  library 
law  and  circular  of  information  for 
applicants  for  certificates  of  qualification 
to  hold  office  of  county  librarian  in  Cali- 
fornia" was  published  in  News  Notes  of 
California  Libraries,  April,  1911,  and 
later  reprinted  in  pamphlet  form.  The 
edition  being  exhausted,  a  revised  edition 
of  the  circular  was  printed  in  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries,  January, 
1914.  This  has  been  reprinted  as  a 
pamphlet.  The  fifth  edition  was  issued 
December,  1921.  (Circular  of  informa- 
tion only.)  The  fourth  edition  of  the 
County  free  library  law  was  also  issued 
in  December,  1921.  Copies  of  both  of 
above  pamphlets  will  be  furnished  on 
request.

The  Reference  Department  furnishes 
information  to  any  inquirer.  It  furnishes 
books  to  public  libraries  on  request  of 
rhe  librarian,  and  to  any  other  educa- 
tional institution  on  request  of  its  official 
head  or  its  librarian ;  to  individuals 
through  the  signature  of  a  state  officer, 
of  the  Librarian  of  the  local  library  or 
of  the  official  head  of  any  other  educa- 
tional institution  or  on  receipt  of  a  $5.00 
deposit ;  to  a  club  or  grange  on  request 
of  its  president,  secretary  or  librarian. 
In  counties  having  county  free  libraries. 
all  requests  must  be  made  through  the 
county   free   library. 

The  slight  depression  in  the  circulation, 
clue  to  conditions  arising  from  a  lower 
appropriation  in  1923,  has  been  com- 
pletely passed  and  the  work  of  the  Refer- 
ence Department  is  constantly  increasing. 
Although  libraries  are  being  more  careful 
in  regard  to  the  type  of  service  requested, 
legitimate  supplementary  loans  have  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  the  present 
circulation  exceeds  that  of  two  years  ago.

CALIFORNIA    DEPARTMENT. 

Eudoea  Garoutte,  in  charge. 

The  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of 
books  on  the  history  and  description, 
resources  and  industries  of  the  State,  as 
well  as  the  works  of  California  authors 
in  all  departments  of  literature.  These 
are  made  accessible  by  means  of  a  card 
catalog.  Full  names'  and  biographical 
sketches  of  California  authors,  artists, 
musicians,  pioneers  and  early  settlers  are 
being  secured,  together  with  their  photo- 
graphs. The  collection  of  bound  peri- 
odicals is  quite  large.  The  Department 
also  contains  about  9000  bound  volumes 
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of  newspapers',  a  file  of  which  is  being 
indexed  with  reference  to  the  history  of 
the  State.  Students  will  be  assisted  in 
their  work. 

Pioneers  and   Early  Settlers. 

Judge  William  Blackburn  arrived  over- 
land in  1845.  He  was  a  native  of  Vir- 
ginia, a  man  of  intelligence,  straight- 
forward and  popular  with  his  associates. 
He  served  as  Lieutenant  in  Fremont's 
California  Battalion  during  the  conquest, 
1846,  was  appointed  Alcalde  by  Governor 
Mason,  and  in  1850  became  County 
Judge.  He  lived  most  of  the  time  in 
Santa  Cruz  where  he  died  March  25, 
1887. 

John  Van  A.  McMurtry,   a  pioneer  of 

1849,  is  still  living  at  Live  Oak,  Sutter 
County.  Mr  McMurtry  has  claimed  Sut- 
ter county  as  his  home  since  1S53,  a  resi- 
dence of  72  years.  He  has  engaged  in 
mining,  stock  raising  and  farming  and  is 
now  an  honored  pioneer,  one  of  the  few 
left  who  can  say  that  he  was  here  when 
California  became  a  state  and  participated 
in  the  gold  rush. 

Dr  Francis  M.  Kittredge  also  joined 
the  rush  of  1849,  coming  by  water.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature, 
and  held  a  federal  office  under  President 
Johnson.  His  death  occurred  at  Santa 
Cruz,  where  he  had  lived  for  many  years, 
in  1879. 

Charles  D.  Ferguson,  who  arrived  July, 

1850,  is  still  living  at  Chico  at  the  age 
of  95.  In  1888,  Mr  Ferguson  wrote  a 
book  entitled  "The  experiences  of  a 
Forty-Niner  during  thirty-four  years'  resi- 
dence in  California  and  Australia."  Last 
year  a  reprint  of  the  California  portion 
of  this  work  was  issued.  It  is  a  most 
interesting  narrative. 

Another  pioneer  who  has  left  a  monu- 
mental work,  is  Harris  Newmark.  His 
"Sixty  years  in  Southern  California"  is 
too  well  known  and  too  highly  apprecia- 
ted to  need  comment.  Mr  Newmark 
arrived  in  1853,  and  lived  in  Los  Angeles 
continuously  until  the  time  of  his  death, 
April  4,  1916. 

George  Baker  Newell  was  a  prominent 
resident  of  Nevada  county  for  many 
years,  having  arrived  in  1850.  He  held 
the  offices  of  County  Supervisor  and  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace.  His  home  was  at 
Birchville,  where  he  died  in  1896.

furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  to  individuals  from  an  in- 
stitution distributing  embossed  literature 
are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

Embossed  catalogs  in  A  m  e  r  ican 
Braille,  Moon,  and  New  York  point  are 
available.  They  will  be  loaned  to  bor- 
rowers wishing  them  for  use  in  book 
selection.

MONTHLY  LETTERS  TO  CUSTODIANS. 


By  Edith  Gantt,  Librarian,  Plumas  County  Free  Library,  Quincy. 


Faced  with  the  problem  of  managing- 
branches  tbat  one  can  visit  but  once  a 
year,  some  plan  bad  to  be  evolved  to  in- 
crease the  sense  of  contact  with  custo- 
dians. When  one  branch  means  a  trip 
of  125  miles,  with  a  rise  from  3500  to 
7000  feet  elevation,  and  over  roads  that 
are  far  from  being  highways,  one  is  apt 
to  forget  some  important  points  for  dis- 
cussion in  the  few  minutes'  visit  before 
the  return  trip.  Another  thing  we  have 
discovered  is  that  the  custodians,  through 
being  so  isolated,  are  liable  to  become  ex- 
tremely indifferent.  The  pay  is  negligi- 
ble so  the  custodians  must  be  kept 
interested.  Then,  too,  there  were  differ- 
ent matters  that  should  be  called  to  the 
attention  of  them  all,  so  we  started  our 
monthly  letters. 

We  try  to  stress  some  one  thing  each 
month,  e.  g.,  books  in  foreign  languages 
from  the  State  Library.  We  have  quite 
a  large  proportion  of  foreign-speaking 
people  in  the  mines  and  mills,  still  we 
were  receiving  almost  no  call  for  foreign 
books.  In  another  letter  we  report  on 
the  response  to  this  suggestion.  Adver- 
tising men  call  this  follow  up  work,  I 
believe.  We  follow  up  practically  every 
suggestion  we  make,  in  some  way.  Often 
it  is  a  mere  mention  of  some  phase  of  the 
subject,  and  not  necessarily  in  consecu- 
tive letters. 

The  circulation  of  children's  books  was 
very  poor  all  over  the  county,  so  we 
started  a  children's  Reading  Club  with 
booklists  for  the  third  to  the  eighth 
grade,  inclusive.  When  a  child  wishes 
to  join  the  club,  his  name,  with  his  grade 
in  school,  is  sent  to  Headquarters  and  a 
list,  with  his  name  typed  on  it,  is  sent 
to  the  branch,  together  with  books  from 
the  list.  A  record  is  kept  at  Headquar- 
ters of  these  names.  After  so  many 
books  have  been  read,  he  receives  a 
Library  Reading  Club  diploma.  This 
plan  was  explained  in  one  monthly  let- 
ter and  news  of  the  progress  of  the  work 
is  given  in  each  letter.  We  occasionally 
supplement  our  monthly  letters  with   re- 
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ports  on  special  library  work,  in  our 
weekly  Book  Chat  in  the  two  county 
papers,  news  that  is  of  general  interest. 
Every  custodian  takes  one  or  both  papers. 

We  have  discussed  increases  of  circu- 
lation, also  compared  our  annual  circula- 
tion per  capita  with  another  county  like 
Kern,  in  order  to  demonstrate  that  we 
have  a  long  way  to  go  before  our  people 
can  be  called  a  good  reading  public.  A 
great  deal  depends  on  the  work  within 
the  library,  between  headquarters  and 
branches,  before  its  influence  can  be  felt 
on  the  communities  and  resultant  cir- 
culation. It  is  practically  impossible  to 
get  our  custodians  together  for  a  meeting 
where  problems  can  be  talked  over,  so  the 
monthly  letter  is  the  only  alternative  that 
we  have  found. 

In  August  we  began  talking  about  the 
Eighth  District  Library  Meeting  to  be 
held  in  October  and  then  in  October  re- 
ported it  briefly  and  spoke  of  adult  edu- 
cation. Xew  rulings,  e.  g..  regarding 
borrowers'  privileges,  and  new  forms  like 
a  new  postal  for  recalling  special  re- 
quests, are  all  put  in  these  letters.  Chil- 
dren's Book  Week  and  the  idea  of  better 
books  in  the  home,  with  an  offer  of 
assistance  on  the  part  of  the  county 
library  in  book  buying,  occupied  the 
greater  part  of  the  November  letter. 

The  letters  which  have  called  forth  the 
greatest  response  from  custodians  have 
been  the  Christmas  greeting  and  the  com- 
parative circulation  statistics.  The  lat- 
ter caused  some  resentment,  apparently, 
at  branches  which  are  not  showing  rea- 
sonable growth,  a  healthy  sign  like 
peevishness  in  convalescents. 

Results  are  difficult  to  gauge,  though 
circulation  reports  are  now  sent  in  with 
great  regularity,  more  work  is  being  done 
through  the  branches,  while  practically 
all  of  the  custodians  seem  really  inter- 
ested in  the  library  and  in  their  efforts 
to  serve  their  communities.  We  feel  that 
the  letters  have  been  worth  while  and 
well  worth  the  effort.

A  WILD  FLOWER  PROJECT  IN  SAN  BERNARDINO 

COUNTY. 


The  letter  given  below  was  sent  out  in 
January  by  Miss  Caroline  S.  Waters, 
Librarian  of  the  San  Bernardino  County 
Free  Library.  It  outlines  an  interesting 
plan  and  so  we  are  giving  it  here  in  full : 

You  may  probably  recall  that  at  the 
Teachers'  Institute,  December  13,  1924, 
the  County  Librarian  made  an  announce- 
ment in  regard  to  a  wild  flower  project 
that  the  County  Library  was  attempting 
this  spring  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
office  of  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools,  and  at  that  time  invited  all  the 
schools  of  the  whole  county  to  participate 
in  the  project. 

The  immediate  object  is  to  obtain  a 
collection  of  wild  flowers  of  the  entire 
county,  hand-painted  in  colors,  to  use  in 
nature  study. 

The  County  Library  has  as  a  nucleus 
seventy-two  hand-painted  wild  flowers  of 
the  San  Bernardino  mountains,  from 
Mount  San  Antonia  to  Mount  San  Gor- 
gonia,  done  by  a  fine  California  artist, 
and  in  order  to  obtain  some  of  those  of 
the  valley  and  the  desert,  we  thought  this 
could  be  done  if  every  school  would  co- 
operate with  us  in  having  the  pupils  from 
the  fifth  grade  up,  and  probably  the 
fourth,  who  have  talent  for  art,  paint  a 
few  of  the  flowers  that  grow  in  each 
school  district. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  duplications  the 
plan  is  to  assign  to  each  school  district, 
certain  flowers,  but  leave  the  selection 
open  to  some  extent,  so  that  any  flower 
that  is  indigenous  only  to  a  limited  dis- 
trict might  not  be  overlooked.  If  you 
have  in  mind  any  flower  that  you  would 
prefer  to  paint,  please  send  in  the  list 
at  once  to  the  County  Library,  San  Ber- 
nardino, California. 

The  County  Library  would  furnish  the 
final  paper  board  on  which  to  paint  the 
flower,  so  that  the  size  and  color  of  the 
mounts  would  be  uniform  with  those  we 


already  have.  The  size  of  these  mounts 
is  10  inches  wide  and  14  inches  long. 

When  the  flower  is  completed,  the 
school  would  make  a  slip  giving : 

1.  The  common  name  of  the  flower  as 
known  in  his  locality. 

2.  The  locality  where  found.  Hills, 
plains  or  canyons  to  be  specified. 

3.  The  day,  month  and  year  when 
found. 

4.  The  name  of  the  school. 

5.  The  name  of  the  pupil  painting  it. 
The  County  Free  Library  will  classify 

and  catalog  the  pictures,  assigning  the 
botanical  and  common  names,  and  will 
furnish  the  frames  for  the  pictures. 

It  is  suggested  that  the 

1-2  teacher  schools  do  from  \-A  flowers. 

3-4  teacher  schools  do  from  3-5  flowers. 

5-8  teacher  schools  do  from  6-7  flowers. 

In  the  city  school  system  where  there 
is  an  art  supervisor  it  has  been  sug- 
gested by  the  art  supervisor  that  each 
room  would  do  from  4-6  flowers.  One 
to  two  flowers  from  each  room  would  be 
appreciated,  however. 
;  After  a  few  years  when  the  work  is 
finished,  we  hope  for  the  following 
results  : 

That  a  book  on  the  flora  of  San  Ber- 
nardino County  may  be  compiled,  as 
there  is  no  book  published  now  that  is 
adequate. 

In  the  care  and  interest  being  taken 
in  the  preservation  of  the  wild  flowers. 

More  scientific  interest  in  the  local 
environment  in  rural  communities. 

Development  of  latent  talent. 

This  is  the  outline  of  the  plan  and  if 
you  are  interested  and  would  like  for  your 
schools  to  cooperate,  will  you  kindly  let 
us  know  as  soon  as  possible.

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The  second  attempt  of  our  library 
within  the  last  two  years  to  secure  a 
bond  issue  for  library  buildings  was 
defeated  at  the  primaries  on  March  24. 
The  failure  of  the  bonds  was  a  complete 
surprise  to  everyone  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  library,  for  a  relatively 
small  amount — $60,000  for  three  branches 
at  Logan  Heights,  University  Heights 
and  Ocean  Beach — was  all  that  was 
asked.  The  main  cause  of  the  disaster 
is  unfortunately  all  too  familiar  to  libra- 
rians of  California.  The  library  bonds 
received  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
cast  on  the  issue  but  failed  by  1040  votes 
to  get  two-thirds  of  all  the  ballots  cast 
at  the  election.  It  is  hoped  that  the  act 
before  the  state  legislature  to  amend  the 
law  will  pass,  so  that  the  power  of 
apathy  will  not  be  two-thirds  greater  than 
energy. 

The  budget  for  the  year  1925  was  set 
by  the  city  council  at  $86,600.  This  is 
an  increase  of  $9650  over  last  year,  but 
this  entire  gain  will  have  to  be  expended 
to  operate  the  branch  library  at  East  San 
Diego  which  has  "previously  been  a  part 
of  the  county  library  system.  With  the 
annexation  of  East  San  Diego  the  city 
takes  control  of  the  Carnegie  building- 
there,  but  all  books  revert  to  the  county 
library.  We  hope  to  purchase  $5000 
worth  of  books  for  this  branch  in  1925. 

With  a  balance  carried  over  from  last 
year  the  board  of  trustees  has  been  able 
to  make  salary  raises  totaling  $290 
advance  in  our  monthly  payroll.  Our 
classification  now  calls  for : 

Junior  assistants,  $65  to  $85  (increase 
of  $5  every  6  months)  ;  senior  assistants, 
$90  to  $105  (increase  of  $5  every  year)  ; 
branch  librarians,  $100  to  $125  (increase 
of  $5  every  year)  ;  principal  assistants, 
$120  to  $140  (increase  of  $10  every 
year)  ;  pages  under  eighteen  years  old 
on  part  time  at  20  cents  to  40  cents  per 
hour  (increase  of  5  cents  every  six 
months).

This  library  was  established  in  1915 
and  its  privileges  are  not  confined  to  the 
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medical  profession  alone.  It  is  used  for 
research  by  lawyers,  chemists  and  students 
of  the  various  schools  and  colleges  and 
frequently  consulted  by  the  lay  public. 
Fifty-seven  current  medical  and  surgical 
journals  are  received  and  there  are  over 
four  thousand  volumes  of  medical  liter- 
ature  on  the   shelves.

A.  L.  A.  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  A.  L.  A.  Membership  Committee 
submits  the  following  statement : 

The  increased  resources  of  the  Amer- 
ican Library  Association  are  enabling  it 
to  promote  the  use  and  usefulness  of 
libraries  as  it  has  never  before  done. 
The  A.  L.  A.  is  having  its  chance  to 
function  in  a  really  big  way.  New  com- 
missions, surveys  and  publications  have 
enlarged  the  scope  of  its  work. 
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To  occupy  its  new  and  larger  field  the 
Association  must  have  many  more  mem- 
bers. It  needs  the  financial  support  of 
every  librarian.  Funds  are  required  for 
the  growing  work  which  is  not  cared  for 
by  special  grants.  It  also  needs  the 
power  and  influence  which  can  come  only 
with  large  numbers.  An  A.  L.  A.  of 
10,000  members  could  exert  far  more  in- 
fluence than  the  A.  L.  A.  of  60O0  members. 

The  activities  of  the  A.  L.  A.  will 
bring  results  to  every  library  and  every 
librarian.  They  will  open  up  new  paths 
of  service  and  suggest  methods  of  per- 
forming those  services.  They  will  bring 
increased  recognition  of  the  value  of  the 
libraries,  and  with  that  recognition  will 
come  increased   support. 

There  are  at  least  10,000  librarians 
who  are  in  thorough  sympathy  with  the 


work  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Six  thousand  of 
them  have  become  members ;  four  thou- 
sand have  not.  The  Membership  Com- 
mittee is  trying  to  enroll  these  four 
thousand  librarians  whose  names  do  not 
appear  in  the  Handbook. 

Dues  are  $4  or  $2  per  year.  The  $4 
membership  entitles  one  to  all  numbers 
of  the  Bulletin  ;  the  $2  membership  brings 
the  Bulletin  except  the  Proceedings  and 
Handbook.  There  is  an  initiation  fee 
of  $1. 

The  Membership  Committee  can  not 
reach  everyone  personally  so  it  takes  this 
means  of  inviting  every  librarian  to  join 
the  Association.  Dues  or  requests  for 
further  information  may  be  sent  to  the 
American  Library  Association,  86  E.  Ran- 
dolph street,  Chicago.

The  30th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation will  be  held  in  Eureka,  June  29  to 
July  1,  1925.  The  County  Librarians' 
Convention  will  be  held  jointly  with  the 
Association,  beginning  on  June  27th  with 
a  day  for  special  county  library  business. 

DISTRICT    MEETINGS. 
First    District    Meeting. 

A  meeting  of  the  First  District  of  the 
California  Library  Association  was  held 
February  28,  1925.  at  the  Fairmont 
Hotel,  San  Francisco.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  the  president,  F.  M. 
Bumstead,  at  10.15  a.m.  The  maximum 
number  present  was  during  the  morning 
session,  estimated  at  120,  including  guests 
from  other  districts. 

Adult  education  was  the  general  topic 
of  the  meeting.  The  first  speaker  was 
Miss  Katherine  Wickson,  who  spoke  on 
certification,  the  best  subject  to  stir  up 
any  meeting  of  California  librarians. 
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Miss  Wickson  recommended  a  change 
from  a  graded  certificate  to  a  single  pro- 
fessional certificate,  based  on  four  years 
of  college  and  one  year  of  library  school 
successfully  completed.  She  outlined 
what  had  been  done  and  what  progress 
had  been  made  toward  certification  of 
librarians  of  the  state.  A  motion  which 
she  proposed  at  the  end  of  her  paper  was 
followed  by  a  lively  discussion  as  a  result 
of  which  she  withdrew  her  motion.  The 
motion  was  to  the  effect  that  the  district 
endorse  a  single  professional  certificate 
plan,  but  after  the  discussion  it  was  evi- 
dent that  members  of  the  district  pre- 
ferred to  wait  for  another  report  by  the 
state  certification  committee  before  going 
on  record.  A  suggestion  by  Mr  Rea,  that 
the  local  librarians  get  together  to  talk 
over  the  matter  informally  was  typical  of 
the  sense  of  the  meeting,  namely,  that  the 
topic  is  by  no  means  settled  as  to  opinions 
in  the  First  District,  and  that  its  treat- 
ment at  a  general  meeting  shows  that  it 
was  easy  to  arouse  opposition  and  differ- 
ences in  point  of  view. 

The  subject  of  the  meeting  then  turned 
to  adult  education  when  Miss  Helena 
Critzer  reviewed  Dr.  Learned's  book,  The 
American  public  library  and  the  diffusion 
of  knowledge.  She  emphasized  the  con- 
structive nature  of  Dr.  Learned's  sug- 
gestions and  showed  that  the  best  point 
of  view  on  adult  education  by  librarians 
was   personal   rather  than   official. 

The  president  then  called  on  Mr. 
Joeckel,  who  gave  an  interesting  report 
of  the  work  of  the  California  Library 
Association  committee  working  with  the 
University  Extension  Department  on 
reading  lists  for  use  in  adult  education. 
He  gave  an  account  of  the  progress  of 
the  work,  saying  that  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty of  the  committee  is  in  financing  the 
undertaking,  and  it  has  therefore  been  put 
on  a  subscription  basis.  By  making  it 
on  a  service  scale,  the  subscriptions  would 
vary  from  $5  to  $25  or  possibly  $50  for 
the  largest  libraries  of  the  state.  He 
asked  the  librarians  present  to  let  him 
know  if  they  were  willing  to  go  in  on 
such  a  scheme. 

Chaplain  Howard  then  followed  with 
an  urgent  appeal  for  discarded  books 
and  odd  numbers  of  magazines  for  the 
Seamen's  Institute.  He  told  how  it  was 
necessary  to  have  them  now  when  the 
fishing   vessels   set   out  on   their  trips   to 


the  North.  He  left  some  literature 
descriptive  of  the  work  done  by  the  Sea- 
men's Institute.  April  19-25  has  been 
designated  Book  Week  for  this  purpose 
and  he  asked  the  members  of  the  First 
District  to  help  him  advertise  it. 

H.  O.  Parkinson,  president  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, prefaced  the  business  session  by 
making  the  general  announcements  of  the 
meeting  at  Eureka.  C.  B.  Joeckel  was 
elected  nominator  for  the  state  meeting, 
with  power  of  appointing  his  substitute 
if  he  finds  that  he  himself  should  be 
unable  to  attend.  Miss  Healy  gave  the 
report  of  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion membership  committee. 

Mr  Greene  introduced  the  following 
resolution  which  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Whereas,  The  unity  of  organization 
of  California  libraries  has  been  the  great- 
est source  of  their  progress  and  strength, 
and 

Whereas,  By  the  existing  law  the 
Sutro  Library  is  amply  provided  with 
legal  government  as  a  branch  of  the  State 
Library,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  First  District,  Cali- 
fornia Library  Association,  disapproves 
Assembly  Bill  379,  which  would  in  effect 
create  two  State  Libraries,  and  interfere 
with  the  unity  of  administration  which 
we  hold  to  be  intensely  desirable. 

S.  B.  Mitchell  extended  an  invitation 
to  all  present  to  attend  the  open  meet- 
ings to  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Education 
for  Librarianship  March  4  at  Haviland 
Hall,  University  Campus.  He  also  an- 
nounced the  luncheon  in  their  honor  to 
be  given  at  the  Women's  Faculty  Club. 

The  business  session  was  followed  by 
lunch  at  12.30  in  the  Gray  Room  of  the 
Fairmont  Hotel,  at  which  there  were  104 
present. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  by 
the  president  at  2.15  o'clock.  Miss  K. 
Dorothy  Ferguson  told  of  the  work  of 
the  special  librarians  in  San  Francisco, 
especially  in  connection  with  the  service 
given  to  business  men.  She  told  of  the 
pioneer  nature  of  their  work  on  this 
coast.  She  said  that  its  keynote  had 
been  cooperation  and  that  one  of  their 
slogans  was  to  take  the  guess  work  out 
of  business.  A  first  result  of  their  efforts 
in  cooperation  was  to  establish  and  cen- 
tralize a  file  of  information  at  the  San 
Francisco   Chamber  of  Commerce. 
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Mrs  Anne  Godfrey,  of  the  U.  S. 
Naturalization  Service,  next  gave  a  most 
interesting  outline  of  the  work  of  this 
department  in  California  and  told  how 
librarians  could  help  and  did  help  the 
program  of  Americanization.  She  re- 
minded us  of  some  interesting  statistics, 
how  one-fifth  of  California's  population 
is  non-English  speaking  foreign-born  (ex- 
cluding those  not  eligible  to  citizenship). 
She  emphasized  the  importance  of  reach- 
ing the  mother  in  the  home.  She  told 
how  the  friendliness  of  the  librarian 
could  make  a  definite  appeal  to  the 
foreign-born.  She  said  that  it  was  well 
to  gain  the  foreigner  through  the  litera- 
ture of  his  own  country,  but  that  we 
should  constantly  try  to  get  books  ex- 
plaining this  country  and  its  institutions 
in  the  right  way.  She  reminded  us  that 
the  cultured  foreigners,  though  most  in- 
teresting to  meet,  did  not  need  our  help 
as  much  as  the  peasant  class.  She  said 
that  the  library  had  a  great  opportunity 
to  counteract  the  erroneous  ideas  of 
American  life  that  foreigners  get  from 
the  movies.  She  warned  librarians  to  be 
especially  wary  of  the  influence  of  radical 
foreign  literature  and  to  study  as  much 
as  possible  the  foreign  language  news- 
papers and  periodicals  in  this  connection. 
She  pointed  out  the  radical  youth  move- 
ment and  its  sinister  influence.  She 
asked  the  librarians  to  count  the  books  on 
our  constitution  and  its  history  to  make 
sure  that  enough  are  available.  She 
said  that  our  aim  should  be  an  exchange 
of  the  best  ideas  of  all  the  nationalities. 

Mr  Halloran,  editor  of  Radio,  gave  a 
most  interesting  talk  on  the  most  popular 
subject  of  the  day,  connecting  radio  with 
the  library  in  a  very  practical  way.  He 
said  that  radio,  though  begun  as  an  enter- 
tainment in  the  home,  was  destined  to 
become  its  greatest  educational  feature. 
He  showed  how  radio  was  beneficial  to 
reading,  first,  by  the  book  reviews,  now 
given  by  over  500  stations ;  and  secondly, 
that  it  is  the  first  of  the  modern  inven- 
tions to  bring  people  home,  thus  making 
for  leisure  to  read.  He  described  in 
detail  the  method  of  reviewing  books  over 
the  radio,  taking  as  an  example  that  of 
Mr  J.  H.  Jackson.  He  thinks  that  radio 
is  reaching  a  cross-section  of  the  public 
never  reached  before  in  this  line,  or  at 
least,  never  so  well.  He  then  told  of  the 
direct  educational  programs  given  by  the 
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different  stations.  He  urged  librarians 
to  go  before  the  microphones  themselves 
saying  that  they  would  be  welcomed  by 
directors  of  the  stations. 

F.  J.  Carlson,  the  last  speaker  of  the 
program,  described  the  work  of  the  cir- 
culation department  at  the  University  of 
California  Library,  thus  adding  to  the 
program  another  technical  element  before 
the  members  and  their  friends  had  time 
to  forget  that  they  were  librarians  each 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  other. 

The  program  allowed  a  generous  amount 
of  time  between  the  sessions  for  sociabil- 
ity. The  program  committee  appointed 
informal  hostesses  who  made  it  their  duty 
to  speak  to  anyone  who  did  not  seem 
busy  for  the  moment.  The  day  was  as 
perfect  as  San  Francisco  always  hopes 
for  its  guests  and  everyone  seemed  to  be 
enjoying  it.  The  retail  stores  had  chosen 
the  day  for  their  "spring  opening,"  some- 
thing the  program  committee  had  not 
anticipated,  but  nothing  could  have  added 
more  to  the  festive  side  of  the  occasion 
than  the  store  windows  with  their  elabor- 
ate decorations.  The  secretary  and  one 
of  the  members,  Miss  Wing,  were  for- 
tunate in  finding  the  first  poppies  on  the 
Berkeley  hills  to  decorate  the  president's 
table.

Second   District   Meeting. 

The  Second  District  meeting  of  the 
California  Library  Association  was  held 
March  28,  1925,  at  the  State  Teachers' 
College,  San  Jose.  Interesting  speakers 
were  heard  and  original  poems  read. 
Miss  Florence  Wheaton,  county  libra- 
rian of  San  Benito  County,  presided.  At 
the  close  of  the  afternoon  session,  tea 
was  served  at  the  county  library,  Miss 
Stella  Huntington  and  the  library  staff 
being  hostesses  upon  this  occasion. 

The  morning  session  was  opened  by 
Joseph  T.  Brooks,  who  welcomed  the 
delegates  to  San  Jose.  After  announce- 
ments made  by  H.  O.  Parkinson,  presi- 
dent of  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion, Miss  Margaret  Girdner,  librarian  of 
the  Palo  Alto  Union  High  School,  gave 
a  talk  on  "Librarianship."  She  quoted 
from  "Women  as  professional  workers'' 
by  Adams  on  the  qualifications  of  pro- 
fessional workers  and  discussed  the  way 
in  which  a  librarian  meets  these  require- 
ments.     The    success    or    failure    of    a 
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library  depends  largely  on  the  attitude 
and  capability  of  the  librarian  at  the 
desk,  she  said.  It  is  the  work  of  the 
librarian  to  save  the  time  of  those  who 
seek  the  service  of  the  library.  She 
discussed  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
schools  for  librarians  and  the  high 
standards  required. 

"Recent  events  in  the  library  world" 
was  the  subject  of  Milton  J.  Ferguson, 
State  Librarian.  He  talked  of  the  for- 
mation of  the  library  association  49 
years  ago  at  the  centennial  in  Phila- 
delphia, when  Harvard  University  had 
the  largest  library  in  the  country,  which 
would  be  considered  small  in  comparison 
with  many  libraries  in  California  today. 
Mr  Ferguson  discussed  the  changes  in 
the  ideals  and  objectives  of  library  work, 
which  has  not  yet  attained  its  possi- 
bilities, he  said. 

Chaplain  Howard  of  the  Seamen's  In- 
stitute discussed  "Libraries  on  the  sea." 
He  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the 
work  of  the  Library  Association  in  con- 
junction with  the  Seamen's  Church  In- 
stitute in  providing  books  for  the  sailors 
on  merchant  vessels.  The  American  boy 
can  use  the  libraries  at  home,  but  on 
the  sea  he  has  few  books  unless  sup- 
plied in  some  such  way.  The  sending 
of  books  to  the  ships  takes  away  part 
of  the  feeling  of  inequality  which  many 
boys  have  when  they  become  sailors  and 
miss  much  which  their  friends  enjoy  on 
land.  Chaplain  Howard  said  that  to  see 
the  joy  of  the  men  when  the  books  arrive 
at  the  ships  would  fully  repay  all  donors. 
Foreign  seamen  are  remembered  as  well 
as  Americans,  so  the  Marine  Library 
Association  is  glad  of  contributions  of 
books  in  foreign  languages.  The  men  on 
the  ships  of  other  nations  express  them- 
selves as  delighted  with  the  thoughtful- 
ness  and  generosity  which  prompts  these 
gifts.  The  donations  of  the  books  to 
foreigners  help  to  spin  threads  in  the 
strand  of  international  friendship,  said 
Chaplain  Howard.  Many  sailors  are  not 
satisfied  with  the  educational  advantages 
they  have  had.  Consequently  text  books 
are  as  welcome  as  fiction.  Books  and 
magazines  given  the  fishing  fleet  upon 
their  departure  for  Alaska  each  year,  are 
not  only  read  by  the  sailors,  but  are 
most  eagerly  read  in  many  parts  of 
Alaska   where  books  are  few. 


After  luncheon  served  at  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  a  delightful  program  was  enjoyed 
in  the  afternoon.  Miss  Viola  Powell,  of 
the  State  Teachers'  College,  gave  a  group 
of  songs.  Three  San  Jose  poets  read 
from  their  own  verse.  Miss  Virginia 
Sanderson,  of  the  faculty  of  the  State 
Teachers'  College,  gave  selections  from 
Potpourri.  Mrs  Edith  Daley,  city  libra- 
rian, read  from  her  "Angel  in  the  Sun" 
and  other  poems.  Dr.  Henry  Mead 
Bland,  of  the  faculty  of  the  Teachers' 
College,  read  from  "Sierran  Pan"  and 
other  poems.  Mrs  Paul  Clark,  who  re- 
cently enjoyed  a  trip  around  the  world, 
gave  a  delightful  travel  talk  on  India. 

Fourth   District   Meeting. 

The  meeting  of  the  Fourth  District  of 
the  California  Library  Association  was 
held  in  Madera,  Friday,  March  13,  1925. 
There  were  ninety-two  members  present. 
The  session  was  called  to  order  at  10  a.m. 
by  Miss  Blanche  Galloway,  librarian  of 
Madera  County  Free  Library  and  presi- 
dent of  the  Fourth  District. 

Supervisor  S.  G.  Owens  gave  a  few 
words  of  welcome  to  the  visiting  libra- 
rians and  spoke  of  the  progress  of  the 
County  Library  in  Madera.  Following 
this,  a  brief  business  session  was  held. 

Miss  Viola  Brainard  of  Merced  County 
was  next  on  the  program.  Her  topic  was 
"Speaking  out  my  Eastern  mind,"  in 
which  she  compared  the  library  system 
of  the  East,  which  is  for  the  special  few, 
and  ours,  which  is  for  everyone.  This 
was  given  in  a  very  charming  and  clever 
manner. 

Miss  Jane  Baumler,  of  Gaylord  Bros., 
spoke  on  "Mending  California."  After 
telling  us  some  very  interesting  things 
about  her  work  while  in  the  state,  Miss 
Baumler  spoke  of  the  several  fascinating- 
ways  by  which  she  was  introduced  to  the 
wonders  of  California,  such  as :  the  pick- 
ing and  eating  of  juicy  olives  from  the 
trees,  and  of  the  interesting  sport  called 
"Snipe  hunting." 

The  next  speaker  was  H.  O.  Parkinson, 
Librarian  of  Stockton  Public  Library, 
who  talked  about  "Cooperating  with  the 
University  Extension"  in  connection  with 
work  on  adult  education.  Information 
as  how  to  obtain  these  courses  was  very 
thoroughly  explained.  Mr  Parkinson 
also  made  several  announcements  in 
regard    to    the    California   Library    Asso- 
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ciation.  After  announcements  were  made 
by  Miss  Culver  in  regard  to  the  California 
Library  Association  membership  drive, 
and  Miss  McCardle  in  regard  to  the 
A.  L.  A.  membership  drive,  the  meeting- 
adjourned  until  afternoon. 

A  round  table  luncheon  was  served  in 
the  park  adjoining  the  library.  The 
tables  were  divided  into  eight  groups, 
with  a  hostess  at  each  table  representing 
one  of  the  eight  library  departments, 
such  as  :  cataloging,  reference,  etc.  The 
table  decorations  were  of  orange  and 
black.  Black  wooden  cats  and  orange 
horseshoes  were  placed  on  each  table  to 
break  the  jinx  of  Friday  the  13th. 

The  afternoon  session  was  held  at  the 
Women's  Improvement  Club,  and  was 
opened  at  two  o'clock.  A  group  of  old 
time  songs  was  sung  by  local  talent,  and 
enjoyed  by  all. 

"Bill"  Adams  of  Modesto,  author  of 
"Fenceless  meadows,"  and  writer  of  sev- 
eral well  known  sea  poems,  as  well  as 
contributor  to  the  Outlook,  was  the  first 
speaker  in  the  afternoon.  His  subject 
was  "Yarns,"  and  was  very  well  named. 
We  took  several  interesting  sea  voyages, 
and  were  in  many  storms  before  coming- 
back  to  land,  and  were  ready  to  start 
again,  but  time  was  short,  so  the  trip 
had  to  be  postponed  until  some  future 
time. 

State  Librarian  Milton  J.  Ferguson, 
told  of  the  recent  developments  of  the 
American  Library  Association.  Ellen 
Yoder,  children's  librarian  of  Tulare 
County  Free  Library,  took  us  back  to 
our  childhood  days  for  a  short  time,  and 
told  two  children's  stories. 

The  last  speaker  was  Professor  Hubert 
Phillips  of  Fresno  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, who  spoke  on  "Present  European 
conditions."  He  gave  many  startling- 
comparisons,  and  much  food  for  thought. 

Following  this  was  another  short  busi- 
ness meeting.  Miss  Blanche  Galloway 
was  elected  nominator  for  the  Fourth 
District  and  Mrs  Julia  G.  Babcock  as 
alternate.  A  motion  was  adopted  that 
the  Fourth  District  should  be  placed  on 
record  as  opposing  Assembly  Bill  379. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  then  given  to  the 
speakers  and  to  the  President,  after 
which  the  meeting  adjourned.

The  meeting  was  opened  at  10  a.m. 
by  Miss  Beulah  Mumm,  president  of  the 
Fifth  District.  After  a  few  words  of 
welcome  the  business  of  electing  nomina- 
tors of  the  Fifth  and  Ninth  Districts  was 
taken  up.

Miss  Cornelia  Provines  of  the  Sacra- 
mento County  Free  Library  spoke  a  few 
words  on  the  membership  of  the  Amer- 
ican Library  Association.  New  members 
could  apply  to  Miss  Sarah  E.  McCardle 
of  the  Fresno  County  Free  Library.  Miss 
Provines  then  read  a  resolution  of  dis- 
approval of  Assembly  Bill  379  and  moved 
that  the  resolution  be  adopted  by  the  two 
districts  and  that  a  copy  of  the  resolu- 
tion be  sent  to  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  of  the  Assembly.  Motion 
carried. 

It  was  voted  that  a  telegram  of 
sympathy  be  sent  to  Miss  Edna  Hewitt 
of  the  Sutter  County  Free  Library  who 
was  ill  and  unable  to  attend  the  meeting. 

Milton  J.  Ferguson  spoke  on  the  new 
library  building  and  introduced  George  B. 
McDougall,  the  State  Architect,  who  ex- 
plained the  points  of  interest  of  the  new 
library.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
10.30  a.m.  by  Miss  Mumm  and  the  rest 
of  the  morning  was  spent  visiting  the 
State  Legislature  and  the  new  library 
building.  A  luncheon  was  held  at  12.30 
at  the  Hotel   Senator. 

The  Ninth  District  officers,  Faye 
Kneeshaw,  of  Glenn  County  Free  Library, 
and  Elizabeth  Stevens  of  Tehama  County 
Free  Library,  had  charge  of  the  after- 
noon meeting.  H.  O.  Parkinson,  presi- 
dent of  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion, spoke  on  adult  education,  and 
Chaplain  F.  K.  Howard  of  the  Seamen's 
Institute  of  San  Francisco  outlined  plans 
for  increasing  book  service  to  the  mer- 
chant marine.  Ruth  Comfort  Mitchell 
of  Los  Gatos  gave  charming  readings 
from  her  own  poems,  and  State  Librarian 
Milton  J.  Ferguson  closed  with  a  most 
worthwhile  talk  on  library  conditions  fifty 
years  ago  and  today. 
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Sixth   District  Meeting. 

The  Sixth  District  of  the  California 
Library  Association  held  its  annual  meet- 
ing at  the  attractive  Glenwood  Mission 
Inn,  Riverside,  on  February  21,  1925, 
under  the  auspices  of  President  Charles 
F.  Woods.  Librarian  of  the  Riverside 
Public  Library,  and  Secretary  Mabel 
Inness,  Librarian  of  the  A.  K.  Smiley 
Public  Library,  Redlands. 

A  most  interesting  feature  of  the  meet- 
ing was  a  splendid  art  exhibit  of  painting 
and  sculpture  by  Italian,  Russian  and 
American  artists,  arranged  by  Mrs  Alfred 
Orselli  of  Los  Angeles. 

The  morning  session  opened  with  an 
address  by  Raymond  Best  of  the  River- 
side Bar  and  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Riverside  Library  on 
"The  legal  aspects  of  the  pay  shelf."  Mr 
Best  discussed  the  California  library  law 
and  stated  that  the  practice  of  maintain- 
ing a  pay  shelf  was  in  his  opinion  illegal. 
Some  permissive  legislation  should  be 
enacted. 

Milton  J.  Ferguson,  State  Librarian, 
gave  a  very  interesting  address  on  "Future 
library  development."  Fifty  per  cent  of 
the  population  of  the  United  States  has 
no  access  to  libraries.  He  urged  closer 
relations  with  the  business  man  and  spoke 
of  the  importance  of  the  library  serving 
the  people  of  the  country  districts  as  well 
as  the  city.  Mention  was  made  of  the 
$50,000  grant  of  the  Carnegie  Corporation 
to  the  League  of  Library  Commissions 
for  the  development  of  commission  work 
in  states  where  little  or  nothing  has  as 
yet  been  done. 

Gladys  Caldwell,  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Public  Library,  in  speaking  briefly  on 
"The  relation  of  the  library  to  the  musical 
interests  of  a  community,"  suggested  the 
purchase  of  phonograph  records  for  small 
libraries  which  could  be  loaned  to  women's 
clubs,  music  study  clubs  and  high  schools. 
Cooperation  with  musical  associations 
and  music  committees  and  the  observance 
of  National  Music  Week  were  urged. 

The  afternoon  session  was  given  over 
to  a  very  enjoyable  address  by  Armando 
Thomas  Bissiri  of  Pomona  College  on 
"Modern  Spanish  literature."  Professor 
Bissiri  sketched  the  best  of  Spanish  liter- 
ature from  the  twelfth  to  the  present 
century.  He  mentioned  "El  Cid,"  "La 
Celestina"  and  "Don  Quixote"   as  exam- 


ples of  the  best  literature  of  the  early 
centuries.  He  spoke  in  more  detail  of 
the  work  of  the  novelists  of  the  nine- 
teenth century,  especially  the  works  of 
Caballero,  Alargon,  Tereda  and  Valera. 
Drama  has  an  important  influence  on 
Spanish  life  and  the  plays  of  such 
dramatists  as  Benavente,  Galdos,  Rivas 
and  Sierra  were  spoken  of  as  most  char- 
acteristic of  Spanish  life.  He  said  Span- 
ish literature  is  the  most  realistic  of  all 
literature. 

The  following  resolution  was  unani- 
mously adopted :  "It  is  the  sense  of  this 
convention  that  the  passage  of  Assembly 
Bill  No.  379,  'An  act  for  the  government 
of  the  Sutro  Library,'  would  disrupt  the 
efficiency  of  the  State  Library  which  has 
enjoyed  the  advantage  of  unity.  There- 
fore, be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Sixth  Dis- 
trict go  on  record  as  opposing  this  bill." 

Miss  Kennedy  of  the  Los  Angeles  Pub- 
lic Library  spoke  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  June  29  to  July  1,  at 
Eureka  and  urged  all  to  attend.

COLLEGE  AND  UNIVERSITY  LI- 
BRARIANS OF  SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA. 

The  fourth  meeting  of  the  Southern 
California  College  and  University  Libra- 
rians' Conference  was  held  January  24 
in  Rembrandt  Hall,  Pomona  College, 
Claremont. 

The  morning  session  was  taken  up  with 
an  informal  round  table  on  the  Library 
of  Congress  classification.  The  discussion 
was  opened  by  Mr  Philip  S.  Goulding, 
head  cataloger  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia. Southern  Branch.  This  library 
is  changing  from  the  Dewey  Classifica- 
tion to  the  Library  of  Congress.  Mr 
Goulding  explained  that  as  a  whole  new 
catalog  was  imperative  it  was  decided 
to  make  the  change  in  the  classification 
at  fhe  same  time.  It  was  the  consensus 
of  the  members  that  if  the  present  classifi- 
cation of  a  library  was  not  adequate  or 
if  a  new  catalog  was  a  necessity,  the 
change  should  be  made  to  the  Library 
of  Congress  regardless  of  size,  but  if  the 
catalog  was  satisfactory,  the  Dewey 
Classification  could  be  so  altered  and 
kept  up-to-date  that  the  large  expense 
and  inconvenience  of  many  years  of  the 
process  of  changing  could  be  avoided. 

Professor  George  S.  Burgess,  Chairman 
of  the  Pomona  College  Libi'ary  Commit- 
tee, presented  for  discussion  the  subject, 
''What  responsibility  has  the  College 
library  in  encouraging  students  to  read 
good  literature?",  also,  "What  is  being 
done  in  the  way  of  purchasing  new  and 
modern    literature   including   fiction?" 

Miss  Marion  J.  Ewing  was  elected 
Chairman    for    the    coming    year.      Miss 


Charlotte  M.  Brown  was  elected  Secretary. 

In  the  afternoon  the  members  visited 
the  exhibit  of  "Chinese  Home  Life"  being 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Rem- 
brandt Club  and  the  Pomona  College 
Library.  This  exhibit  is  a  collection  made 
by  Mr  John  C.  Dana  of  the  Newark 
Public  Library,  assisted  by  Miss  Marion 
Ewing,  Acting  Librarian  of  Pomona  Col- 
lege, while  in  China.

Sections  6  and  7  of  the  County  free 
library  law  (Chap.  68,  Cal.  Statutes 
1911)    read  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  A  commission  is  hereby  cre- 
ated to  be  known  as  the  board  of  library 
examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  libra- 
rian, who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of 
said  board,  the  librarian  of  the  public 
library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Los 
Angeles  public  library. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a 
county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause, 
after  a  hearing  by  said  board.  No  per- 
son shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
county  librarian  unless,  prior  to  his 
appointment,  he  has  received  from  the 
board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate 
of  qualification  for  the  office.  At  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  the  county 
librarian  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the 
county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of 
California.

Notes  of  California  Libraries,  January, 
1914.  This  has  been  reprinted  as  a 
pamphlet.  The  fifth  edition  was  issued 
December,  1921.  (Circular  of  informa- 
tion only.)  The  fourth  edition  of  the 
County  free  library  law  was  also  issued 
in  December,  1921.  Copies  of  both  of 
above  pamphlets  will  be  furnished  on 
request.

All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall 
is  fair  and  expedient.

The  Reference  Department  furnishes 
information  to  any  inquirer.  It  furnishes 
books  to  public  libraries  on  request  of 
the  librarian,  and  to  any  other  educa- 
tional institution  on  request  of  its  official 
head  or  its  librarian ;  to  individuals 
through  the  signature  of  a  state  officer, 
of  the  Librarian  of  the  local  library  or 
of  the  official  head  of  any  other  educa- 
tional institution  or  on  receipt  of  a  $5.00 
deposit :  to  a  club  or  grange  on  request 
of  its  president,  secretary  or  librarian. 
In  counties  having  county  free  libraries. 
all  requests  must  be  made  through  the 
county   free   library. 

The  Reference  Department  urges,  as  a 
means   of  ensuring  efficient   service,   that 


all  libraries  sending  in  request  slips  be 
very  sure  that  they  are  signed.  Many 
more  slips  come  in  without  a  signature 
than  would  seem  possible.  An  effort  is 
made  to  notice  this  omission  when  the 
slips  are  removed  from  the  envelopes,  but 
frequently  it  is  not  noticed  until  the  slips 
are  distributed  among  the  different  mem- 
bers of  the  department,  when  it  is  im- 
possible to  connect  them  with  the  sending 
library. 

Most  libraries  borrowing  State  Library 
books  are  making  use  of  the  plan  of  send- 
ing in  a  deposit  of  postage  so  that  pack- 
ages may  be  sent  out  by  prepaid  parcels 
post.  For  the  benefit  of  those  libraries 
not  following  this  plan  it  is  suggested  that 
this  is  the  most  convenient  and  eco- 
nomical arrangement  in  regard  to  trans- 
portation charges.  A  deposit  of  five  or 
ten  dollars  worth  of  stamps  is  sent  to  the 
State  Library,  and  notification  is  sent  to 
the  library  when  a  new  supply  is  needed. 
All  libraries  are  urged  to  send  deposits 
in  three,  four,  five,  or  nine  cent  stamps 
as  two  and  ones  are  less  frequently 
needed.

CALIFORNIA    DEPARTMENT.

The  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of 
books  on  the  history  and  description, 
resources  and  industries  of  the  State,  as 
well  as  the  works  of  California  authors 
in  all  departments  of  literature.  These 
are  made  accessible  by  means  of  a  card 
catalog.  Full  names'  and  biographical 
sketches  of  California  authors,  artists, 
musicians,  pioneers  and  early  settlers  are 
being  secured,  together  with  their  photo- 
graphs. The  collection  of  bound  peri- 
odicals is  quite  large.  The  Department 
also  contains  about  900O  bound  volumes 
of  newspapers,  a  file  of  which  is  being 
indexed  with  reference  to  the  history  of 
the  State.  Students  will  be  assisted  in 
their  work. 
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Pioneers  and   Early  Settlers. 

Levi  Lincoln  Lyman  came  around  the 
Horn,  before  the  mast,  in  1S49.  After 
residing  in  various  counties  he  went  to 
San  Francisco  where  he  passed  on  Janu- 
ary 20,  1893. 

Charles  La  Fayette  Brown  was  another 
'49'er  who  followed  mining  in  Calaveras 
and  Tuolumne  counties  for  many  years 
and  represented  Calaveras  in  the  Legis- 
lature of  1871.  Mr  Brown  was  a  friend 
of  Bret  Harte  and  is  said  to  be  the 
original  "Brown  of  Calaveras." 

Charles  Bllet  Lippincott  arrived  in 
1852  when  he  became  interested  in  min- 
ing, politics  and  editorial  work.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  state  senate  and  after 
returning  east  held  many  public  offices. 
He  served  during  the  Civil  War  and  was 
discharged  a  Brigadier-General  by  brevet. 
The  famous  duel  which  he  fought  with 
Tevis  in  which  the  latter  was  killed  is  a 
well  known  event  in  the  history  of  Cali- 
fornia. Mr  Lippincott's  death  occurred 
in  Quincy,  Illinois,  in  1887. 

Capt.  William  S.  Emery  sailed  for  Cali- 
fornia from  New  Orleans  late  in  1849, 
arriving  early  in  1850.  He  came  in  his 
own  vessel,  the  Louisiana.  He  sold  the 
vessel  and  settled  in  Sacramento.  He 
held  public  offices  in  both  Sacramento  and 
San  Diego.  His  life  was  full  of  inter- 
esting experiences  and  useful  service.  He 
died  in  San  Diego  in  1893.  His  son, 
Charles  F.  Emery,  presented  the  Library 
with  a  painting  of  the  "Louisiana."

Addresses  of  firms 
supplying  all  articles  loaned  will  be 
furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  to  individuals  from  an  in- 
stitution distributing  embossed  literature 
are  carried  free  through  the  mails. 

Embossed  catalogs  in  American 
Braille,  Moon,  and  New  York  point  are 
available.     They   will   be   loaned   to  bor- 
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rowers    wishing    tliem    for    use    in    book 
selection.

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THEY  CAME  WEST  AGAIN. 


By  Milton  J.  Ferguson,  Librarian,  California  State  Library. 


Every  ten  years  with  more  or  less  com- 
mendable regularity,  the  A.  L.  A.  comes 
west  for  its  annual  convention.  Seem- 
ingly, even  though  it  now  be  in  its  fiftieth 
year,  there  is  still  something  applicable  to 
it  in  that  famed  admonition  spoken  by 
wise  old  Horace  Greeley.  The  west  does 
call,  and  the  east  does  come.  And  since 
a  certain  state  of  extensive  coast  line  was 
barred  by  reason  of  its  having  been  host 
on  the  last  two  visits  of  the  association, 
no  better  place  could  possibly  be  found 
than  the  scenically  beautiful  and  wonder- 
fully hospitable  state  of  Washington. 
Then,  too,  the  people  of  Seattle  in  their 
thoughtful  regard  for  the  comfort  of 
their  guests  were  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  assure  them  that  the  "weather  was 
unusual."  But  at  that  he  who  could  com- 
plain must  surely  have  an  imagination 
reaching  to  the  delights  of  a  paradise 
not  found  on  earth. 

It  has  been  said  before,  and  the  natives 
repeat  it  with  evident  satisfaction,  for  it 
does  explain  much :  Washington  is  a 
young  state,  Seattle  is  a  stripling  among 
cities.  The  people  have  done  much  in 
that  bustling  corner  of  our  big  country ; 
but  whether  their  energy  comes  from  pio- 
neering blood,  something  indigenous  to  the 
soil,  or  a  sort  of  example  set  by  their 
friendly  neighbors  over  the  border,  I  do 
not  know.  Once  there  were  vast  un- 
broken forests  in  the  land,  but  the  saw 
has  been  devastating ;  and  nature  has  not 
always  been  permitted  to  heal  the  wounds 
by  a  new  growth.  Seattle,  itself  carved 
out  of  a  dense  wood,  is  a  city  almost  liter- 
ally set  on  a  hundred  hills,  and  so  be- 
wilderingly  embroidered  by  salt  water  and 
fresh  shore  lines  that  only  the  utmost 
genius  in  doing  the  wrong  thing  could 
make  it  ugly.  True,  some  of  its  hills  were 
found  to  be  in  the  way  and  were  washed 
into  the  bottomless  maw  of  the  sound ; 
but  enough  remain  to  give  it  a  spectacu- 
larly varied  sky  line,  and  to  permit  of 
all  manner  of  architectural  show. 

Seattle  is  well  provided  with  hotels  ;  the 
tourist  crop  is  one  of  considerable  value. 
The  programmers  had  worked  out  a  nice 
little  scheme  of  battle,  which  on  paper 
was  so  arranged  that  no  time  would  be 
lost  and  everybody  would  be  happy.  Un- 
fortunately, the  rules  do  not  always  hold 
40057 


in  the  midst  of  the  fight.  The  good  church 
people  who  were  holding  some  sort  of  get- 
together  and  filled  the  headquarters  hotel 
gloriously  full  neglected  the  little  formal- 
ity of  checking  out  when  they  promised 
to ;  thereby  throwing  the  desk  forces  into 
a  fit,  and  causing  the  library  guests  to 
expend  a  month's  supply  of  patience  and 
good  will,  not  to  mention  a  good  share  of 
a  night's  sleep.  Furthermore,  some  of 
the  trains  arrived  in  the  early  morning 
of  the  first  day;  and  the  confusion  be- 
came more  and  worse.  Long,  slowly  mov- 
ing— very  slowly  moving — queues  wound 
themselves  about  the  lobbies  headed  to- 
wards the  clerk's  desk  of  the  hotel,  and 
headquarter's  registration  desk  of  the 
A.  L.  A.  When  ten  o'clock  came,  the  hour 
for  the  curtain  raisers  to  open  the  show, 
the  League  of  Library  Commissions  and 
four  of  the  sections  had  a  distressingly 
great  number  of  empty  seats  in  their 
meeting  places.  The  good  gray  poet  was 
feelingly  quoted  that  day :  "To  have  great 
poets,  there  must  be  great  audiences,  too." 
It  was  a  sad  day ;  in  war  time  its  sadness 
would  have  been  emphasized  by  a  "d" 
and  a  dash. 

One  day  during  a  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil when  some  important  matter — perhaps 
education  for  librarianship — was  being 
discussed,  a  speaker  did  not  enunciate 
with  sufficient  clearness  for  his  words  to 
reach  half  the  audience.  I  ask  you  what 
is  worse  than  listening  to  a  talk  you  can 
not  hear ;  and  I  answer  nothing  at  all, 
except  perhaps  looking  at  a  show  you  can 
not  see.  On  that  occasion  a  woman 
speaking  in  clarion  tones,  like  "Curfew 
shall  not  ring  tonight,"  proposed  a  new 
subject  in  the  librarian's  curriculum : 
namely,  public  speaking.  Her  point  was 
well  taken,  and  was  received  by  the 
audience  with  hand  clappings  almost 
approximating  enthusiasm. 

I  want  to  record  my  admiration  for  the 
courage  of  that  Joan  of  Arc  who  thus 
fearlessly  took  the  lead ;  and  I  would  like 
also  to  be  permitted  to  add  another  sub- 
ject to  the  curriculum  which  is  intended 
to  turn  out  the  perfect  librarian.  My 
suggestion  would  be  for  two  courses :  one 
in  restraint,  the  other  in  dramatics — both 
with  special  reference  to  program  making 
and  program  running. 
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I  do  not  want  to  quarrel  about  the 
general  sessions ;  some  of  them  were  too 
long,  or  perhaps  they  were  merely  long 
in  the  ending  and  short  in  the  beginning. 
(When  one  is  eating  his  way  through  a 
convention  he  scarcely  has  time  for  any- 
thing else.)  They  were  reduced  to  four; 
with  what  amounted  to  a  fifth  when  Dr 
Bostwick  talked  about  Chinese  libraries 
and  Chinese  cookery  with  such  feeling 
that  I  began  to  scorn  that  coolie  dish, 
chop  suey,  and  wanted  straightway  to  set 
off  for  the  oriental  land  to  learn  if  what 
he  said  about  their  food  is  really  true. 
No,  the  general  sessions  were  good ;  and 
in  retrospect  I  would  be  willing  to  slip 
in  another  one,  if  a  few  of  the  section 
meeting's  could  be  eliminated. 

It  is  when  we  came  to  the  sections  and 
affiliated  bodies  that  I  am  sure  the 
A.  L.  A.  has  gone  to  seed.  So  many  little 
side  shows  have  set  up  all  around  the  big- 
tent  that  one  either  does  not  find  his  way 
to  the  main  event,  or  if  he  does  he  has 
been  so  wearied  by  a  number  of  things 
that  he  does  not  enjoy  it.  Nbt  only  are 
the  sections  too  many  in  number  but  they 
are  almost  without  restraint  in  the  squads 
and  companies  of  speakers  scheduled  to 
appear  on  their  programs.  For  example, 
the  American  Association  of  Law  Libra- 
ries alone  had  papers  and  talks  enough  to 
last  a  greedy  audience  for  a  solid  week. 
At  the  first  general  meeting  it  is  custo- 
mary to  have  some  local  celebrity  say  a 
word  of  welcome — fan  unnecessary  thing, 
no  doubt,  but  still  an  old  custom  which 
may  on  occasion  be  a  matter  of  graceful 
courtesy.  But  once  is  enough,  or  should 
be,  though  several  of  the  section  meetings 
could  not  get  under  way  until  very  con- 
ventional addresses  of  welcome  were  made 
to  which  response  was  just  as  conven- 
tionally returned.  Program  pruning  is  an 
art  which  I  fear  may  be  lost  among 
librarians,  or  is  perhaps  among  the  craft 
the  one  new  thing  under  the  sun. 

In  time  the  members  of  the  association 
will  learn  that  multiplicity  of  meetings 
does  not  make  a  successful  conference ; 
that  the  human  mind  can  hold  just  about 
so  much  and  then  like  a  bucket — a  small 
one — already  full,  it  runs  over;  that  after 
the  distinctive  note  is  struck  in  the  gen- 
eral sessions  more  real  benefit  may  be 
had  from  personal  contacts  and  confer- 
ences than  from  a  hundred  crowded  sec- 
tion meetings ;  that  a  national  gathering- 
is  not  the  place  anyway  for  a  b  c  instruc- 


tion in  the  elements  of  our  art.  The  sec- 
tions, therefore,  may  be  carefully  recorded 
in  the  general  proceedings  and  then  for- 
got except  by  the  few  who  have  labored 
over  or  in  the  programs ;  but  there  were 
some  outstanding  features  of  the  confer- 
ence. 

Education  for  librarianship  is  now  pos- 
sibly an  old  story  :  most  worthy  objectives 
become  pretty  familiar  before  they  are 
reached.  Some  librarians  may  think  the 
association  too  insistent  in  its  efforts  to 
educate  its  workers ;  but  it  is  clear  that 
if  the  service  is  to  take  a  high  place  its 
servants  must  be  highly  trained.  The 
Board  of  Education  for  Librarianship 
presented  a  comprehensive  report  setting 
forth  a  scheme  of  library  schools  from 
junior  to  graduate  grade.  It  is  alto- 
gether possible  that  time  will  work  great 
modification  of  the  system  proposed  ;  but 
it  is  at  least  a  plan  of  action  more  far 
reaching  than  librarians  have  before 
dreamed  of.  The  approval  of  the  Council, 
after  some  keen  discussion,  was  given,  and 
deservedly  so.  It  is  not  to  be  expected, 
however,  that  great  good  will  immediately 
grow  out  of  this  action  ;  but  the  associa- 
tion has  at  least  shown  itself  in  the  spirit 
for  progress. 

A  deal  of  thought  and  discussion,  both 
formal  and  informal,  were  again  given  to 
the  subject  of  adult  education.  A  meet- 
ing, a  symposium,  was  conducted  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  and  was  the 
third  general  session  of  the  conference. 
The  program  was  presented  from  the  vari- 
ous angles  of  personal  service,  boys  and 
girls  in  and  out  of  school,  reading  courses, 
and  workers.  In  America  the  so-called 
working  man  has  not  yet  caught  on  as 
have  his  brothers  over  seas.  It  was  a 
good  sign,  therefore,  when  the  president 
of  the  Washington  State  Federation  of 
Labor  spoke  enthusiastically  of  the  plans 
labor  itself  is  laying  for  the  education  of 
its  people.  If  the  speaker  correctly  in- 
terprets the  desires  of  this  great  body  to 
learn  what  is  true  and  just  and  fair  in 
the  economic  world,  instead  of  the  quick- 
est way  to' raise  wages,  then  I  am  sure  in 
time  not  only  will  wages  find  their  just 
level  but  wage  earners  will  also  find  a 
way  to  happiness  and  satisfaction.  It  is 
not  probable  that  the  project  called  adult 
education  will  in  fact  be  more  than  a 
passing  ripple  unless  the  great  masses  of 
the  people  find  something  of  interest  in 
its  promises. 
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The  fiftieth  anniversary  is  only  a  year 
off ;  the  association,  like  the  red-shir  ted 
miner  who  sought  fame  and  fortune  in 
the  gold-bearing  hills  of  early  California,- 
is  now  a  true  forty-niner.  But  that  is 
a  blissful  condition  which  does  not  stand 
still ;  and  if  the  half-century  mark  is  to 
be  greeted  in  proper  spirit  much  pay  dirt 
must  be  turned  during  the  coming  twelve- 
month. The  A.  L.  A.  catalog  is  definitely 
assured ;  and  the  energetic  prosecution  of 
the  plan  by  the  editor  persuades  us  that 
we  have  little  to  worry  over  in  its  doing. 
There  is  thought,  too,  that  some  sort  of 
celebration  will  be  staged  at  Philadelphia. 
What?  Can  you  not  vision  a  grand  day 
dawning  in  the  fall  of  192G  in  that  fine 
old  City  of  Brotherly  Love,  with  Melvil 
Dewey,  who  so  long  ago  was  the  active 
young  secretary  of  a  little  band  of  pio- 
neers, brought  back  in  his  later  years  to 
look  upon  the  thing  he  helped  initiate? 
It  would  be  like  holding  the  pen  while 
history  writes,  instead  of  being  compelled 
to  wait  for  the  slow  finger  of  time  to 
make  the  proper  entry  a  generation  or  so 
in  the  future.    Well,  it  can  all  be. 

The  library  survey  had  all  but  become, 
like  a  case  of  the  hives,  something  you 
had  suffered  and  endured,  or  else  did  not 
take.  On  the  side  lines  and  in  quiet 
corners  Mr  Thompson  was  probably  fre- 
quently buttonholed  and  required  to  ex- 
plain why  he  asked  so  many  questions 
and     left    the     enquirer's     pet     one     out. 


Speakers,  now  and  then,  took  a  kindly 
dig  at  the  whole  scheme ;  but  were  philos- 
ophical enough  to  hope,  and  perhaps  be- 
lieve, that  out  of  it  good  would  come.  Not 
much  was  said  about  that  other  investiga- 
tion on  the  subject  of  the  classification 
of  library  personnel ;  but  it  is  unques- 
tionably a  matter  of  the  greatest  impor- 
tance. AdcI  the  two  undertakings  are 
parts  of  one  big  job. 

The  convention  was  quite  modern, 
though  it  has  not  yet  arrived  at  the  stage 
of  "jazz  and  pep"  which  is  impelled  to 
express  itself  in  song.  Let  us  not  be  im- 
patient ;  all  in  due  course.  You  will  recall 
that  the  A.  L.  A.  is  a  "regular  American 
convention"  now  and  charges  its  members 
a  convention  registration  fee.  Five  times 
during  the  week  Station  KJR  permitted 
librarians  to  put  their  message  on  the  air. 
And  once  I  know  the  local  sponsor  fol- 
lowed the  speaker  and  told  his  own  state 
listeners-in  that  they  have  no  county  li- 
brary system,  but  that  they  ought  to  have. 
(One  of  the  distressing  things  about 
radio — maybe — is  that  one  can  not  know 
immediately  how  a  suggestion  strikes  an 
audience.)  The  Rotary  and  Kiwanis 
clubs  heard  something  about  library  mat- 
ters at  their  weekly  luncheons,  notation 
of  which  got  into  the  official  program. 
And  the  Business  and  Professional 
Women  likewise  had  a  library  luncheon. 
Librarians  are  out  in  the  big  stream  of 
life,  going  somewhere !

EUREKA!

The  California  Library  Association  for 
various  reasons  found  it  inadvisable  to 
accept  the  invitation  of  Eureka  the  first 
several  times  it  was  extended,  but  when 
we  reached  our  destination  this  year,  we 
were  very  grateful  to  Mr  Parkinson  and 
the  Executive  Committee  who  had  made 
it  possible  for  us  to  find  this  wonderful 
California  spot.  To  those  of  us  who  had 
never  been  in  the  redwoods  before,  the 
trip  up  was  a  revelation  and  a  delight, 
and  the  cool,  welcoming  air  of  Eureka 
was  as  pleasing  to  the  valley  travelers  on 
their  arrival  as  was  the  warm  hospitality 
of  the  Humboldt  County  residents  all 
through  their  stay. 

The  meeting  got  off  to  a  splendid  start 
on  Monday  morning,  June  29,  when 
Oscar  W.  Lord,  Mayor  of  Eureka,  voiced 
the  pleasure  of  the  town  in  having  the 
librarians  meet  there.  The  president  of 
the  association,  Mr  H.  O.  Parkinson,  of 
Stockton,  approached  the  subject  of  his 
presidential  address,  "Educating  the  adult 
librarian,"  in  a  highly  original  way.  Tak- 
ing the  questionnaire  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Classification  of  Library  Person- 
nel as  a  basis,  he  had  asked  the  members 
of  his  staff  to  fill  it  out,  giving  what  they 
considered  were  ideal  qualifications  for 
the  librarian  of  a  city  the  size  of  Stock- 
ton. (Brave  man !  Suppose  he  had 
found  he  didn't  measure  up  to  the  staff 
standards  ! )  From  the  answers  he  drew 
some  very  pertinent  conclusions  regarding 
the  necessary  education  and  other  quali- 
ties, not  of  the  adult  public,  but  the 
head  librarian.  It  was  a  very  entertain- 
ing as  well  as  thought  stimulating 
address. 

Mrs  Theodora  R.  Brewitt,  who  has 
formulated  an  up-to-date  program  toward 
adult  education  in  Long  Beach,  gave  us 
a  thorough  and  enlightening  account  of 
her  methods,  the  results  achieved  so  far 
and  her  plans  for  the  future.  And  the 
third  speaker  of  the  morning,  Dr  Tully  C. 
Knoles,  President  of  the  College  of  the 
Pacific,  rounded  out  a  profitable  morning 
with  his  inspiring  talk  on  "Changing 
ideals  in  education."  Dr  Knoles  was  in- 
troduced  as   the   man   who   had   recently 


moved  "the  oldest  college  in  the  state 
eighty  miles  across  country."  I  believe 
with  his  clear  thinking,  his  knowledge  and 
vision,  he  will  also  have  a  lot  to  do  with 
moving  even  a  greater  body — the  educa- 
tional forces — out  of  certain  ruts  into 
finer,  more  original  ideals  than  our 
present  rushing  life  and  the  demands  of 
the  institutions  higher  up  seem  to  allow — 
ideals  which  he  clearly  set  before  us. 

The  second  general  session  was  held  at 
the  Humboldt  State  Teachers  College, 
Areata,  to  which  the  members  of  the 
Association  were  taken  through  the  kind- 
ness of  the  Areata  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, which  provided  the  necessary  cars. 
In  the  absence  of  the  President  of  the 
College,  Ralph  W.  Swetman,  we  were 
greeted  by  the  Librarian,  Charles  E. 
Graves,  who  made  us  feel  thoroughly  wel- 
come and  urged  us  to  look  over  their 
plant.  Situated  on  a  hill  overlooking  the 
bay,  the  location  is  one  to  delight  any 
faculty  and  student  body,  and  the  new 
buildings  are  all  that  they  should  be  to 
grace  such  a  site. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Helen  T.  Ken- 
nedy, Vice  President  of  the  Association, 
the  morning's  program  was  successfully 
carried  out.  Cornelia  D.  Provines,  Li- 
brarian of  the  Sacramento  County  Free 
Library,  taking  as  her  subject  "Men  and 
measures,"  gave  a  resume  of  her  work  in 
giving  library  service  to  the  men  at  Fol- 
som  State  Prison.  The  fine  range  of 
subjects  requested  was  a  surprise  to 
many  of  the  audience  and  Miss  Provines' 
contention  that  the  most  vital  .thing  was 
to  keep  men  thinking  while  shut  off  from 
the  world  was  brought  home  to  us  by  her 
splendid  exposition.  Willis  H.  Kerr,  still 
of  the  Kansas  State  Teachers  College  at 
Emporia,  but  soon  to  be  a  Californian 
through  his  appointment  to  the  position 
of  Librarian  of  Pomona  College,  told  us 
something  of  the  successful  working  out 
of  the  "Friends  of  Reading"  club  in 
Kansas — an  informal  organization  of  the 
book-lovers  of  the  state,  who  get  together 
perhaps  once  a  year  to  discuss  their 
favorite  books.  This  led  Mr  Kerr  to 
speak  of  other  ideas  for  inspiring  people 
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to  read  and  his  thoughts  on  books  and 
how  to  get  them  read  were  enjoyed  and 
appreciated.  We  like  Mr  Kerr,  per- 
sonally and  professionally,  and  we  are 
glad  he  has  come  to  California. 

And  right  here  let  me  say  there  were 
at  Eureka  some  others  from  afar  whom 
we  are  eager  to  adopt.  Why  couldn't 
Miss  Ahem  bring  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 
to  California,  so  that  she  would  be  on 
hand  to  attend  all  our  meetings?  I  know 
many  a  county  that  would  welcome  Miss 
Dawson  and  Miss  Winning  from  Wayne 
County,  Michigan.  (If  either  ever  wants 
to  come  out,  she  is  reminded  here  that  the 
State  Library  conducts  an  Employment 
Bureau.)  When  I  saw  Mr  Henry  Hunt- 
ting  taking  care  of  young  Nancy  Parkin- 
son while  her  parents  breakfasted,  I  con- 
cluded that  he  was  already  quite  one  of 
the  California  family.  And  who  wouldn't 
travel  the  length  of  the  state  to  the 
C.  L.  A.  meeting  if  she  knew  she  would 
be  sure  of  hearing  and  seeing  Miss  Isa- 
bella M.  Cooper,  editor  of  the  1926 
A.  L.  A.  catalog,  tell  her  deaf-and-dumb- 
Jonah-and-the-whale  story  and  the  one 
about   the   frog ! 

On  the  last  evening  we  had  another 
enjoyable  session  with  three  speakers. 
Miss  Ahern  gave  a  fine  picture  of  what 
a  librarian  should  be  and  set  us  all  to 
measuring  to  see  if  we  could  possibly 
come  up  to  the  mark.  Mrs  Julia  G.  Bab- 
cock,  Librarian  of  the  Kern  County  Free 
Library,  in  her  talk  entitled  "Greedy 
for  punishment"  told  the  simple  but 
enthralling  history  of  the  book  store  of 
Julia  G.  Babcock  and  Co.  Realizing  the 
tremendous  piece  of  library  work  Mrs 
Babcock  is  doing  in  Kern  County,  it 
seems  as  if  she  were  indeed  "greedy  for 
punishment"  when  she  undertakes  also 
the  trials  as  well  as  the  joys  of  a  book 
store. 

Mr  Milton  J.  Ferguson,  State  Libra- 
rian, closed  the  session  with  a  talk  he 
called  "Discovering  California."  Tracing 
briefly  the  discovery  of  this  new  continent, 
from  Columbus  through  the  various  ex- 
plorers of  the  Pacific  Coast,  he  led  us 
to  the  thought  that  today  we  may  all  be 
discoverers — not  of  the  physical  Cali- 
fornia, perhaps,  but  of  the  spirit  of  the 
state. 

Round  Tables  for  the  discussion  of 
various  specific  lines  of  library  work  were 
held  on  Monday  afternoon  and  Tuesday 
evening   and   brought   out   many   spirited 


talks.  As  it  is  evidently  quite  impossible 
for  one  lone  reporter  to  visit  more  than 
one  Round  Table  at  a  time  and  as  it 
would  be  quite  unfair  to  tell  of  one  to 
the  exclusion  of  the  other  two  being 
conducted  at  the  same  hour,  I  will  not 
go  into  detail  about  the  sessions  I 
attended.  If  they  were  all  as  good  as  the 
Publicity  and  Lending  and  the  Children's 
Librarians  meetings,  however,  they  are 
here  voted  perfect  successes. 

The  more  serious  meetings  were  inter- 
spersed with  others  of  a  more  social 
nature.  Those  in  lighter  vein  began  the 
first  night  when  the  Association  cele- 
brated its  thirtieth  anniversary  at  a  regu- 
lar birthday  party.  The  banquet  room 
in  the  Masonic  Hall  was  set  with  long 
tables  gaily  decorated  and  brilliant  paper 
hats  were  provided  for  all  the  guests. 
They  were  for  the  most  part  exceedingly 
becoming  paper  hats — especially  to  the 
girls !  The  Past  Presidents  were  seated 
at  the  head  table  and  the  honor  guests 
were  Mr  and  Mrs  Joseph  C.  Rowell. 
Mr  Rowell  was  the  first  President  of  the 
Association  and  by  a  happy  coincidence 
the  birthday  party  of  the  Association 
fell  on  his  own  birthday.  Mr  Rowell, 
for  many  years  Librarian  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  is  now  Librarian 
Emeritus  of  that  institution. 

Good  music  by  an  orchestra  filled  the' 
time  until  the  banquet  was  nearly  over. 
Then  Mr  Ferguson,  who  was  toastmaster, 
and  Mr  B.  B.  Futernick  of  the  Jinks 
Committee  staged  a  little  byplay  during 
which  Mr  Futernick  made  his  way  to  the 
kitchen  and  came  back  attired  as  a  cook, 
bearing  aloft  a  huge  birthday  cake  with 
its  thirty  lighted  candles.  The  toast- 
master  called  on  several  of  the  Past 
Presidents  and  others  for  short  talks  and 
everyone  responded  in  a  holiday  mood. 
Here  Miss  Ahern  demonstrated  her  first 
claim  to  adoption,  when  she  told  us  about 
her  triumphal  entry  into  California  in  her 
early  days  of  library  work — on  a  trip  that 
had  started  out  rather  discouragingly  for 
an  inexperienced  librarian  traveling 
among  the  high  lights  of  the  profession. 
Miss  Susan  T.  Smith  in  her  prophecy, 
"The  librarian  of  1945,"  gave  many  clever 
hits  on  the  pet  hobbies  of  the  Past  Presi- 
dents. The  affair  then  took  a  more  serious 
turn  when  Mr  Ferguson  presented  Mrs 
Rowell  with  a  beautiful  bouquet  of  roses 
and  Mr  Rowell  with  a  silver  loving  cup 
expressing  the  affection  in  which  he  was 
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held  by  the  members  of  the  Association. 
Mr  Howell  was  completely  surprised  and 
deeply  touched  by  the  gift,  and  in  re- 
sponding told  of  his  great  interest  in  the 
Association  which  he  had  been  instru- 
mental in  starting  and  in  all  its  members. 
His  talk  will  long  be  remembered  by 
everyone  who  was  present,  so  clearly  did 
it  take  us  back  to  the  early  days  of  our 
organization  which  has  now  grown  to 
such  fine  proportions. 

Music,  dancing,  and  story-telling  by 
Miss  Isabella  M.  Cooper,  which  has 
already  been  referred  to,  rounded  out  the 
evening. 

The  length  of  Humboldt  County  was 
fairly  well  covered  by  the  convention  in 
the  trip  up  the  coast  to  the  lagoon  beyond 
Trinidad  on  the  second  day  of  our  stay, 
and  the  forty-six  mile  ride  to  the  red- 
woods at  Dyerville  Flats  on  Wednesday. 
We  heard  stories  of  the  lagoon  that  made 
the  fishermen  of  the  party  long  to  stop 
and  try  their  luck  and  on  the  same  ride 
we  visited  the  whaling  station  at  Trinidad 
on  the  most  beautifully  colored  bay 
imaginable  with  quaint  fishing  boats  to 
add  to  the  picture.  Although  no  whale 
had  been  brought  in  for  several  days,  the 
visitors  were  still  forcibly  reminded  of 
the  last  one — he  was  gone  but  could  not 
be  forgotten  ! 

The  Eureka  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  Women's  Clubs  of  Humboldt  County 
entertained  royally  on  the  Redwood  trip. 
Cars  were  put  at  our  disposal  and  the 
women  provided  a  fine  and  abundant 
lunch.  Here  the  library  school  graduates 
gathered  at  their  separate  tables,  and, 
although  there  was  no  general  program, 
the  groups  had  fun  among  themselves  and 
at  the  end  the  whole  crowd  was  moved 
about  in  a  hilarious  game.     The  redwood 


grove  beggars  description — it  is  so  beauti- 
ful, so  quiet  and  even  awe  inspiring  that 
one  wouders  how  anyone  could  ever  bear 
to  touch  an  ax  to  the  gigantic  trees.  It 
would  seem  almost  like  committing 
murder. 

Of  course,  every  meeting  of  this  kind 
must  have  its  business  sessions.  Reports 
of  committees  we  heard  in  digested  form 
on  the  first  day,  and  on  the  last  Mrs 
Theodora  R.  Brewitt,  Librarian  of  Long 
Beach  Public  Library,  was  led  to  the  plat- 
form as  our  new  President — a  tangible 
result  of  the  work  of  the  Nominating- 
Committee.  At  various  times  we  heard 
reports  of  the  efforts  of  a  new  commit- 
tee— the  What  Do  You  Do  Committee. 
Patterned  after  the  same  kind  of  a  com- 
mittee of  the  California  Conference  of 
Social  Work,  its  object  was  to  find 
answers  to  any  of  the  questions  that  were 
iroubling  any  librarians  and  to  arrange 
interviews  between  those  who  might  help 
each  other.  The  committee  accomplished 
a  lot  of  serious  work  and  thanks  to  its 
very  accommodating  chairman,  Miss 
Mary  Boynton,  it  was  used  also  to  put 
over  some  of  the  fun  of  the  convention. 

It  seems  as  if  I  have  left  till  last  just 
the  very  nicest  points  about  the  meet- 
ing— the"  wonderfully  smooth  organization 
of  the  work  by  County  Librarian  Ida  M. 
Reagan  and  City  Librarian  Henry  A. 
Kendal,  their  availability  and  helpful- 
ness at  all  times,  and  the  delightful  hos- 
pitality shown  by  the  whole  of  Humboldt 
County.  Among  the  pleasantest  memo- 
ries brought  away  are  the  atmosphere  of 
old  time  California  spirit  that  prevailed 
and  the  knowledge  that  the  libraries  and 
librarians  of  Humboldt  County  hold  the 
warmest  kind  of  a  place  in  the  hearts  of 
its  people.

I  have  a  friend  in  a  branch  library  in 
Oakland  and  this  branch  is  in  a  section 
of  the  city  where  there  are  many  colored 
people,  and  many  who  are  down-and- 
outers.  She  told  me  the  story,  not  long 
ago,  of  a  family  of  colored  users  of  her 
library.  The  mother  went  out  washing, 
so  the  children,  at  least  two  of  them, 
spent  much  after-school  time  in  the  li- 
brary. It  was  the  understanding  that  the 
small  boy  report  to  the  librarian  often 
on  the  condition  of  his  shoes,  because 
they  were  found  to  be,  much  of  the  time, 
nearly  soleless,  and  she  knew  a  cobbler 
near  who  would  fix  them  up  for  him  for 
nothing.  One  clay,  she  said,  the  two 
children  came  in ;  the  small  girl  much  ex- 
cited, but  the  boy  insisted  on  showing  his 
shoes  and  was  sent  off  for  repairs  and 
then  the  librarian  found  the  little  colored 
mite  was  really  going  to  a  party.  "Well," 
she  said,  "what  are  you  going  to  wear,  a 
white  dress?  Is  your  mother  at  home  to 
button  you  up?  Well,  then,  you  run 
round  to  the  library  on  the  way  and  I 
will  look  you  over."  She  came,  and  there 
was  much  need  of  attention ;  a  little  soap 
and  water,  a  poking  down  of  dress  above 
and  the  use  of  safety  pins  below,  but 
when  completed  the  child  went  off  happy. 
When,  a  week  later,  the  mother  was 
taken  seriously  ill  on  the  street,  it  was 
this  same  librarian  who  was  'phoned  to 
and  who  was  able  to  tell  where  to  go  for 
medical  assistance.  This  is  but  a  simple 
tale.  Similar  things  are  possibly  hap- 
pening often  in  many  libraries  but  I 
tell  it  to  you  that  you  may  know  that 
librarians  do  a  variety  of  things  as  well 
as  buy  and  issue  books. 

All  the  cities  of  California  have  their 
public  libraries  and  all  of  the  large 
libraries  have  branches.  In  the  main  li- 
brary you  will  always  find  the  children's 
room  and  an  understanding  children's 
librarian.  In  the  branches  there  will  be 
either  a  children's  room  or  a  children's 
corner  and  always  some  one  as  a  friend 
and  helper  to  talk  things  over  with  the 
children.  In  the  children's  room  or  corner 
there  are  often  attractive  posters  to  tell 


of  a  special  holiday  or  possibly  Animal 
Week,  or  Arbor  Day,  or  pictures  posted 
illustrating  a  new  story  they  will  want  to 
read.  In  this  room  or  corner  will  be 
magazines  that  the  children  want  and 
books  of  all  degrees  of  pleasure  giving. 
The  children's  room  can  be,  and  often  is, 
a  very  fairy  land  to  all  who  enter.  Then 
there  is  the  town  library.  There  may 
not  be  a  children's  room  there  but  there 
is  pretty  sure  to  be  a  cozy  corner  and 
the  children  know  it  is  all  for  them  and  so 
have  a  feeling  of  ownership  and  affection 
for  it.  Many  of  the  city  libraries  work  in 
close  service  with  the  city  schools,  doing- 
much  to  help  both  teacher  and  scholar. 
The  story  hour  is  apt  to  be  a  regular 
feature  of  the  library  work  in  all  city 
libraries. 

Then  there  is  the  rural,  or,  as  we  call 
it  in  California,  the  County  Library ;  a 
most  interesting  and  vital  part  of  library 
work  in  this  state.  Many  of  our  states 
are  doing  most  interesting  i-ural  library 
work,  and  California  is  well  to  the  fore. 
Of  her  58  counties  42  have  County 
Libraries.  Now,  what  do  the  County 
Libraries  do  for  the  children  of  the  state? 
Like  their  city  sisters,  many  of  them 
have  the  children's  room  or  the  children's 
corner.  You  will  often  find  pictures  on 
the  walls  and  baskets  on  the  low  tables 
with  stereographs  in  them  to  look  over 
and  always  the  very  attractive  and 
artistic  picture  books  for  the  little  ones 
put  near  so  that  they  may  look  at  pic- 
tures while  mother  gets  her  book.  The 
thought  and  care  for  the  children's  read- 
ing takes  so  large  a  part  in  the  County 
Library  plans  that  one  finds  very  care- 
fully selected  reading  for  children  and 
young  people  in  all  the  libraries,  no  mat- 
ter how  small  the  branch  may  be.  Libra- 
rians realize,  almost  more  than  any  other 
group  of  people  interested  in  children,  the 
importance  and  value  to  the  child  of  an 
early  love  for  books  and  reading,  and  also 
realize  that  there  are  very  few  children 
that  do  not  make  a  happy  response. 

The  County  Library's  work  with  the 
rural  school  is  a  very  unique  and  impor- 
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tant  bit  of  educational  work  being  done 
at  present  in  California.  It  was  Mr  Gil- 
lis,  the  former  State  Librarian,  who  made 
the  California  County  Libraries  possible, 
and  it  was  he  who  saw  the  vision  of  the 
library  and  the  school,  one  more  way  to 
help  the  child  get  near  to  the  book.  The 
children  of  all  the  people  must  go  to 
school,  and  in  school  they  are  within 
reach  of  books.  They  may  be  mostly  the 
books  for  study  but  they  know  there  is 
also  there  for  them  the  fairy  tale  and  the 
adventure  story  and  that  from  school  they 
may  go  to  their  nearest  branch  and  read 
as  long  as  time  and  mother  will  permit. 
A  word  about  the  business  and  financial 
side  of  the  County  Library  and  the  rural 
school.  The  state  law  says  that  the 
trustees  of  any  rural  school  may  make 
their  school  a  part  of  the  County  Li- 
brary by  sending  word  of  their  decision 
to  do  so  to  the  County  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  to  the  County  Librarian. 
They  then  turn  over  to  the  County  Li- 
brary, through  the  Superintendent's  office, 
their  school  library  fund,  the  maximum 
of  which  is  $50  a  teacher,  for  a  year. 
In  return  the  County  Library  gives  these 
schools  the  library  service  of  books,  except 
their  state  texts,  which,  of  course,  are 
furnished  by  the  state,  books  both  sup- 
plementary and  pleasure  reading,  needed 
reference  books,  and  all  maps  and  globes. 
Stereographs  to  fit  in  with  the  day's  work 
for  geography  and  industries,  pictures, 
both  framed  and  the  smaller  ones,  often 
in  numbers  for  the  class  are  also  sent. 
The  framed  pictures  in  many  places  have 
the  removable  backs  so  that  the  frame 
may  remain  in  the  school  and  the  pic- 
ture (which  is  easily  shipped)  often  ex- 
changed. When  the  school  has  its  phono- 
graph the  County  Library  supplies  music 
records.  These  are  shipped'  back  and 
forth  much  as  the  books  are,  with  very 
little  damage  and  the  care  taken  of  the 
records  in  the  schoolroom  is  most  encour- 
aging. The  types  of  records  asked  for 
by  the  teachers  and  sent  out  are  also 
interesting.  Folk  dances,  marches,  selec- 
tions from  the  operas,  national  hymns, 
story  telling  records,  and  I  remember  my 
surprise  when  I  had  the  first  request  from 
a  teacher  for  a  waltz.  When  she  told 
me  that  she  used  it  for  penmanship  and 
demonstrated  from  one  of  her  own  how 
much  the  children  liked  it,  she  got  the 
waltz.      Records    are    also    sent    to    the 


school  or  to  the  branch  for  community 
gatherings  upon  request.  Otherwise 
records  are  not  circulated  in  the  branches 
(at  least  this  is  true  in  my  county  and 
also,  so  far  as  I  know,  in  others).  Now 
the  reason  that  so  large  a  service  can  be 
given  the  schools  is  this.  The  money 
from  all  the  schools  is  pooled  and  so  are 
the  books.  For  instance  the  school 
library  money  is  reserved  for  and  spent 
for  the  schools  and  is  not  in  any  way  put 
into  the  branch  library  tax  money.  The 
books  are  pooled ;  a  large  central  school 
library  is  built  up  with  these  funds  at 
library  headquarters  and  sent  to  the 
schools  upon  request  of  teacher  and  prin- 
cipal. A  very  important  point  in  the 
game  is  that  there  be  no  unused  books 
or  material  allowed  to  remain  dead  on  the 
school  shelves  as  some  other  school  may 
have  use  for  it.  The  motto  is  "Ask  for 
more  books  and  when  received,  send  back 
all  you  are  through  with  for  others  to 
use." 

This  is  what  can  happen  when  a  school 
is  without  the  County  Library  service :  I 
remember  when  many  of  the  schools  were 
joining  the  County  Library,  the  County 
Superintendent  and  I  were  in  a  small 
one-teacher  school  in  one  end  of  the 
county.  The  three  trustees  were  signing 
the  contract  for  library  service  and  the 
teacher  asked  me  if  I  would  look  at  a  set 
of  books  that  had  been  purchased  for  the 
school.  She  was  afraid  they  had  paid  too 
much  for  them.  We  went  into  the  little 
alcove  where  the  few  school  books  were 
kept  and  I  saw  a  new  set  of  Stoddard's 
lectures.  Now,  Stoddard's  lectures  are 
all  right.  We  have  purchased  many  sets 
for  our  branches  and  found  them  well 
read,  but  when  we  talked  it  over  we 
found  they  had  paid  nearly  ten  dollars 
more  for  the  set  than  they  should  and 
that  the  people  living  about  were  mostly 
foreigners  and  read  very  little.  There 
was  not  even  an  eighth  grade  pupil  in  the 
school.  All  the  books  were  still  care- 
fully wrapped  with  their  original  wrap- 
pings except  the  one  the  agent  had  used 
in  selling  them  and  worst  of  all,  there 
was  but  eight  dollars  left  of  their  library 
fund  money  for  the  rest  of  the  school 
year  with  which  to  buy  needed  supple- 
mentary books,  maps,  globes  and  all  that 
they  would  find  it  mighty  hard  to  get 
along  without.  It  is  so  much  easier  for 
the  trustees  or  the   teacher  to  say,   "Go 
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to  our  County  Library,  we  have  turned 
our  school  library  money  over  to  them." 
If  they  really  do  want  the  thing  that  is 
being  talked  over,  they  just  send  in  word 
to  the  library  office  that  they  want  it.  If 
it  is  not  a  good  school  buy,  the  County 
Library  can  often  loan  it  from  a  nearby 
branch  or  borrow  it  for  the  time.  In  this 
way  much  money  is  saved  and  there  are 
fewer  sets  sitting  on  the  shelves  in  our 
school  rooms.  The  old-time  book  agent 
hasn't  as  good  a  time  in  the  rural  dis- 
tricts as  of  old. 

Magazines  are  in  these  days  called  for 
in  numbers  by  the  teachers.  Subscrip- 
tions are  sent  to  all  schools — Current 
Events,  National  Geographic,  Popular 
Mechanics  and  Literary  Digest  possibly 
in  the  greatest  numbers.  Because  the 
County  Librarian  supplies  the  books  in 
the  schools  and  in  the  library  branches 
throughout  the  county,  there  is  not  the 
unnecessary  duplication  of  material  but 
a  better  and  wider  selection  for  all  the 
children. 

A  few  statistics :  There  are  2878  ele- 
mentary and  high  school  districts  in  the 
42  counties  having  County  Libraries,  and 
2411,  or  six-sevenths  of  these  districts, 
have  joined  the  County  Libraries.  Those 
not  served  are  mostly  high  schools  and 
large  elementary  schools. 

The  report  from  the  schools  shows  that, 
on  an  average,  the  schools  receive  five 
times  as  much  service  through  pooling 
funds  as  could  be  secured  with  their 
library  funds  if  expended  under  the  dis- 
trict library  plan.  The  schools  are  vis- 
ited by  the  librarians  and  the  children  are 
encouraged  to  tell  of  the  books  they  read 
and  why  they  like  them  and  what  they 
want  sent  next.  When  we  ask  we  find 
a  very  large  number  of  the  school  chil- 
dren are  using  their  nearest  library 
branch  as  well.  If  there  is  not  a  branch 
near  the  school,  extra  story  books  are 
put  in  for  the  children  and  for  the  grown 
folks  too  if  they  wish  them. 

The  healthy,  normal  children  who  are 
able  to  go  to  the  school  and  to  the  library 
are  not  the  only  children  who  are  remem- 
bered when  books  are  being  bought  and 
sent  out.  The  little  ones  in  institutions 
are  sent  their  share. 

In  telling  you  about  the  county  work, 
I  am  often  speaking  of  my  own  county. 
This  is  only  because  I  am  more  familiar 
with    the    detail    work    done    there,    but 


similar  work  is  done  in  all  the  County 
Libraries  and  often  to  a  much  greater 
degree. 

Speaking  of  institutions  where  chil- 
dren and  young  people  are,  I  want  to 
tell  you  of  the  Arroyo  Sanatorium  and 
Del  Valle  Farm,  the  tuberculosis  sana- 
torium, and  how  we  have  worked  with 
them.  The  tubercular  children,  of  whom 
there  are  usually  about  thirty  or  thirty- 
five,  some  only  babies  and  up  to  fourteen 
or  fifteen,  are  in  their  own  house,  and 
here  we  have  sent  books,  books  to  be  cut 
for  the  pictures,  pictures  and  dissected 
maps,  and  some  new  books.  I  want  to 
say  that  the-  library  sends  only  a  portion 
of  the  children's  books  to  Arroyo ;  that 
many  gifts  are  sent  out  and  many  wonder- 
ful new  books  are  bought.  One  club  or 
society  gives  a  check  each  year  and  with 
this  the  librarian  of  the  institution  buys 
beautiful  new  books  for  the  children.  All 
these  are  cared  for  by  the  teacher  nurse 
in  charge  and  the  children's  reading  is 
guided.  These  books  do  not  go  back  into 
circulation.  We  send  supplementary 
books  for  those  children  who  are  able 
to  do  their  school  work  during  certain 
hours  of  the  day  through  the  main  school 
in  Livermore.  The  children's  library  is 
open  twice  a  week  for  the  children  to 
exchange  their  books,  and  probably  about 
thirty  children  are  old  enough  to  use  it, 
either  for  picture  books  or  reading. 

At  the  same  institution  are  two  other 
branches  you  might  be  interested  to  know 
exist ;  one  branch  is  for  the  doctors,  nurses 
and  all  employees  and  is  much  like  any 
other  branch.  The  other  is  for  the  adult 
patients  and  these  books  do  not  come 
back.  Many  discarded  books  are  sent  and 
some  new  ones  are  purchased  and  dis- 
carded especially  for  this  latter  branch. 
They  are  good  readers.  The  adult  library 
is  open  every  morning  for  the  ambulant 
patients  and  twice  a  week  rounds  are 
made  with  the  book  wagon,  which  carries 
about  fifty  books  and  many  magazines. 
All  the  bed  patients  in  the  infirmaries  are 
visited  (about  sixty  men  and  women) 
and  a  special  trip  is  made  back  to  the 
library  room  to  get  any  special  book  that 
is  requested  and  that  is  not  on  the  wagon. 
The  staff  library  is  open  twice  a  week 
for  employees,  and  probably  more  than 
half  of  them  use  it.  There  are  about 
sixty  names  on  the  pay  roll. 
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Del  Yalle  Farm,  the  preventorium,  has 
fifty  children  and  practically  every  one 
uses  the  library.  The  library  is  open 
twice  a  week  as  it  is  with  the  Arroyo 
children.  In  most  cases  the  children  are 
only  allowed  to  take  one  book  each  library 
day,  but  in  some  cases,  where  they  are 
in  bed  most  of  the  day  and  have  little 
else  to  do,  we  do  allow  two  books  but  this 
is  only  with  the  older  boys  and  girls.  The 
age  average  among  the  Del  Valle  children 
is  rather  higher  than  with  the  Arroyo 
children.  The  Arroyo  reading  average  is, 
I  should  say,  about  nine ;  while  Del  Valle 
average  seems  more  about  ten  or  eleven. 
The  circulation  is  about  sixty  books  a 
week  at  Del  Valle  and  about  forty  at 
Arroyo,  with  the  children. 

A  request  has  just  come  in  from  the 
new  federal  hospital  at  Livermore  for  a 
county  branch  library  for  the  men  and 
women  employed  there  (about  125)  and 
also  for  the  doctors  and  nurses.  The 
federal  government  has  just  brought  its 
men  there  but  is  already  taking  care  of 
the  war  veterans  by  putting  in  a  library 
for  them  at  once. 

There  is  another  place  we  are  interested 
in  in  our  county — the  California  Girls' 
Home.  These  girls  are  in  age  up  to 
eighteen  but  in  mental  standing  much 
below  the  average,  so  books  are  sent  with 
some  care.  We  try  to  choose  what  we 
think  the  girls  will  like  without  including 
too  mature  literature.  This  institution 
has  been  handicapped  by  the  too  generous 
giving  by  many  people  from  their  attics, 
for  one  often  finds  among  the  gifts  much 
undesirable  material.  The  one  place 
where  we  have  felt  especially  repaid  for 
the  effort  has  been  in  the  schoolroom  of 
this  institution.  There  we  have  sent  to 
the  teacher  music  records  and  these  girls 
have,  through  the  use  of  this  music,  been 
able  to  take  the  music  memory  test  and 
have  passed  well.  In  fact  all  passed  and 
87  per  cent  got  100.  They  stand  the 
highest  'in  the  list  of  any  school  in 
Alameda.  The  teacher  has  been  able  to 
reach  girls  through  their  interest  in  the 
music  that  she  would  find  difficult  to 
reach  in  any  other  way,  and  as  a  result 
she  says  the  girls  are  not  as  fond  of  jazz 
as  before. 

A  word  or  two  about  the  young  people. 
In  one  of  our  rural  communities  where  the 
branch  was  delightfully  situated  in  a  wing 


of  the  librarian's  home,  the  librarian  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  allowing  the  young- 
people  all  about  in  the  community  to  come 
in  one  evening  a  week  to  have  their  own 
music.  Nearly  all  played  and  she  had 
the  piano  so  they  came  with  their  instru- 
ments and  the  library  room  became  on 
those  evenings  a  gathering  place  for  the 
young  people  who  played  or  wanted  to 
listen  to  music.  In  another  branch  the 
local  librarian,  at  the  suggestion  of  some 
mothers,  has  set  aside  a  group  of  shelves 
for  the  young  girls  and,  nearby,  a  group 
for  the  boys.  They  are  not  quite  ready 
for  the  regular  library  books  and  seem  to 
like  so  much  the  idea  of  having  some- 
thing different  from  the  children's  corner 
and  something  done  especially  for  them. 
Of  course  they  are  allowed  the  use  of  the 
books  in  the  rest  of  the  library  but  those 
special  ones  are  very  popular.  They  need 
to  be  changed  and  added  to  often. 

Children's  Book  Week  has  proved  to  be 
of  great  interest  to  both  the  mother  and 
child.  The  teachers  have  also  felt  its 
effect.  Through  the  libraries,  the  schools 
make  "Book  Week"  posters  which  are 
often  sent  in  to  be  judged  by  County 
Superintendent  and  County  Librarian  for 
the  originality  and  talent  shown.  Talks 
are  given  to  Parent-Teacher  associations, 
to  clubs  and  to  schools  on  the  best  and 
most  interesting  books  for  the  young 
people.  I  might  say,  while  talking  about 
posters,  that  we  are  now  having  "Clean 
Hands  and  Clean  Books"  posters  made. 
The  children,  sometimes  with  suggestions 
from  the  teacher,  make  original  posters 
as  to  how  dirty  or  torn  books  feel,  and 
what  not  to  do  to  books,  preaching  to 
themselves  and  they  do  not  know  it.  These 
posters  are  coming  in  this  week  and  the 
best  ones  are  to  go  to  the  State  Library 
meeting  next  month. 

Of  course  we  all  know  there  are  story 
hours  and  story  telling  in  large  numbers 
of  the  libraries  all  over  the  state,  and 
most  of  them  are  mighty  well  done,  too. 
We  have  had  two  rather  interesting  ones 
growing  in  our  county  just  these  last  few 
months.  In  one,  the  branch  is  serving  the 
children  of  a  very  interesting  and  intelli- 
gent group  of  people.  The  idea  came,  why 
not  make  this  children's  department  100 
per  cent,  especially  in  the  choice  of  books, 
and  just  then  Sather  Gate  Book  Shop 
told  us  we  could  have  their  trained  chil- 
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dren's  librarian  to  tell  the  stories.  This 
made  the  100  per  cent  children's  library 
a  fascinating  place  and  very  popular. 
Each  day  the  story  hour  arrives  the 
number  of  children  increases  until  we 
have  reached  capacity  and  each  time  a 
small  bunch  of  new  books  is  shown  and 
of  course  adds  to  the  interest.  So  far 
there  has  been  no  request  for  the  funny 
paper,  or  Alger,  or  the  Elsie  books. 
Again,  down  county,  further  away  from 
things,  is  a  very  small  town  and  in  it  is 
a  choice  spirit.  Once  upon  a  time  she 
was  a  teacher  but  is  now  a  keeper  and 
enjoyer  of  a  fascinating  old-fashioned 
garden.  She  uses  the  small  branch  library 
a  great  deal  and  one  day  saw  a  lot  of  the 
little  tots  inside  the  library  and  out, 
looking  for  something  to  do.  She  has  a 
collection  of  Indian  things  and  told  a  few 
of  the  children  if  they  wanted  her  to  she 
would  tell  them  about  the  Indians.  They 
did,  and  the  one-afternoon-a-week  became 
a  busy  time  at  the  library.  When  she 
had  finished  with  the  Indians  she  hardly 
knew  what  to  do  next  but  they  wanted 
her  to  go  on  so  they  all  decided  it  would 
be  Robinson  Crusoe.  She  was  to  read 
and  they  were  to  use  their  brains  and 
after  so  many  readings  they  were  to  have 
a  party  in  her  back  garden  in  which  was 
a  dry  creek  bed,  and  many  possibilities. 
The  idea  of  the  party  was  to  enact  the 
story  of  Robinson  Crusoe  as  far  as  they 
had  gone.  At  the  first  party,  at  which  I 
was  an  honored  guest,  we  were  told  to 
look  about  for  the  sort  of  things  Robinson 
Crusoe  found  upon  his  island  to  eat.  It 
not  being  grape  season  before  the  party, 
apples  had  been  carefully  tied  upon  grape 
vines  and  when  the  children  made  the 
grave  mistake  of  calling  them  apples  and 
not  grapes  they  were  told  unless  they  had 
imagination  enough  to  know  they  were 
grapes  because  they  grew  upon  grapevines 
they  could  not  play  at  the  party.  When 
they  were  to  look  for  the  crabs  Robinson 
Crusoe  found  that  helped  to  keep  him 
alive,  they  found  half  walnut  shells  with 
pins  for  legs  and  heads  so  that  with 
sufficient  imagination,  which  the  children 
soon  developed,  piles  of  crabs  were  gath- 


ered in.  The  shipwreck  and  the  landing 
of  Robinson  Crusoe  were  all  roughly 
enacted  by  the  children  with  suggestions 
from  the  master  mind.  They  were  eager 
to  tell  all  the  things  Robinson  Crusoe  had 
brought  off  the  boat  and  how  lie  lived ; 
about  his  man  Friday,  his  gun,  ammuni- 
tion, clothing,  food,  the  dog,  and  all. 
When  they  came  to  the  story  of  the  large 
tree  Robinson  Crusoe  cut  down  and  hol- 
lowed out,  and  then  found  he  could  not 
even  in  months,  possibly  years,  get  down 
to  the  water  so  he  could  use  it,  and  when 
she  described  his  mortification  at  not 
having  used  his  good  sense  in  the  matter, 
she  said  to  them,  "Now,  wasn't  that 
foolish  of  him?  but  of  course  you  realize 
that  we  all  do  just  such  foolish  things 
because  we  do  not  use  our  brains.  Just 
stop  a  minute,"  said  she,  "think  how  many 
times  we  all  do  it."  Little  Sarah  Jane  in 
great  haste  said,  "Oh,  Miss  Teel,  I  don't 
but  my  mother  does  a  lot."  And  so  Miss 
Teel  is  trying  by  this  sort  of  story  reading 
and  telling  to  make  these  children  think, 
and  think  for  others,  too.  There  is  many  a 
bit  of  character  building  going  on  with 
all  the  fun.  It  is  now  considered  a  great 
honor,  if  you  have  enough  stars  for  good 
behavior  and  constant  attendance,  to  go 
to  the  story  party. 

Last  week,  I  heard  they  had  started  on 
the  "Merchant  of  Venice."  Ambitious? 
Surely,  but  she  tells  me  they  are  trying  to 
live  up  to  her  belief  in  them.  One  little 
boy,  a  member  of  this  little  group,  was 
seen  for  several  weeks  trudging  back  and 
forth  with  a  worn-looking  book  under  his 
arm,  going  to  school  and  to  the  library. 
They  discovered  it  was  a  copy  of  Robinson 
Crusoe.  He  had  grown  to  care  so  much 
for  the  story,  for  it  was  the  only  one  he 
really  knew,  that  he  had  been  having  the 
book  renewed  and  had  carried  it  right 
under  his  arm  as  his  good  friend. 

"We  can  not  remind  ourselves  too  fre- 
quently that  a  fundamental  purpose  of 
good  books  is  to  give  pleasure,  and  that 
the  library  ought  to  be  more  closely  and 
peculiarly  associated  with  pleasure  than 
any  other  institution  supported  by  the 
public." 
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1925  LEGISLATION  OF  INTEREST  TO  LIBRARIES.

The  1925  session  of  the  Legislature 
increased  the  allowance  to  the  State 
Library  for  salaries  and  wages  $13,110 
per  year,  and  the  allowance  for  support, 
$12,030  per  year,  each  for  the  next 
biennium.  The  total  appropriation  to 
the  State  Library  was,  in  other  words, 
increased  from  a  total  of  $208,210  for 
the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1923,  to 
a  total  of  $253,490  for  the  biennium  be- 
ginning July  1,  1925.  The  allowance 
for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1921, 
was  $305,900. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  completion 
and  equipment  of  the  new  State  Library 
building  in  Sacramento,  and  for  the  erec- 
tion and  equipment  of  a  state  office 
building  in  Los  Angeles,  additional  build- 
ings at  Berkeley  for  the  state  university, 
and  buildings  at  Los  Angeles  for  the  state 


university,  the  recent  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature provided  for  the  submission  to  the 
voters  of  the  state,  at  the  general  election 
to  be  held  in  November,  1926,  of  a  pro- 
posed constitutional  amendment  providing 
for  the  issuance  of  eight  and  one-half 
million  dollars  worth  of  state  bonds.  A 
companion  measure  is  an  act  providing 
for  the  issuance  and  disposition  of  the 
bonds  and  the  spending  of  the  proceeds, 
in  case  the  voters  approve  the  proposed 
bond  issue. 

In  the  following  counties  increases  in 
salaries  of  county  librarians  were  adopted 
at  the  recent  session  of  the  Legislature 
and  approved  by  the  Governor :  Tuolumne 
from  $1,500  to  $1,800'  per  year,  Imperial 
from  $1,600  to  $1,800,  Ventura  from 
$1,800  to  $2,100',  Madera  from  $2,100  to 
$2,400,  San  Mateo  from  $2,100  to  $2,400, 
and  San  Diego  from  $2,000  to  $2,700.

On  the  day  when  Edna  Hewitt  was 
buried  the  schools  of  Sutter  County  held 
memorial  services  to  pay  their  respects 
to  a  public  servant  who  had  been  diligent 
in  her  work.  And  more  than  that,  the 
children  and  the  teachers  in  those  schools 
were  sad  at  the  passing  of  one  who  had 
been  a  friend  to  them.  We  may  build 
monuments  of  bronze  and  of  stone,  but 
we  can  conceive  of  nothing  finer  or  more 
beautiful  than  such  a  tribute. 

In  her  early  girlhood  Miss  Hewitt  suf- 
fered a  heart  attack  which  would  have 
meant  chronic  invalidism  for  one  less 
courageous.  But  she  was  undaunted  by 
such  a  handicap,  determined  to  live  a 
full  life,  and  in  time  gave  herself  to 
preparation  for  a  profession  and  service 
therein  as  if  she  were  able  to  draw  upon 
a  never  failing  stream  of  human  energv. 
She  had  an  objective,  which  without 
doubt  made  her  life's  voyage  longer,  and 


infinitely  more  profitable  to  herself  and 
to  all  persons  who  came  within  the  circle 
of  her  buoyant  personality. 

Miss  Hewitt  came  into  the  State  Li- 
brary on  January  1,  1917,  filled  with 
enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  a  librarian, 
ready  to  undertake  any  task,  open 
minded,  an  ideal  student.  She  caught 
the  gleam,  and  in  time  returned  to  her 
own  county  where  as  an  assistant  she 
proved  that  the  confidence  of  her  friends 
was  founded  upon  fact.  When  the  turn 
of  fate  brought  her  to  the  post  of  county 
librarian  she  was  ready.  And  there 
among  her  old  friends,  among  the  people 
who  had  known  her  from  childhood,  she 
set  a  high  example  of  effective,  cour- 
ageous, friendly  service. 

Thirty  years  is  a  short  span  of  life ; 
but  it  is  long  enough  to  show  the  world 
a  fine,  beautiful,  helpful  character.  To 
have  known  her  was,  and  is,  an  in- 
spiration. She  leaves  behind  a  memory 
that  is  a  benediction.

At  the  municipal  election  held  May  5, 
the  following  proposition  was  submitted 
to  the  voters  of  Berkeley  for  an  advisory 
vote :  "Shall  the  city  council  raise  the 
tax  rate  for  the  Library  Building  Fund 
from  four  cents  to  eight  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed  valuation 
of  all  real  and  personal  property  within 
said  city  for  a  period  of  four  years  be- 
ginning with  the  fiscal  year  1925-26  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  a 
main  library  building?" 

This  measure  was  approved  by  a  vote 
of  7122  to  5257.  At  the  same  election 
bond  propositions  for  parks,  playgrounds 
and  storm  sewers  were  defeated.  A  spe- 
cial tax  levy  for  a  new  building  to  re- 
place the  Hillside  School,  which  wias 
burned  in  the  fire  of  1923,  was  passed 
by  a  slightly  better  vote  than  the  library 
measure. 

The   city    council   must   now   levy   the

tax  specified  (8  cents  per  year  for  four 
years)  before  funds  actually  become 
available.  The  income  from  such  a  levy 
will  produce  approximately  $300,000, 
which  will  be  collected  between  the 
present  time  and  May,  1929.  It  is  im- 
possible to  say  at  this  time  when  con- 
struction of  the  new  building  can  com- 
mence, but  it  seems  very  definite  that 
Berkeley  will  have  its  building  event- 
ually. This  closes  a  campaign  which,  in 
one  form  or  another,  has  been  carried 
on  for  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years. 

The  campaign  was  carried  on  under 
the  direction  of  a  "New  Library  Build- 
ing Committee,"  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Library  Trustees.

Third  District  Meeting. 

A  meeting  of  the  Third  District  of  the 
California  Library  Association  was  held 
in  Santa  Rosa  April  25,  1925. 

After  a  luncheon  at  12.30,  the  meet- 
ing was  called  to  order  by  the  district 
president,  Miss  Margaret  Adelle  Barnett, 
in  the  basement  of  the  Public  Library. 

A  welcome  was  extended  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  district  and  others  in  attend- 
ance by  Mrs  Glenn  Murdock,  a  trustee  of 
the  Santa  Rosa  Public  Library,  who  also 
spoke  on  "Duties  of  a  Trustee." 

Mr  H.  O.  Parkinson,  president  of  the 
California  Library  Association,  gave  a 
most  interesting  talk  on  adult  education, 
emphasizing  the  benefits  of  the  study 
courses  offered  by  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia Extension  Division.  He  likewise 
urged  everyone  to  attend  the  California 
Library  Association  meeting  at  Eureka, 
June  29-July  1. 


Miss  Susan  T.  Smith,  Sacramento  City 
Librarian,  then  spoke  on  the  Carnegie 
Corporation  fund  of  $50,000  given  to  the 
League  of  Library  Commissions  to  put 
on  a  demonstration  of  library  service  in 
some  state  that  did  not  have  an  adequate 
library  'system.  She  told  also  of  Louisi- 
ana having  been  selected  as  the  state  in 
which  the  work  was  to  be  done  this  year, 
and  of  the  visit  of  our  State  Librarian, 
Milton  J.  Ferguson,  to  Louisiana  as 
president  of  the  League  of  Library  Com- 
missions, and  chairman  of  the  committee 
to  conduct  the  demonstration.

work. 

Library  work  in  connection  with  the 
Sacramento  County  Jail  was  interestingly 
described  by  Miss  Cornelia  D.  Provines, 
Sacramento  County  Librarian,  while  Miss 
Estella  DeFord,  County  Librarian  of 
Napa  County,  spoke  of  her  interest  an 
trustees  and  of  her  ambition  to  see  the 
trustees'  section  of  the  California  Library 
Association  made  a  more  active  force  in 
library  work  in  the  state.

To   the   County    Librarians   Who    Could 
Not  Attend  The   Eureka  Convention: 

This  is  a  beautifully  cool  day  that 
reminds  me  of  Eureka  and  so  I  feel 
inspired  to  write  for  you  an  account  of 
what  happened  at  that  most  delightful 
meeting. 

Of  course,  Miss  Waters,  you  are  much 
farther  away  from  home  than  Eureka  was 
for  any  of  us,  but  the  rest  might  be 
'impressed  by  some  of  the  long  trips  the 
girls  took  to  get  there.  Miss  Steffa,  for 
instance,  who  had  never  done  any  moun- 
tain driving  before,  was  quite  experienced 
when  she  reached  Eureka  after  a  trip  of 
over  400  miles — not  all  mountains,  though, 
of  course !  She  had  Miss  Gantz  with  her 
but  I  understand  she  wouldn't  let  her 
drive  a  step  !  Miss  Hitt,  Miss  Margrave 
and  Miss  Boman  had  the  most  miles  to 
cover,  but  as  they  came  only  by  train, 
ferry  and  auto  stage,  their  adventures  do 
not  sound  so  interesting  as  Miss  Flower's, 
for  instance,  who  drove  some  of  her  assist- 
ants and  co-workers  some  800  miles,  or 
Miss  Livingston's,  who  came  over  the 
mountains  from  Red  Bluff,  bringing  her 
assistant,  Miss  Stockebrand,  with  her  on 
roads  that  make  this  very  poor  traveler 
tremble  to  think  of. 

Yes,  it's  a  long  way  to  Eureka,  but  how 
wonderfully  well  repaid  we  were  when  we 
reached  there.  It  was  cool,  the  country 
was  beautiful,  the  flowers  were  marvelous, 
the  hotel  people  acted  as  if  everything 
they  did  for  us  was  a  personal  pleasure 
and  the  people  of  Humboldt  County  were 
un flagging  in   their  hospitable   attentions. 

Saturday  morning  the  County  Libra- 
rians'   Convention    opened.      Do    you    all 


know  azaleas?  And  rhododendrons? 
Wild  ones,  of  course,  I  mean.  The 
county  library  meeting  room  was  glowing 
with  two  immense  bowls  of  these  gorgeous 
flowers.  That  alone  would  assure  an 
auspicious  beginning.  But  to  get  down 
(or  up?)  to  humans,  the  chairman,  Mr 
Ferguson,  was  in  the  best  of  form,  con- 
ducted the  meeting  with  lots  of  spirit, 
and  everyone  responded  accordingly.  He 
briefly  outlined  California  library  develop- 
ments, particularly  through  legislation 
this  last  session — six  county  library 
salaries  had  been  raised,  the  State  Library 
budget  had  been  increased  $50,000  for  the 
present  biennium  and  an  allowance  for 
finishing  the  State  Library  building  had 
been  provided  for  in  a  bond  issue  to  be 
voted  on  later.  The  outlook  for  library 
service  seems  very  promising.  An  an- 
nouncement he  made  for  the  Board  of 
Library  Examiners  will  please  you  all. 
The  board  has  decided  to  grant  life  certifi- 
cates under  certain  conditions  to  be  pub- 
lished later.  When  you  once  get  one,  it 
will  mean  that  you  will  no  longer  have 
to  worry  every  five  years  about  whether 
your  certificate  will  be  renewed  or  not. 

Four  new  county  librarians,  Miss  Cole- 
man of  Tuolumne,  Miss  Frink  of  Siskiyou, 
Miss  Gantt  of  Plumas,  and  Miss  Stoddard 
of  Merced,  told  what  they  considered  most 
interesting  in  county  library  work,  and 
they  made  such  a  fine  impression  that 
California  county  librarians  immediately 
gained  a  most  enthusiastic  place  in  the 
estimation  of  the  strangers  who  were 
present.  The  rest  of  us  all  knew  how 
fine  they  were  already !  It  was  astonish- 
ing how  differently  the  four  girls  ap- 
proached the  subject,  and  yet  they  were 
unanimous  in  their  conclusion  that  the 
most  interesting  things  were  contact  with 
the  people  and  the  opportunity  offered  for 
service.  I  was  about  to  say  that  all  four 
girls  would  go  far  in  the  work,  but  I 
have  to  pull  up  short  when  I  remember 
that  Miss  Coleman  was  wearing  a  dia- 
mond ring  on  the  important  finger  and 
announced  that  she  was  leaving  county 
library  work  dn  September  to  be  married. 
Well,   here's  hoping  the  other  three  will

long  be  assets  to  county  library  service 
and  that  Miss  Coleman  will  shine  in  her 
new  endeavor. 

We  were  disappointed  to  learn  that  a 
freight  wreck  had  held  up  the  train  of 
Miss  Dawson  and  Miss  Winning  of 
Wayne  County,  Michigan,  and  that  Miss 
Dawson's  talk  had  to  be  postponed.  If 
anything  could  have  compensated  us  for 
the  loss  of  a  day  of  the  company  of  these 
delightful  girls,  it  was  Miss  Isabella  M. 
Cooper,  at  present  of  A.  L.  A.  head- 
quarters, whom  Mr  Ferguson  called  on 
next.  Mass  Cooper  is  the  editor  of  the 
1926  A.  L.  A.  Catalog  and  told  us  some- 
thing of  the  problems  before  her  and 
asked  opinions  on  some  of  the  questions 
that  are  arising.  Miss  Cooper  is  so 
likable,  so  vibrant  (I  hope  she  likes  that 
word),  so  altogether  "human,"  that  we 
all  felt  friendly  with  her  at  once  and 
were  delighted  to  hear  her  say  that  she 
liked  us,  too,  and  thought  some  time  she 
might  forsake  Chicago  and  New  York 
and  come  to  California  to  live. 

A  very  pleasant  innovation  was  the 
introduction  of  all  the  bookmen  and  book- 
binders present.  There  were  Mr  Louis 
Freedman,  representing  Macmillan ;  Mr 
H.  R.  Huntting  of  the  H.  R.  Huntting 
Co. ;  Mr  Leon  Gelber  and  Miss  Elizabeth 
Madison  of  Gelber,  Lilienthal,  Inc.,  San 
Francisco;  Mr  Harr  Wagner  (himself)  ; 
Mr  Selden  Smith  of  Ginn  and  Co. ;  Mr 
Samuel  Levinson  of  Levinson's  The  Book 
Store,  Sacramento ;  Mr  W.  Hill,  repre- 
senting visual  texts ;  Miss  Jane  Baumler 
of  Gaylord  Bros.,  and  Mr  B.  B.  Futer- 
nick  of  Foster  and  Futernick.  They  all 
made  nice,  brief  little  speeches,  telling 
what  they  represented,  and  complimenting 
the  librarians  and  California  library 
service.  So,  of  course,  we  liked  them 
very  much  ! 

Mr  Henry  A.  Kendal,  the  kindly  libra- 
rian of  the  Eureka  Public  Library,  was 
called  on  and  welcomed  the  county  library 
group  to  Eureka. 

The  roll  call  of  county  librarians 
brought  out  so  much  of  interest  that  I 
am  going  to  tell  you  briefly  what  everyone 
had  to  say.  If  you  get  tired  you  can  just 
stop  reading.  You  have  that  advantage 
over  our  staff,  who  had  to  hear  the  whole 
story  at  staff  meeting  and  couldn't  get 
away  from  under  my  watchful  eye  if 
they  wanted  to. 


In  roll  call  Mr  Ferguson  never  begins 
with  Alameda  and  goes  down  the  line  to 
Yolo ;  so  I  shall  follow  him  in  his  rather 
zigzag  course.  Mr  Parkinson  announced 
that  the  discussion  of  the  tax  levy  which 
has  been  going  on  in  San  Joaquin  County 
during  the  past  year  had  finally  led  to 
steps  which  seem  to  insure  a  separate 
county  library  before  long.  San  Joaquin 
is,  as  you  know,  one  of  the  four  remain- 
ing contract  county  libraries.  Miss 
Silverthorn  of  Stanislaus  reported  on  the 
book  review  assemblies  held  this  year  at 
branches — a  successful  way  of  getting  the 
people  together  and  their  attention  turned 
toward  books.  Miss  Gantz  of  San  Luis 
Obispo  told  of  their  move  to  a  ground 
floor  location  and  consequent  gain  in  effi- 
ciency— no  more  carrying  the  books  up  a 
long  flight  of  stairs.  She  wants  you  all 
to  visit  her  in  her  convenient  quarters. 
Miss  Grace  Curtis,  speaking  for  Miss 
Waters,  one  of  the  absentees  who  is  hav- 
ing an  inspiring  European  trip,  reported 
on  the  San  Bernardino  County  wild  flower 
project.  But  you  can  read  about  that  in 
Neics  Notes  of  California  Libraries  for 
April  and  so  I  shall  not  go  into  it  here. 
Miss  Holroyd  announced  that  San  Mateo 
County  was  to  have  some  assistants  now 
after  two  years  of  stress  and  storm  and 
hoped  to  build  up  its  service  again  to  a 
satisfactory  basis.  Mr  Ferguson  took 
occasion  to  pay  a  tribute  to  Miss  Hol- 
royd's  courage  in  staying  by  the  job  there 
while  conditions  have  been  so  discourag- 
ing. Miss  Burket  announced  plans  about 
completed  for  a  county  library  building 
and  participation  in  a  county  pageant  put 
on  by  the  schools  of  Amador  County. 
Her  part  was  a  representation  of  the 
history  of  library   service  in  the  county. 

Miss  Flower,  dubbed  Peter  Pan  by  the 
chairman  on  account  of  the  very  fetching 
outing  suit  she  wore,  reported  a  car  for 
the  county  library  and  the  resumption  of 
story  hours  at  some  of  her  branches.  Mrs 
Ralph  H.  Russell  (Faye  Kneeshaw),  a 
bride  of  a  month,  walked  to  the  front  of 
the  room  to  the  tune  of  the  Wedding 
March,  hummed  by  the  audience.  It 
seemed  to  upset  her  a  little — I  don't  see 
why,  do  you? — but  she  recovered  and  told 
very  coherently  of  the  removal  of  the 
Willows  Branch  from  the  headquarters 
office  to  the  Public  Library  and  the 
consequent     improvement     in     the     whole 
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situation.  She  was  proud  of  a  good 
increase  in  circulation,  too.  Miss  Boman 
had  good  news  to  tell  of  Imperial 
County.  She  has  been  able  to  move 
at  last  from  the  corrugated  iron  building 
she  has  been  in  to  the  new  courthouse, 
a  very  great  advantage.  Also  the  county 
library  is  to  have  more  money  this 
year.  Miss  Williams  of  Modoc  told  a 
Little  incident  which  indicated  a  better 
class  of  reading  among  the  school  children. 
Miss  DeFord  brought  groans  of  envy  from 
the  audience  when  she  reported  all  books 
in  her  collection  cataloged  and  all  on  the 
way  toward  being  repaired.  She  also  has 
established  satisfactory  cooperation  with 
the  county  home  demonstration  agent. 
Miss  Stevens,  Tehama  County  Librarian, 
sent  greetings  from  Capitola,  where  she 
was  recuperating  after  an  illness.  Miss 
Vogleson  was  prevented  from  being  pres- 
ent by  the  death  of  Miss  Sterling,  for 
some  years  secretary  of  the  Los  Angeles 
County  Free  Library.  Miss  Jeanne 
Johnson,  head  cataloger,  was  present  to 
represent  the  county  but  made  no  report. 
Miss  Topping  was  happy  to  be  able  to 
say  that  two  of  her  dreams  for  the  Ven- 
tura City  Branch  had  come  true — she  now 
has  a  trained  librarian  at  the  desk  and  a 
children's  librarian.  Also  during  the  year 
the  Santa  Paula  School  District  had 
joined — good  sized  city  schools.  Miss 
Margrave  told  one  of  the  most  thrilling 
stories  of  the  day  when  she  gave  an 
account  of  her  trip  to  visit  branches  in 
the  remote  corner  of  Inyo  County.  She 
traveled  over  800  miles,  in  four  California 
counties  and  many  Nevada  ones,  and 
visited  four  community  and  four  school 
branches.  And  I'll  venture  to  say  there 
was  many  a  hard  spot  in  those  800  miles. 
Miss  Margrave  also  bad  an  interesting 
experiment  to  tell  of  in  regard  to  the 
location  of  a  branch  that  was  not  func- 
tioning satisfactorily.  She  surveyed  the 
situation,  moved  the  branch  and  the 
circulation  at  the  last  report  had  in- 
creased 400  per  cent !  Miss  Barmby  of 
Alameda  County  decided  some  time  ago 
that  the  books  coming  back  from  the 
schools  were  too  disgracefully  soiled,  and 
so  she  decided  to  try  to  work  out  a 
remedy.  She  interested  the  teachers  of 
the  county  and  they  put  on  a  clean  school 
books  project.  Each  class  worked  out  a 
poster,     picturing     the    idea    of     keeping 


school  books  clean,  and  Miss  Barmby  had 
some  of  the  best  examples  with  her.  I'm 
sorry  you  didn't  see  them — one  was  so 
especially  clever  and  well  done  that  it  got 
a  fine  round  of  spontaneous  applause.  I 
believe  the  books  are  going  to  come  back 
cleaner  in  Alameda  County  this  year. 
If  you  are  interested  in  trying  the  plan, 
I  think  Miss  Barmby  would  lend  you 
some  of  the  posters  and  tell  you  more 
about  it,  too. 

Lassen  County  worked  out  the  plan 
this  year  of  making  a  list  of  books  for 
the  drag  store  to  stock  at  Christmas  time, 
promising  to  take  over  all  unsold  books 
after  Christmas.  Miss  Martin  reported 
the  scheme  a  success  and  a  small  re- 
mainder left  for  her  to  take  over.  She 
also  told  of  the  progress  of  the  art  club 
which  she  conducts  and  for  which  she 
buys  or  borrows  the  books  and  pictures, 
and  of  their  pressed  Lassen  County  wild 
ower  collection  which  is  steadily  growing. 
Mrs  Worden  had  the  soiled  school  book 
problem,  too,  and  had  used  an  electric 
buffer  to  solve  it.  She  reported  a  gratify- 
ing cooperation  with  the  county  farm 
adviser.  Mrs  Whitbeck  told  of  her  inter- 
esting tour  of  the  larger  branches  during 
children's  book  week,  when  she  took  along 
books  and  made  talks  at  each.  An  im- 
portant event  in  Contra  Costa  County 
more  recently  was  the  trip  of  farm  agents, 
who  staged  a  demonstration  in  that  county 
bringing  in  all  cooperating  county  agen- 
cies. Moving  pictures  were  taken  and  we 
must  all  watch  to  see  how  Mrs  Whitbeck 
"screens."  Some  encouraging  branch 
buildings  items  were  reported,  too. 

Mrs  Linn  was  very  ably  represented 
by  Miss  Swisher  of  the  Santa  Barbara 
County  Department,  who  told  of  a  meet- 
ing of  the  county  school  trustees  which 
was  recently  held  in  the  library  and  at 
which  Mrs  Linn  was  one  of  the  speakers. 
As  a  result  of  this  the  last  school  district 
joined  the  County  Library,  making  Santa 
Barbara  now  100  per  cent  in  rural  school 
service.  To  everyone's  regret,  Miss 
Swisher  left  before  the  C.  L.  A.  meeting 
was  over  on  account  of  the  disastrous 
Santa  Barbara  earthquake.  Miss  Mc- 
Cardle  told  of  the  course  in  county 
library  law  and  service  given  at  the 
Fresno  Teachers  College,  for  which  one 
unit  is  now  allowed.  Miss  Galloway  had 
some  entertaining  things  to  tell  us  about 
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a  contest  put  on  in  Madera  County  during 
which  the  participants  wrote  essays  on 
how  they  earned  money  to  buy  a  book. 
Some  of  them  took  the  usual  methods  of 
mowing  lawns,  washing  dishes,  etc.,  but 
one  struck  quite  the  modern  note  in 
reporting  having  "cut  her  mother's  hair." 
Mass  Wheaton  had  spoken  at  nineteen 
farm  center  meetings  in  San  Benito 
County,  bringing  the  resources  of  the 
library  before  the  members.  She  had  also 
assisted  the  county  nurse  in  a  pre-school 
drive  and  had  helped  bring  the  film  Alice 
in  Wonderland  to  the  schools. 

Miss  Livingston  had  an  interesting 
piece  of  cooperation  to  tell  about.  The 
Orange  County  Library  Club  offered 
assistance  to  the  County  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  making  up  the  home  reading  list. 
Miss  Livingston,  County  Librarian,  Miss 
Maxwell,  a  city  librarian,  and  Miss 
Rumsey,  a  high  school  librarian,  formed 
the  commattee  that  acted  for  the  club  with 
the  county  board.  Miss  Dills  told  of 
several  recent  activities  in  Solano  County, 
including  the  first  wild  flower  show  in 
the  county  at  which  the  County  Library 
assisted,  and  the  picture  and  slide  collec- 
tion which  has  been  started.  Miss  Steffa 
explained  that  she  had  concentrated  in 
Kings  County  on  better  system  in  school 
service  this  year.  They  had  followed 
up  circulation  records  and  had  succeeded 
in  getting  regular  reports  from  all  but 
six  of  the  schools.  By  sending  due 
notices  regularly  to  the  schools  and  getting 
back  books  not  in  use,  the  congestion  at 
the  end  of  the  term  had  been  greatly 
lessened.  She  had  sent  letters  to  the 
school  trustees  reporting  service  given 
and  was  able  to  show  that  it  had 
amounted  to  from  4  to  11  times  what 
they  could  have  had  acting  as  individual 
schools.  She  had  also  assembled  a  sample 
collection  of  school  texts  (one  copy  of 
each  text)  in  a  convenient  place,  which 
has  been  a  great  assistance  to  the  teachers 
in  selecting  books  wanted.  Miss  Hunting- 
ton had  two  items  to  be  proud  of — -the 
addition  of  750  new  borrowers  in  the 
past  three  months,  and  the  buying  of  a 
site  for  a  Santa  Clara  County  Library 
building.  Miss  Hitt  told  of  the  gift  of  a 
branch  building  for  San  Tsidro.  It  was 
given  complete  by  Frank  B.  Byer  and 
$500  worth  of  reference  books  as  well. 
The  building  has  a  smoking  room  as  one 


feature  stipulated  by  the  donor.  Miss 
Provines  gave  an  entertaining  account  of 
her  visit  to  the  "Kangaroo  Court"  at  the 
Sacramento  County  Jail.  She  serves  the 
jail  with  books. 

At  this  point  Mr  Ferguson  stopped  the 
roll  call  and  spoke  of  one  of  the  county 
librarians  who  had  passed  away  during 
the  year — Miss  Edna  Hewitt  of  Sutter 
County.  Mr  Ferguson  paid  a  beautiful 
tribute  to  her  courage  and  her  splendid 
qualities  as  a  woman  and  as  a  librarian. 
The  meeting  adjourned  in  respect  to  her 
memory. 

The  Humboldt  County  Free  Library 
staff  and  some  of  their  friends  entertained 
that  evening  at  a  picnic  supper  at  Moon- 
stone Beach,  about  twenty  miles  above 
Jti/ureka.  We  had  already  feasted  on  the 
justly  famous  Eureka  crabs,  and  at  the 
picnic  we  had  a  chance  to  try  the  equally 
wonderful  clam  chowder.  There  were 
about  a  hundred  present  to  enjoy  the 
supper,  the  stroll  on  the  beach  and  the 
entertainment  afterward  around  the 
gigantic  bonfire.  The  stunts  were  in 
charge  of  Miss  Cornelia  Provines  and  she 
was  ably  assisted  by  choruses  from 
Fresno,  Kern,  and  Stanislaus  counties, 
monologues  by  Miss  Viola  Brainerd  of 
Merced  County  and  Miss  Marjorie  Homer 
of  Kern  County,  stories  by  Mrs  Alice  G. 
Whitbeck  and  Miss  Wilhelmina  Harper, 
and  stories  and  songs  by  Mr  Parkinson. 
Needless  to  say,  the  whole  audience  joined 
in  with  a  will  on  the  chorus  that  an- 
nounced to  Eureka  "And  if  you  will 
only  invite  us  to  stay,  we'll  never  go 
home  no  mo'." 

Sunday  morning  the  curious  ones  who 
wanted  to  see  "branches"  foreswore  a 
quiet  day  at  the  Inn  or  a  strenuous  time 
on  the  links  and  gathered  at  county 
library  headquarters  to  start  out  on  a 
visiting  tour.  Humboldt  County  has  the 
unique  distinction  of  being  the  only 
county  library  with  headquarters  in  what 
was  formerly  a  residence.  Miss  Reagan 
has  made  the  most  of  her  space  and  seems 
to  be  very  comfortably  and  conveniently 
situated.  And  I  can't  say  enough  for  her 
staff.  There  and  all  through  the  conven- 
tion time,  they  were  cordial,  courteous, 
helpful  and  just  fine  people  you  would 
like  to  know. 

We  visited  three  branches  that  day  and 
saw  a  lot  of  Humboldt  County  scenery. 
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The  first  branch  was  located  in  a  church 
at  Loleta,  a  church  they  are  trying  to 
make  a  community  center.  Judging  from 
the  custodian,  the  library  will  play  a  big 
part  in  accomplishing  this  result,  because 
she  was  very  evidently  an  "up  and 
coming"  woman.  The  branch  at  Fortuna 
— the  second  largest  in  the  county — is  in 
a  ground  floor  location  on  the  main  street 
of  the  little  town,  and  is  beautifully  kept 
and  was  filled  that  day  with  lovely  Hum- 
boldt County  sweet  peas.  The  active 
little  custodian  is  justly  proud  of  her 
quarters  and  her  circulation.  Ferndale 
Branch  is  in  the  Carnegie  Library  in 
that  town.  Mrs  Winslow  has  been  libra- 
rian there  for  many  years  and  has  made 
a  warm  place  for  herself  among  the  people. 
She  showed  us  some  of  the  splendid  work 
she  has  done  in  binding  magazines  and 
fiction,  and  showed  us  her  sewing  frame 
and  the  contrivances  she  has  had  made 
there  for  this  work. 

That  day  we  had  delicious  fried 
chicken  and  everything  that  goes  with  it 
at  noon  at  the  Weymouth  Inn,  a  resort 
beautifully  situated  on  the  Eel  River  and 
well  known  for  the  fine  fishing  near  it. 

In  the  evening  the  meeting  was  con- 
tinued and  four  more  counties  told  their 
stories.  Miss  Chalfant  gave  an  account 
of  the  first  custodians'  meeting  in  Butte 
County,  which  she  felt  had  helped  a 
great  deal  in  spreading  a  knowledge  of 
county  library  service.  Miss  Hadden  told 
of  the  interesting  new  developments  in 
school  service  in  Monterey  County.  The 
Board  of  Education  chooses  only  a  few 
of  the  books  to  be  used.  The  teachers  are 
then  allowsd  to  select  any  books  in  the 
County  Library.  A  list  of  the  books  in 
the  collection  is  being  compiled  for  publi- 
cation and  the  books  will  be  arranged  on 
the  shelves  in  the  same  order  in  which 
they  are  listed.  The  whole  school  collec- 
tion is  to  be  moved  to  a  school  building 
near  the  County  Library,  greatly  relieving 
the  crowded  condition  at  headquarters  and 
facilitating  the  selection  of  books  by  the 
teachers. 

Mrs  Babcock  reported  that  Kern 
County  had  built  its  eighth  branch  library 
building  from  county  library  funds,  and 
that  the  Bakersfield  city  schools  had 
joined  the  County  Library  this  year.  All 
the  schools  now  belong  except  those  of 
Taft   and  two  mountain  districts.     Miss 


Reagan  completed  the  roll  call  by  an- 
nouncing that  the  most  outstanding  event 
in  her  library  had  been  the  preparations 
for  the  library  meetings  at  Eureka,  and 
she  spoke  feelingly  of  the  helpful  spirit 
shown  by  her  staff  and  by  the  many 
friends  of  the  library. 

Owing  to  various  unavoidable  condi- 
tions, Riverside,  Santa  Cruz,  Sutter,  Trin- 
ity and  Yolo  counties  were  not  repre- 
sented at  the  Convention. 

Miss  Mary  Barmby  had  been  scheduled 
to  speak  about  her  recent  trip  to  Mexico, 
but  she  begged  to  be  allowed  to  give  her 
time  to  Miss  Dawson  of  Wayne  County, 
Michigan,  who  had  arrived  too  late  for 
the  Saturday  program.  Miss  Dawson 
then  proceeded  to  give  us  a  very  interest- 
ing picture  of  her  work  in  her  county.  As 
she  had  been  on  the  visiting  trip  that  day 
and  had  been  asked  many  questions,  she 
knew  what  her  audience  would  be  inter- 
ested in  and  told  of  the  organization  of 
her  governing  board,  her  relation  to  the 
Detroit  Public  Library  and  what  kind  of 
service  she  gave.  One  of  the  most  start- 
ling facts  she  brought  out  was  that  her 
county  has  125  supervisors  and  3  auditors. 
However,  let  me  hasten  to  tell  you  that 
only  a  committee  of  the  supervisors  con- 
cerns itself  with  county  library  affairs, 
and  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  board  meets 
as  a  whole  only  about  twice  a  year.  Miss 
Dawson  reported  that  their  appropriation 
had  increased  in  the  five  years  they  have 
been  operating  from  $10,000  to  $40,000, 
that  they  had  a  car  and  made  trips  to 
branches  on  a  regular  schedule,  and  gave 
some  interesting  incidents  relative  to  their 
service.  We  so  enjoyed  Miss  Dawson  and 
her  assistant,  Miss  Winning,  that  we 
wished  we  might  persuade  them  to  forsake 
Michigan  for  California. 

The  meeting  adjourned  for  informal 
conferences  and  the  special  county  library 
program  was  over  for  this  year.  I  think 
all  agreed  that  it  was  a  most  pleasant 
and  worthwhile  session.  And  if  you  still 
have  strength  enough  to  read  about  con- 
ventions, you  will  find  an  account  of  the 
C.  L.  A.  proper  somewhere  else  in  this 
publication. 

Here's  hoping  next  year  you  will  be 
present.

The  personality  of  the  library  assist- 
ants was  given  as  the  best  means  of  sug- 
gesting and  encouraging  students  to  read 
good  literature. 

In  the  afternoon  Miss  Elizabeth  Connor 
was  hostess  at  the  Mt.  Wilson  Observa- 
tory Library.  Professor  R.  F.  Sanford 
of  the  observatory  gave  a  very  interesting 
illustrated  lecture  on  the  work  of  the 
observatory  at  Mt.  Wilson  and  Pasadena. 
After  the  lecture,  a  tour  was  made 
through  the  laboratories  and  the  work  of 
the  scientists  was  explained  by  Miss 
Connor.

PASADENA    LIBRARY    CLUB. 

The  first  unit  of  the  Pasadena  Public 
Library's  new  building  plans,  the  Hill 
Avenue  Branch,  was  nearly  enough  com- 
pleted by  the  first  of  May  for  the  Pasa- 
dena Library  Club  to  give  it  a  house- 
warming  party  on  Saturday  evening, 
May  2.  Before  the  games  and  fun  began, 
the  members  and  guests,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Miss  Jeannette  M.  Drake  and 
Mrs  Saxon  Brown,  city  and  branch  libra- 
rians, respectively,  inspected  the  building, 
which  is  charmingly  done  in  Spanish-

attracted  most  favorable  notice  was  the 
patio  and  pergola  on  the  south  side  of 
the  building  which  may  be  entered  through 
French  windows  either  from  the  adults' 
room  or  the  boys-and-girls'  room. 

The  festivities  proper  began  with  a 
grand  march  and  a  Virginia  reel,  which 
served  to  put  those  present  (about  eighty) 
into  a  suitable  frame  of  mind  for  the 
games  and  contests  that  followed.  The 
climax  of  the  fun  was  the  presentation  of 
a  "Library-Extravaganza,  a  Rythmical 
Phantasy  of  Bibliothecal  Evolution," 
originally  produced  by  the  Indiana  Library 
Association  in  1921  and  modified  slightly 
to  fit  local  circumstances.  Refreshments 
were  then  served  and  there  was  general 
visiting. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  club  for  the 
present  season  was  held  at  the  Adobe 
Flores  Tea  House  in  South  Pasadena  on 
the  fifth  of  June.

Sections  6  and  7  of  the  County  free 
library  law  (Chap.  68,  Cal.  Statutes 
1911)    read  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  A  commission  is  hereby  cre- 
ated to  be  known  as  the  board  of  library 
examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  libra- 
rian, who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of 
said  board,  the  librarian  of  the  public 
library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Los 
Angeles  public  library. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a 
county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause, 
after  a  hearing  by  said  board.  No  per- 
son shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
county  librarian  unless,  prior  to  his 
appointment,  he  has  received  from  the 
board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate 
of  qualification  for  the  office.  At  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  the  county 
librarian  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the 
county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of 
California.

The 
edition  being  exhausted,  a  revised  edition 
of  the  circular  was  printed  in  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries,  January, 
1914.  This  has  been  reprinted  as  a 
pamphlet.  The  fifth  edition  was  issued 
December,  1921.  (Circular  of  informa- 
tion only.)  The  fourth  edition  of  the 
County  free  library  law  was  also  issued 
in  December,  1921.  Copies  of  both  of 
above  pamphlets  will  be  furnished  on 
request.

Mr  Ferguson  spoke  at  the  Sequoia  Club, 
San  Francisco,  April  30,  on  the  work  of 
the  State  Library. 

Mr  Ferguson,  Miss  Gillis,  Mrs  Henshall 
and  Mrs  Tracy  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  County  Librarians  and  the  California 
Library  Association  at  Eureka  June  27- 
July  1,  Mr  Ferguson,  Mrs  Henshall  and 
Miss  Haines  will  attend  the  American 
Library  Association  meeting  at  Seattle, 
July  6-11. 

Mr  and  Mrs  Ferguson,  Miss  Gillis, 
Miss  Susan  T  Smith,  City  Librarian,  and 
Miss  Cornelia  D.  Provines,  County  Libra- 
rian, attended  the  funeral  of  Miss  E'dna 
Hewitt  at  Tuba  City  on  May  21.

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Department  is  fully  equipped  with  the 
latest  reports,  digests,  encyclopedias  and 
textbooks,  the  statutes  of  other  states, 
the  United  States,  Great  Britain,  Can- 
ada, Australia  and  certain  other  foreign 
countries,  and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases 
decided  in  the  California  Supreme  and 
Appellate  courts.  State  officers  are  en- 
titled to  borrow  books,  and  private  indi- 
viduals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  by 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Superior  Judge, 
or  other  state  officer.  Books  may  be  kept 
three  weeks',  and  will  be  once  renewed 
for  two  weeks.  All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall 
is  fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on 
the  laws  of  California  and  other  states 
and  countries  is  given  on  inquiry  from 
libraries   or  individuals. 

Recent  accessions  to  the  department 
will  be  found  listed  under  the  heading 
"Law"  in  the  section  on  "Recent  Acces- 
sions."

REFERENCE    DEPARTMENT. 

Beulah  Mumm,  in  charge. 

The  Reference  Department  furnishes 
information  to  any  inquirer.  It  furnishes 
books  to  public  libraries  on  request  of 
the  librarian,  and  to  any  other  educa- 
tional institution  on  request  of  its  official 
head  or  its  librarian ;  to  individuals 
through  the  signature  of  a  state  officer, 
of  the  Librarian  of  the  local  library  or 
of  the  official  head  of  any  other  educa- 
tional institution  or  on  receipt  of  a  $5.00 
deposit ;  to  a  club  or  grange  on  request 
of  its  president,  secretary  or  librarian. 
In  counties  having  county  free  libraries, 
all  requests  must  be  made  through  the 
county   free   library. 

AN   OUTLINE   OF  STATE    LIBRARY 
SERVICE  TO  OTHER   LIBRARIES. 

The  aim  of  the  State  Library  is  to 
provide  supplementary  material  to  the 
libraries  of  the  state.  The  plan  is  to 
purchase  the  unusual,  rare,  or  expensive 
volumes  that  are  urgently  needed  occa- 
sionally, but  not  needed  often.  Material 
which  may  be  expected  to  be  in  frequent 
demand  should  be  purchased  by  the  local 


libraries.  Nevertheless,  the  State  Library 
does  not  refuse  to  send  out  material  which 
obviously  should  be  in  every  collection, 
realizing  that  the  item  greatly  needed 
may  be  lost,  or  "out,"  or  by  chance 
omitted  from  the  local  collection.  Classes 
of  material  not  represented  in  the  State 
Library  collection  are  English  fiction, 
children's  books  and  medical  books.  By 
means  of  the  union  catalog  we  are  able 
to  help  along  these  lines  and  are  glad  to 
report  what  libraries  list  specific  titles  in 
fiction  or  juveniles  when  there  is  a  special 
need.  We  find  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia Dental  Library  and  the  Lane 
Medical  Library  very  willing  to  cooperate 
in  their  special  fields,  and  will  borrow 
books   from  these  libraries  upon  request. 

A  fundamental  point  in  State  Library 
service  is  that,  where  there  is  a  county 
library,  all  requests  reach  the  State  Li- 
brary through  the  central  office  of  the 
county  library.  Individuals,  high  schools, 
public  libraries  and  branches  must  under- 
stand that  this  is  the  one  method  of 
securing  books  from  the  State  Library. 
The  reasons  are  very  well  defined :  (1) 
The  local  librarian  knows  local  resources 
and  whether  or  not  the  request  can  be 
filled  at  home.  She  also  knows  the  bor- 
rower and  can  express  his  need  to  the 
State  Library  more  clearly  than  he  can' 
himself.  (2)  It  helps  the  local  librarian 
to  know  what  local  needs  have  not  yet 
been  met.  (3)  It  saves  time  and  expense 
for  the  State  Library  if  the  number  of 
centers  through  which  communications 
come  is  lessened.  Where  there  is  no 
county  library,  requests  should  come 
through  the  local  municipal  library.  In 
a  community  where  there  is  no  library  the 
individual  may  apply  directly  to  the  State 
Library  and  receive  service  upon  present- 
ing an  application  card  signed  by  a  state 
officer  as  guarantor,  or  upon  making  a 
deposit  of  five  dollars. 

The  procedure  recommended  in  making 
requests  is  as  follows  : 

Make  out  all  request  slips  in  triplicate. 
Send  two  copies  to  State  Library.  One 
of  these  is  returned  to  the  borrowing  li- 
brary ;  the  other  is  kept  as  a  permanent 
record  at  the  State  Library.  Keep  one 
copy  on  file  at  library  under  heading 
"Requests  from  the   State  Library." 

When  request  slip  is  returned  from 
State  Library,   file  it  in   "date  due"  file 
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and  after  book  has  been  returned,  in 
permanent  author  or  saibject  file  of 
material   in    State  Library. 

Two  days  before  book  is  due  notice 
should  be  sent  to  State  Library  asking 
for  renewal  or  stating  that  book  is  be- 
ing returned.  The  slip  should  be  care- 
fully filled  out,  giving  call  number, 
author  and  title  of  each  book,  date  sent 
and  date  due,  and  indicating  plainly 
whether  renewal  is  wanted  or  the  book 
is  being  returned. 

In  making  out  author  requests,  give 
author's  full  name,  if  possible,  and  the 
exact  title  of  the  book,  with  imprint. 
Use  a  separate  slip  for  each  title. 

In  making  out  subject  requests,  give 
as  much  information  as  possible  as  to 
the  exact  phase  of  the  subject  wanted.  A 
few  words  of  explanation  often  mean  a 
great  saving  of  time. 

For  each  package  of  books  sent  out 
a  double  postal  is  typed,  listing  each 
item  in  the  package.  If  the  shipment  is 
to  the  main  office  the  return  postal  is 
addressed  to  the  State  Library,  but  if 
the  shipment  is  to  a  branch,  the  return 
postal  is  addressed  to  the  county  library. 
After  this  is  received  at  headquarters  it 
should  be  sent  on  to  the  State  Library. 
Thus  the  county  library  is  notified  that 
the  branch  has  received  the  desired  books 
and  the  State  Library  gets  a  receipt  for 
all  shipments  sent  out. 

The  duplicate  request  slip,  filled  out  at 
the  State  Library,  is  always  returned 
to  headquarters.  If  the  book  is  in  the 
State  Library  only  the  call  number  is 
added  to  this  slip.  If  the  book  is  not 
in  the  State  Library,  the  place,  pub- 
lisher, date  and  price  are  added,  if  the 
book  can  be  located  in  any  bibliographies, 
and  the  names  of  libraries  owning-  the 
book,  as  indicated  in  the  Union  Catalog. 

With  the  return  postal  a  duplicate  slip 
is  typed  which  is  filed  at  the  State  Li- 
brary under  date  due.  When  the  books 
are  returned  this  slip  is  stamped  and 
sent  to  the  main  office  as  a  receipt.  It 
is  suggested  that  librarians  preserve  these 
receipts  to  settle  possible  questions  about 
missing  books. 

While  all  request  slips  should  be  sent  in 
in  duplicate,  only  one  copy  of  renewal 
and  return  slips  is  needed.  In  all  com- 
munications we  appreciate  the  use  .of 
the  correct  form  of  slip ;  that  is,  a  subject 
slip  for  a  subject  request,  etc.     It  lessens 


confusion  in  handling  requests  and  en- 
ables us  to  keep  our  supplies  in  better 
order.  The  necessary  request  and  re- 
newal slips  may  be  obtained  from  the 
State  Library  upon  request. 

When  books  leave  the  State  Library 
they  are  carefully  wrapped  in  corrugated 
board  and  a  stout  wrapping  paper,  with 
a  cardboard  address  tag  lightly  pasted  on. 
We  urge  that  in  returning  the  books  the 
same  corrugated  board  be  used  and  equally 
stout  wrapping  paper.  Disastrous  results 
have  followed  the  insecure  wrapping  of 
packages  of  books.  The  address  tag, 
which  has  "California  State  Library" 
printed  on  the  other  side,  should  be 
reversed  and  carefully  pasted  on  the 
package. 

The  State  Library  does  not  pay  trans- 
portation charges.  It  is  customary  for  the 
library  to  pay  these  charges  from  its 
funds  rather  than  to  charge  the  individual 
borrower.  The  packages  of  books  may 
be  sent  out  collect  and  returned  prepaid. 
Most  libraries,  however,  find  it  more  con- 
venient to  send  to  the  State  Library  a 
deposit  of  stamps  so  that  packages  may 
be  sent  out  by  prepaid  parcels  post. 
Deposits  of  five  or  ten  dollars  in  stamps 
are  usually  made  and  notices  are  sent  out 
when  new  supplies  are  needed.  Libraries 
are  urged  to  send  deposits  in  stamps  of 
four,  five,  nine,  ten  and  fifteen  cent  de- 
nomination, as  twos  and  ones  are  less 
frequently  needed. 

Immediately  after  a  county  library 
branch  is  established  the  State  Library 
should  be  notified  so  that  full  information 
as  to  the  address  may  be  added  to  our  files. 
We  should  also  be  notified  immediately  of 
any  change  in  the  address  of  a  branch. 
''New  branch"  slips  are  sent  out  upon 
request.  Please  use  these  slips  always, 
since  information  given  upon  request  slips 
is  very  likely  to  be  overlooked  by  the  ship- 
ping department. 

A  point  which  has  caused  some  confu- 
sion in  different  libraries  is  in  regard  to 
requests  for  books  not  of  immediate  need, 
but  which  may  be  useful  to  the  borrower 
later.  If  this  is  known  to  be  the  case, 
when  making  out  your  request,  underline 
the  word  "later"  on  the  request  slip.  If 
the  book  is  in  it  will  be  sent  immediately. 
If  the  book  is  out  the  report  will  be  sent 
to  headquarters  to  that  effect,  indicating 
when  the  book  is  due  and  that  it  will  be 
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sent  later.  Unless  the  word  "later"  is 
underlined  on  the  request  slip,  the  State 
Library  does  not  reserve  the  book.  If  you 
find  that  your  borrower  can  use  the  book 
later,  after  having  asked  for  it  as  an 
immediate  need,  return  the  slip  to  the 
State  Library,  with  the  note,  "Send  when 
available,"  and  the  book  will  then  be  sent 
as  soon  as  it  comes  in. 

As  a  means  of  cooperation  with  the 
State  Library,  it  is  suggested  that  a  per- 
manent file  be  kept  of  State  Library 
requests.  If  this  is  consulted  when 
requests  are  sent  in,  and  the  State  Library 
call  number  given  on  the  new  request, 
when  the  book  has  been  sent  out  before, 
it  will  save  the  time  required  to  look  up 
the  call  number  at  the  State  Library  and 
thus  secure  more  expeditious  service.  If 
the  same  book  is  being  requested  fre- 
quently, it  might  well  be  purchased  for  the 
local  collection. 

The  State  Library  has  no  recent  printed 
catalog  of  its  collection,  but  in  each  issue 
of  Neivs  Notes  of  California  Libraries 
gives  a  list  of  the  accessions  during  the 
preceding  quarter.  Reprints  of  this  list 
of  accessions  are  issued  and  two  copies 
sent  to  each  county  library,  or  other 
library  requesting  them.  The  plan  is  that 
the  two  copies  should  be  clipped,  each  item 
mounted  on  a  slip,  and  the  items  filed 
alphabetically.  The  value  of  such  a  file 
is  evident  along  several  lines,  particularly 
in  being  able  to  tell  your  public  which  of 
the  new  publications  are  available  from 
the  State  Library.  State  Library  call 
numbers  are  printed  in  this  list. 

Annual  reports,  required  by  law,  are 
due  at  the  State  Library  the  last  of  July 
of  each  year,  to  cover  the  preceding  year, 
ending  the  thirtieth  of  June.  It  is  advis- 
able to  be  familiar  with  the  items  covered 
in  the  report  so  that  the  library  records 
may  be  planned  to  supply  the  desired 
information  in  the  most  convenient  way. 
Printed  report  blanks  may  be  obtained 
from  the  State  Library. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  supple- 
mentary material  which  the  State  Library 
is  prepared  to  supply,  there  are  several 
forms  of  special  service  that  all  librarians 
should  be  familiar  with.  For  one  thing 
the  State  Library  has  a  large  collection 
of  foreign  books,  including  Bohemian, 
Danish,      French,     German,     Hungarian, 


Italian,  Modern  Greek,  Portuguese,  Rus- 
sian, Spanish  and  Swedish.  These  books 
may  be  borrowed  in  collections  of  ten  or 
fifteen  and  kept  for  three  months,  to 
allow  time  for  them  to  be  passed  around 
among  the  whole  group  of  foreign  readers. 
In  askirg  for  foreign  books  let  us  know 
whether  your  borrowers  would  enjoy 
poetry,  drama,  etc.,  as  well  as  fiction. 
From  time  to  time  we  have  published 
lists  of  our  foreign  material  in  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries,  and  will 
be  glad  to  supply  these  lists  upon  request. 

Our  collection  of  pictures  consists  of 
several  hundred  reproductions  of  the 
works  of  the  masters,  with  a  few  exam- 
ples of  modern  work.  Many  of  them  are 
the  colored  Medici  or  Thistle  prints,  and 
all  are  framed  in  buckram  and  equipped 
with  eyelets  so  that  they  may  be  easily 
hung.  As  many  pictures  as  are  needed 
may  be  borrowed  at  one  time.  Since  the 
pictures  are  usually  wanted  for  one  club 
meeting,  or  other  special  occasion,  they 
are  loaned  for  one  week,  but  may  be 
renewed  if  needed  longer.  All  requests  for 
pictures  should  be  in  at  least  one  week  in 
advance  of  the  date  needed.  A  printed 
list  of  the  pictures  available  for  circula- 
tion will  be  sent  out  upon  request. 

The  collection  of  county  library  forms 
and  blanks  gathered  together  by  the  State 
Library  has  been  carefully  classified  and 
arranged  in  pamphlet  binders,  and  may 
be  borrowed  by  any  library.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  any  librarian  considering 
making  changes  in  records  will  find  this 
collection  of  the  records  of  other  libraries 
of  great  value. 

A  cooperative  service  which  is  prov- 
ing of  immense  value  to  the  State  Li- 
brary and  to  other  libraries  is  the 
union  catalog.  The  foundation  of  this 
catalog  is  the  file  of  Library  of  Congress 
printed  cards,  for  which  the  State  Library 
is  a  depository.  To  add  to  this  every 
county  library  is  asked  to  send  in  a  copy 
of  the  author  card  for  every  book  added  to 
its  collection.  The  University  of  Cali- 
fornia Library  and  Stanford  University 
Library  also  send  a  record  of  their  acces- 
sions as  well  as  several  public  libraries. 
The  union  catalog,  therefox-e,  while  not  a 
complete  record  of  the  library  resources 
of  California,  is  a  fairly  comprehensive 
record.  Where  a  book  asked  for  from  the 
State    Library    is    not    in    our    collection 
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we  always  report  from  the  union  catalog 
in  what  libraries  it  may  be  found.  The 
county  libraries  and  many  public  libraries 
are  perfectly  willing  to  maintain  a  system 
of  interlibrary  loans. 

In  order  that  the  State  Library  may  be 
able  to  carry  out  its  function  of  providing 
advanced  research  service,  we  urge  that 
all  local  libraries  build  up  their  reference 
collections  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The 
first  year  of  its  existence  a  county  library 
must,  of  course,  spend  practically  all  of 
its  book  fund  in  providing  general  reading. 
In  each  budget,  however,  a  definite  amount 
should  be  set  aside  for  reference  material, 
and  by  the  third  year  a  fairly  workable 
reference  collection  shoiild  be  assembled. 
Watch  the  interests  of  your  community 
and  buy  the  books  that  are  most  Likely  to 
be  needed.  Then  catalog  them  thoroughly 
and  use  them.  With  a  carefully  selected 
collection  of  reference  books,  magazines 
and  state  and  government  publications, 
in  addition  to  the  general  collection, 
a  surprising  amount  of  reference  work 
can  be  done  in  the  local  library,  leaving 
the  State  Library  more  time  to  spend  on 
real  research  work,  and  more  funds  to 
spend  on  the  rare,  unusual  and  expensive 
books.

CALIFORNIA    DEPARTMENT. 

Eudoea  Gakoutte,  in  charge. 

The  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of 
books  on  the  history  and  description, 
resources  and  industries  of  the  State,  as 
well  as  the  works  of  California  authors 
in  all  departments  of  literature.  These 
are  made  accessible  by  means  of  a  card 
catalog.  Full  names'  and  biographical 
sketches  of  California  authors,  artists, 
musicians,  pioneers  and  early  settlers  are 
being  secured,  together  with  their  photo- 
graphs. The  collection  of  bound  peri- 
odicals is  quite  large.  The  Department 
also  contains  about  9O0O  bound  volumes 


of  newspapers',  a  file  of  which  is  being 
indexed  with  reference  to  the  history  of 
the  State.  Students  will  be  assisted  in 
their  work. 

Pioneers  and   Early  Settlers. 

Nathaniel  William  Cole,  a  pioneer  of 
1847,  came  by  sea  and  located  in  San 
Francisco,  where  he  became  a  manu- 
facturer. He  also  lived  at  one  time  in 
Sacramento.  Mr  Cole  took  part  in  many 
of  the  stirring  events  of  San  Francisco's 
early  history,  being  an  active  member  of 
the  Vigilance  Committee  and  other  move- 
ments for  civic  betterment.  His  death 
occurred  in  1893. 

Benjamin  Swasey  arrived  during  the  '49 
gold  rush,  coming  around  the  Horn  on  the 
Brig  Toronto,  being  165  days  on  the 
water.  Mr  Swasey  settled  in  Shasta 
County,  where  he  held  several  public 
offices.  His  occupations  are  given  as 
photographer,  miner,  orchardist  and  hotel 
keeper  in  the  early  days.  Mrs  Swasey 
joined  her  husband  in  1851  and  passed  on 
in  San  Francisco  in  1868.  Mr  Swasey 
spent  the  latter  part  of  his  life  in  Oak- 
land, where  he  died  in  1912. 

Mr  William  Andrew  arrived  in  1850 
overland.  Mr  Andrew  was  one  of  the 
party  which  expelled  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  and  his  followers  from  Missouri. 
In  consequence  on  the  arrival  of  his 
party  in  Utah  he  was  denied  permission 
to  travel  through  Mormon  territory. 
After  a  parley  lasting  two  weeks,  the 
Mormons  threatened  to  attack  the  train, 
and  to  avoid  trouble  the  party  made  a  long 
detour,  arriving  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Sierras  too  late  in  the  year  to  cross.  In 
this  way  Mr  Andrew  missed  being  a  '49er. 

William  Keyes  Doney  reached  Cali- 
fornia with  the  first  wagon  train  to  arrive 
in  1850.  He  mined  near  several  of  the 
northern  mining  towns,  such  as  Nevada 
City,  Downieville,  Bough  and  Beady,  and 
Treka.  His  long  and  useful  life  closed  in 
1923. 

William  J.  Biggerstaff  also  arrived  in 
1850.  He  settled  at  Lakeport  where  in 
later  years  he  was  postmaster  and  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  Farmers'  Savings 
Bank.     He  died  in  1925.

QUARTERLY  NEWS  ITEMS.

In  June  annual  report  blanks  were  sent  to  all  California  libraries 
listed.  Statistics  from  these  annual  reports  are  printed  in  this  issue. 
Except  when  otherwise  noted,  statistics  are  for  the  period  from  July  1, 
1924,  to  June  30,  1925. 

According  to  the  plan  adopted  in  1923,  branch  library  statistics 
are  omitted  under  the  names  of  the  various  branches.  They  are 
included,  however,  in  the  general  figures  given  under  the  main  library. 

On  account  of  the  above,  high  school,  public  and  other  libraries, 
which  are  affiliated  with  a  county  free  library,  show,  as  a  rule,  statistics 
for1  their  own  books  only  and  not  for  county  service. 

The  annual  statistics  are  followed  by  quarterly  news  items  covering 
the  period  July  to  October,  1925.  News  items  from  the  annual  reports 
are  given  at  the  end  of  the  statistics,  except  those  that  have  already 
been  given  in  quarterly  issues. 

In  order  to  keep  statistics  given  herein  consistent  with  figures  given 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education,  and  in  order  that  there  may  not 
appear  to  be  a  great  unexplained  drop  in  the  number  of  school  districts 
belonging  to  the  county  libraries  (due  to  the  formation  of  union  dis- 
tricts), we  have  counted  all  districts  in  a  union  district  as  separate 
districts  in  "number  of  active  school  districts  that  have  joined  county 
libraries. 


All  libraries  are  listed  except  elemen- 
tary public  school  and  church  libraries 
and  those  which  belong  to  private  indi- 
viduals. They  are  arranged  alphabetically 
by  place  under  counties  and  counties  are 
arranged  alphabetically.  To  determine 
the  county  in  which  any  place  is  located 
see  list  following  these  introductory  para- 
graphs. This  list  includes  locations  of 
branch  libraries,  although  the  branches 
are  listed  only  under  the  main  library. 

Those  libraries  are  marked  with  an 
asterisk  (*)  which  are  not  free  to  the 
public  for  either  loan  or  reference  pur- 
poses. 

Libraries  marked  with  $  are  United 
States  depository  libraries;  those  marked 
with  §  are  depositories  for  the  Official 
Gazette  of  the  Patent  Office;  those 
marked  with  ||  are  geological  depositories ; 
those  marked  with  $  are  Library  of  Con- 
gress card  depositories.  This  information 
was  revised  in  October,  1920. 


When  a  branch  has  a  reading  room,  it 
is  indicated  by  r.  r.  in  the  list  of  branches 
under  county  free  library.

In  order  that  the  figures  for  circulation 
may  be  uniform,  current  magazines  are 
included  in  the  total  whether  reported 
that  way  or  not. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  have  the 
statistics  uniform  in  reference  to  number 
of  branches.  Any  distributing  point 
through  which  service  is  given  directly 
from  headquarters  is  counted  as  a  branch. 
For  example,  in  a  school  with  several 
classrooms,  if  service  is  given  directly  to

each  classroom  separately,  each  room 
served  is  counted  as  a  branch.  If  a 
school  district  has  joined  and  both  school 
and  community  service  are  given  from  one 
location,  such  service  is  counted  as  two 
branches. 

There  are  in  California  42  county  free 
libraries ;  4  library  district  libraries ;  4 
union  high  school  district  libraries ;  138 
libraries  supported  by  city  taxation ;  59 
towns  or  districts  with  free  public 
libraries  that  are  included  in  county  free 
library  service  (33  under  Sec,  3,  2  under 
Sec.  4,  12  under  Sec.  16,  12  under  Pol.  C, 
Sec.  4041)  ;  68  law  libraries,  of  which  56 
are  county  law  libraries ;  58  county 
teachers'  libraries ;  380  libraries  in  edu- 
cational institutions,  of  which  6  are  uni- 
versities, 7  colleges,  7  state  teachers  col- 
leges, 305  public  high  schools,  55  private 
schools  and  other  institutions ;  65  mis- 
cellaneous institution  libraries ;  60  asso- 
ciation or  society  libraries  and  24  sub- 
scription libraries.  In  connection  with 
the  above  libraries  are  4538  branches 
and  deposit  stations. 

There  are  263  library  buildings,  of 
which  175  were  gifts,  and  of  these  gifts 
144  are  from  Andrew  Carnegie.

QUAETEBLY  NEWS  ITEMS. 

After  the  Federal  Hospital  in  Liver- 
more had  been  completed  and  had  received 
its  quota  of  war  veterans,  the  hospital 
library  was  opened  with  Miss  Vivien 
Mackenzie  as  librarian  in  charge  and  a 
splendid  library  is  now  available  for  the 
boys.  Then  Colonel  Rawls,  medical  officer 
in  charge,  realized  the  need  of  a  library 
service  for  the  two  hundi"ed  or  more 
doctors,  nurses  and  employees  as  well  as 
the  resident  families  of  the  staff.  It  was 
then  he  asked  the  County  Library  for  a 
branch  and  plans  began  at  once.  Now 
there  is  a  small  but  flourishing  little  li- 
brary there  with  an  employee  in  charge. 
This  adds  one  more  point  of  contact  be- 
tween the  County  Library  and  the  hospi- 
tals of  the  county,  the  others  being  the 
Public  Clinic,   Health   Center,   Infirmary, 
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Infirmary  Nurses,  Arroyo,  Del  Valle,  Del 
Valle  Farm,  and  the  Cresta  Blanca. 

In  September,  a  small  temporary  branch 
was  established  at  the  dam  in  Redwood 
Canyon.  About  150  new  books  were  sent 
out,  as  well  as  nearly  100  discards,  to 
the  men  who  are  there  for  short  shifts. 
The  engineers  and  office  workers  seem  to 
be   the   most  interested  readers. 

A  meeting  of  the  branch  librarians  has 
been  called  for  October  27.  The  session 
will  begin  at  one  o'clock  promptly  and  will 
be  held  in  the  contral  office,  Hall  of 
Records,  Oakland. 

The  amount  to  be  raised  from  taxation

We  had  a  booth  at  the  Fresno  District 
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Fair  again  this  year  with  two  assistants 
in  charge  all  the  time.  Our  principal  dis- 
play was  a  miniature  ranch  showing  the 
connection  between  the  library  and  the 
ranch.  Books  on  various  subjects  of 
interest  to  the  rancher  were  displayed  on 
the  same  table  and  lists  of  others  which 
could  be  borrowed  from  the  library  were 
given  to  those  wanting  them.  It  was 
interesting  to  note  that  the  three  lists 
most  called  for  were  those  on  Animal 
Husbandry,  Poultry  Raising  and  Insect 
Pests  and  Plant  Diseases.  There  was 
also  a  display  of  some  of  the  best  books 
for  children,  with  a  list  of  others  in  the 
library.  At  frequent  intervals  during 
each  day  we  had  pictures  with  the  Pic- 
turol  lantern  and  they  proved  to  be  quite 
successful  in  drawing  a  crowd  to  the 
booth. 

Miss  Anna  Hurl  but  has  recently  joined 
our  staff  as  Children's  Librarian,  coming 
to  us  from  the  Brooklyn  Library.  Miss 
Mary  Elizabeth  Fox  and  Miss  Mildred 
Hollingsworth  have  also  been  added  to  the 
staff,  both  graduates  of  the  University  of 
California  Library  School.  Miss  Anne 
Bell  Bailey  has  resigned  the  position  of 
Head  of  the  School  Department  to  become 
Librarian  of  Tehama  County.  Mrs  W. 
W.  Goldsworthy,  custodian  of  Kerckhoff 
Branch  has  resigned  and  Mrs  H.  P. 
Graham  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  Mrs  Walter  Bishop  of  Fire- 
baugh  Branch  has  also  resigned  and  Mrs 
E.  C.  Dunkle  has  been  appointed  in  her 
place. 

Branches  were  established  at  two 
emergency  schools  during  September — 
Balch  Camp  and  La  Fever  Creek.  Grace 
Church  Branch  and  Center  Branch,  both 
in  Fresno  City,  were  discontinued,  the  one 
in  August,  1923,  the  other  in  June,  1924.

The  Training  School  Library,  which 
was  started  last  semester  as  a  project  for 
the  class  in  Library  Training,  has  been 
moved  from  its  former  quarters  to  a 
smaller  and  more  convenient  room  imme- 
diately adjoining  the  grade  rooms.  New 
shelves  have  been  installed,  aud  the 
present  class  in  Library  Training  is 
engaged  in  equipping  and  beautifying  the 
room  and  stimulating  greater  use  of  the 
library  by  the  Training  School  pupils. 

In  celebration  of  Children's  Book  Week, 
the  Library  has  offered  prizes  to  each  of 
the  four  upper  grades  for  the  best  essay 
on  the  subject,  Taking  My  Book  Friends 
Sight  Seeing.  This  is  the  same  subject 
that  the  Bookman  has  chosen  for  its 
national  essay  competition,  and  the  best 
essays  in  the  local  contest  will  be  sent 
to  the  Bookman.  It  is  stimulating  a 
much  greater  use  of  the  Training  School 
library.  The  language  teachers  in  the 
grades  are  cooperating  in  the  work. 

The  librarian  is  planning  a  course  in 
Recreational  Reading  to  be  offered  nest 
semester,  and  would  like  to  receive  any 
suggestions  or  comments  that  California 
librarians  may  have  to  offer.  The  course 
is  based  on  the  idea  that  recreational 
reading,  or  reading  for  the  pure  joy  of 
acquiring  new  and  fresh  and  stimulating 
mental  pictures  and  ideas,  should  be 
recognized  in  a  college  curriculum  as  hav- 
ing definite  educational  value.  The  regu- 
lar courses  require  so  much  "reading  with 
a  purpose"  that  unless  definite  provision 
is  made  in  a  curriculum,  the  other  aspect 
of  reading  is  likely  to  be  neglected.  With 
this  in  mind,  the  course  has  been  planned 
as  follows : 

The  class  will  meet  twice  a  week  in 
the  Social  Unit,  a  suite  of  rooms  reserved 
for  special  social  occasions  and  located 
directly  across  the  hall  from  the  Library. 
Fireplace  and  comfortable  furniture  will 
contribute  to  an  informal  homelike  atmos- 
phere.    A  specially  selected  list  of  about 
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a  hundred  books  will  be  taken  to  the  room 
on  a  library  truck,  and  after  a  ten  or 
fifteen-minute  preliminary  discussion  of 
some  author,  or  book,  or  subject  repre- 
sented by  several  books,  the  members  of 
the  class  will  be  asked  to  select  books 
and  spend  the  rest  of  the  fifty-minute 
period  reading.  They  will  be  asked  to 
record  the  impressions  of  their  reading 
in  notebooks,  to  be  handed  in  at  the  end 
of  the  semester  and  used  as  a  basis  for 
grading.  They  will  be  graded  on  the  ques- 
tions of  originality  of  viewpoint,  inde- 
pendence of  judgment  and  keenness  in 
evaluating  literary  merit,  extensiveness  of 
reading  and  choice  of  subject  matter.  For 
instance,  a  student  who  reported  on  only 
a  small  number  of  books,  all  fiction, 
would  be  marked  off  considerably  on  the 
last  two  points.  The  college  will  give  one 
semester  unit  of  credit  for  the  course.

The  school  districts  of  Palos  Verdes  and 
Topanga  Canyon  have  joined  the  County 
Library,  and  the  Antelope  Valley  Union 
High  School  has  made  a  contract  with  the 
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County   Library   to   act   as   a  purchasing 
agent  for  its  high  .school  books. 

Three  high  schools,  Burbank,  Hunting- 
ton Park  and  Venice,  each  of  which  now 
employs  a  trained  librarian,  withdrew 
from  the  county  service,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  new  fiscal  year.  Watts  City  schools 
were  voted  into  the  Los  Angeles  City 
school  system,  and  Burbank  and  Hunting- 
ton Park  has  each  organized  its  own  city 
school  district.  Notwithstanding  the 
withdrawal  of  these  larger  schools,  county 
library  service  to  schools  is  growing 
rapidly.  The  school  budget  will  be  $45,- 
000,  an  increase  of  $9,248  over  last  year. 

Miss  Jeanne  Johnson,  Head  Cataloger, 
attended  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion meeting  at  Eureka  and  Miss  Johnson 
and  Miss  Vogleson  attended  the  American 
Library  Association  convention  at  Seattle. 

Miss  Lillian  Sabin  has  been  appointed 
Head  of  Schools  Department  and  Miss

The  Los  Angeles  Museum  Library  has 
recently    passed    its    first    birthday    as    a 
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separate  entity,  being  operated  until  July, 
1924,  as  a  branch  of  the  Los  Angeles 
County  Free  Library. 

We  still  have  some  4000  books  belong- 
ing to  the  County  Library,  loaned  to  us 
indefinitely,  among  which  are  some  very 
interesting  Californiana,  early  voyages, 
etc. 

The  major  part  of  the  time  and  effort 
of  the  librarian  this  past  year  has  been 
spent  in  cataloging  the  book  collection, 
which  amounts  to  about  10,000  volumes  at 
present.  A  year  ago  the  catalog  con- 
sisted of  two  drawers  little  more  than  half 
full  of  hand-written  cards.  There  are 
now  thirty  drawers  filled  with  cards, 
nearly  all  of  them  L.  C.  or  typewritten, 
and  the  use  of  the  library  is  thereby 
greatly   facilitated. 

About  500  new  volumes  have  been 
added  since  January  1,  and  it  is  hoped 
in  time  to  build  up  one  of  the  finest  refer- 
ence libraries  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  along 
the  lines  of  history,  science  and  art,  as 
typified  by  the  museum  collections. 

Any  students  or  research  workers  in- 
quiring for  the  library  are  always  made 
welcome  and  its  contents  placed  at  their 
disposal,  but  its  existence  has  never  been 
advertised,  owing  to  its  present  location  , 
in  the  basement,  in  very  inadequate  and 
crowded  quarters.  It  is  to  be  housed  some 
day  in  the  not  too  distant  future  in  Unit 
No.  2  of  the  new  museum  building.  Unit 
No.  1  is  now  in  the  course  of  construc- 
tion and  will  be  opened  to  the  public  in 
November,  with  a  wonderful  exhibit  of 
Pan  American  paintings.

The  annual  statistical  report  is  very 
gratifying.  The  circulation  for  1924- 
1925  had  increased  to  179,557,  a  gain 
over  the  preceding  year  of  21,458.  All 
the  work  of  the  library  shows  a  corre- 
sponding increase,  the  reference  work  bav- 
ins been  especially  heavy. 

A  new  Boys'  and  Girls'  Department 
has  been  added  to  the  library.  This  room 
is  furnished  in  American  Colonial  style, 
with  a  large,  friendly  fireplace,  inviting 
window  seats,  and  specially  designed 
furniture.  Opening  from  the  Boys'  and 
Girls'  Room  is  a  smaller  one,  an  Inter- 
mediate Department,  which  contains  a 
collection  of  about  500'  books,  for  older 
hoys  and  girls,  and  those  of  high  school 
age.  This  has  already  proved  an  un- 
qualified success,  and  bridges  the  gulf 
between  the  elementary  and  secondary 
schools. 

The  boys  and  girls  in  Vacation  Reading 
Club  this  year  had  bookshelves  to  fill. 
Each  boy  or  girl  was  presented  with  an 
outline  drawing  of  a  bookshelf,  and  on 
this  was  pasted  a  paper  book,  on  which 
author  and  title  was  typewritten,  each 
time  that  the  reader  returned  one  of  the 
hooks  chosen,  and  reported  on  it.  Nearly 
two  hundred  joined  the  club,  but  some 
did    not    have    the    courage    to    read    the 
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twelve  required  books,  or,  for  some  other 
reason,  were  unable  to  finish  in  the 
allotted  time.  The  two  youngest  readers 
were  seven  years  old,  and  the  readers 
ranged  through  the  grades  to  the  Junior 
year  of  High  School.

Some 
of  these  changes  have  come  about  because 
of  removal  of  classrooms  and  faculty 
offices  from  the  library  building.

The  Library  Board  has  completed  its 
organization  under  the  new  Charter.  Mr 
Orra  E.  Monnette  was  elected  President, 
Mr  Frank  H.  Pettingell.  First  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Mrs  J.  Wells  Smith.  Second  Vice 
President,  and  Rev  Francis  J.  Conaty, 
Treasurer.  Mrs  Otto  J.  Zahn  is  continu- 
ing her  service  on  the  Library  Board. 

Mrs  .T.  Wells  Smith,  member  of  the 
Board,  has  been  appointed  a  member  of 
the  Salaries  Standardization  Committee. 
Tins  committee,  under  the  new  Charter, 
is  to  recommend  a  plan  for  insuring  the 
payment  of  the  same  salaries  for  similar 
work  in  the  various  departments  of  the 
city. 

During  this  quarter  excellent  progress 
has  been  made  on  the  new  Central  Li- 
brary building.  Practically  all  the  con- 
crete work  has  been  completed,  and  it  is 
now  possible  to  get  an  adequate  idea  of 
the  architect's  design  for  the  exterior 
structure.  The  tower,  which  rises  180 
feet  above  the  Hope  Street  sidewalk,  was 
finished    last    week. 

Contracts  let  since  the  first  of  July  have 
been  as  follows :  floor  covering,  kitchen 
equipment,  machinery  for  the  carpenter 
shop,  and  elevator  cabs ;  while  specifica- 
tions for  the  lighting  fixtures,  copper  roof, 
boundary  walls,  walks  and  pools,  and 
steel  lockers  have  been  approved.  The 
architects  have  submitted  a  general  plan 
of  interior  decoration,  and  the  Library 
Board  is  now  in  conference  with  the  Art

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pointment  of  a  Building  Superintendent, 
who  shall  be  responsible  for  the  upkeep 
and  repair  of  the  new  Central  Library 
after  its  completion,  and  has  asked  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  to  hold  an  ex- 
amination and  create  an  eligible  list.

The  three  societies  named  above  were 
organized  and  exist  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  and  fostering  a  spirit  of 
patriotism  and  Americanism,  and  to  that 
end  only  those  who  can  trace  their

Since  the  action  of  the  Boards  of 
Directors  of  the  societies  in  opening  the 
library  to  the  public  all  day,  it  has 
availed  itself  more  freely  of  its  privileges.

The  reference  room  has  been  fitted  out 
with  drop-shelves  and  pull-shelves,  in 
several  places,  to  save  the  labor  of  carry- 
ing books  to  tables  for  brief  consultation. 
Filing  cabinets,  individual  desks  for  some 
of  the  staff,  and  a  specially  designed 
scatter-box  for  book-checks  have  made 
work  easier,  and  complete  refinishing  of 
the  library  tables  has  made  the  library 
more  beautiful. 

The  vacation  reading  club  at  the  Branch 
devoted  itself  to  choosing  and  learning- 
poems,  and  presenting  short  plays.  Two 
of  the  plays  form  part  of  the  graduation 
exorcises  of  the  club.  The  vacation  read- 
ing club  at  the  Main  Library  was  an 
Explorers'  Club,  which  searched  the  li- 
brary shelves  for  new  interests  and  new 
stories,  and  reported  on  its  discoveries. 
The  public  schools  have  this  summer  con- 
ducted a  summer  session  for  the  ele- 
mentary grades.  This  has  reduced  the 
number  of  children  who  could  be  free  to 
read  for  a  library  club,  but  a  very  fair 
number  has  nevertheless  completed  the 
required  number  of  books. 

During-  the  summer  the  staff  has  been 
checking  through  the  new  edition  of  the 
Children's  Catalog,  in  search  of  desirable 
additions  to  our  children's  library. 

The  first  subdivision  of  land  in  this 
valley  was  fifty  years  ago,  in  1875.  The 
Historical  Society  of  Pomona  Valley, 
which  is  very  closely  connected  with  the 
Public  Library,  celebrated  this  event, 
which  was  really  the  entrance  of  English- 
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speaking  civilization,  in  connection  with 
the  Diamond  Jubilee  celebration  for  Cali- 
fornia. At  the  Los  Angeles  County.  Fair, 
which  is  held  in  Pomona,  a  booth  was 
built  in  the  style  of  the  best  Latin- 
American  domestic  architecture.  Pomona 
residents  and  former  residents  were  regis- 
tered here.  Twice  a  day  was  given  a 
lecture  on  local  history,  illustrated  by 
lantern  slides.  Personal  invitations  were 
sent  to  all  former  residents  who  could  be 
reached  to  return  to  the  celebration. 
While  nominally  all  this  was  done  by  the 
Historical  Society,  the  Public  Library  had 
a  considerable  share  in  the  work,  both 
in  supplying  data  to  the  newspaper  his- 
torians, pictures  for  the  lecture,  and  in 
arranging  for  other  details  of  the  anni- 
versary. As  a  result,  our  local  history 
collection  has  been  enriched  by  many  pic- 
tures and  historical  stories.

QUARTERLY  NEWS  ITEMS. 

September  always  ushers  in  the  fall  and 
winter's  work  with  a  rush  of  school 
assignments  and  club  papers.  This  year 
the  library  is  increasing  its  service  by 
extending  the  hours  of  opening  in  a  num- 
ber of  its  branches.  Brooklyn  Branch 
and  the  North  Park  Branch,  which  have 
hitherto  been  open  two  nights  a  week,  will 
be  open  on  three,  Mondays,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays.  The  Washington  School 
Branch,  which  during  the  summer  months 
has  not  been  open  evenings,  will  open  for 
three  evenings  as  in  the  case  of  the  other 
school  branches. 

A  new  branch  will  be  open  October  9 
when  the  Public  Library  will  assume  the 
upkeep  of  the  Normal  Heights  Library, 
that  library  automatically  becoming  a 
part  of  our  system,  with  the  annexation 
of  the  Normal  Heights  district  to  the  city 
of  San  Diego. 

Again  the  Public  Library  has  had  a 
book  exhibit  at  the  County  Fair  which  is 
annually  held  in  Balboa  Park.  One  of 
the    exhibits    was    a    shelf    of    books,    or 
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rather  book  dummies  announcing  coming 
books  for  the  fall  and  winter  season.  By 
using  chiefly  posters,  book  jackets,  and 
printed  lists  and  by  wiring  other  material 
to  the  shelves,  it  was  possible  to  arrange 
the  booth  so  that  it  could  be  open  without 
an   attendant.

One  day  in  May,  equipped  with  school 
Fords  and  accompanied  by  Mr  Emerson, 
we  started  north,  making  our  first  stop  at 
Palo  Alto  to  visit  the  Stanford  Library. 
Time  and  energy  were  not  spared  by 
Miss  Hayes  and  Miss  Gale  in  conducting 
our  group  through  the  library,  and  the 
class  was  not  only  grateful  but  inspired 
by  their  thorough  instruction. 

The  afternoon  was  enjoyably  spent  at

the  kindness  of  those  (Mr  Rea,  Miss 
Healy  and  Miss  Merrill)  who  took  us  in 
charge  and  completed  our  day  with  a 
delightful  tea.

QUARTERLY  news  items. 

The  change  in  librarian  and  the  im- 
proved method  of  charging  textbooks  are 
the  two  most  interesting  developments  of 
the  summer  months.  We  have  installed 
a  modification  of  the  Oakland  system  and 
find  it  the  most  satisfactory  method  used 
for  textbook  charges. 

Also  we  have  for  the  first  time  a  text- 
book clerk  who  gives  her  full  time  to  that 
and  other  library  duties.  As  the  text- 
book room  is  not  easily  accessible  to  the 
library,  we  find  that  correspondence  and 
the  typing  of  lists  can  be  successfully 
done  there.  Students  who  volunteer  for 
daily  duty  for  filing  and  typing  in  this 
room  make  this  plan  particularly  desir- 
able, as  it  leaves  the  small  library  work- 
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room  free  for  the  use  of  librarian  and 
class  in  the  handling  of  books  and  daily 
routine. 

We  have  seating  accommodations  for 
fifty  in  the  library  and  for  this  a  system 
of  student  monitor  service  has  proven 
quite  successful.  Each  period  two  stu- 
dents are  on  duty,  one  to  check  students' 
passes  and  the  other  to  charge  out  books 
on  desk  reserve.  These  students  are  given 
service  points  for  this  and  take  great 
interest  in  meeting  their  responsibilities. 
During  the  sixth  period  when  there  is  no 
study  hall,  the  library  is  very  crowded, 
so  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  increase 
the  attendants  for  checking  purposes  and 
to  limit  the  attendance  to  upper  class 
students.  Boys  prefer  the  floor  duty,  but 
girls  are  quite  successful  and  some  prefer 
that  to  handling  the  book  reserve  records. 

The  desk  reserve  is  a  new  institution 
in  the  library,  but  very  well  liked  because 
it  provides  the  student  with  the  desired 
book  at  any  time  he  maj-  require  it.  A 
card  which  gives  space  for  each  period  of 
the  day  allows  for  reservation  any  hour 
of  any  day  of  the  week. 

The  assistance  given  by  student  moni- 
tors at  the  charging  desk  leaves  the  train- 
ing class  free  to  do  other  more  desirable 
things,  and  we  hope  to  achieve  a  catalog 
before  the  year  is  over.  A  shelf  list  has 
been  started  and  some  L.  C.  cards  assem- 
bled, but  no  cataloging  has  thus  far  been 
accomplished.

Italian  novels 
interest  the  older  people,  while  the 
younger  generation  all  read  in  English 
that  they  have  learned  in  school.

Sections  6  and  7  of  the  County  free 
library  law  (Chap.  68,  Cal.  Statutes 
1911)    read  as  follows: 

Sec.  6.  A  commission  is  hereby  cre- 
ated to  be  known  as  the  board  of  library 
examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  libra- 
rian, who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of 
said  board,  the  librarian  of  the  public 
library  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Los 
Angeles  public  library. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a 
county  free  library,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall  appoint  a  county  librarian, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause, 
after  a  hearing  by  said  board.  No  per- 
son shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
county  librarian  unless,  prior  to  his 
appointment,  he  has  received  from  the 
board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate 
of  qualification  for  the  office.  At  the 
time  of  his  appointment,  the  county 
librarian  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the 
county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of 
California.

later  reprinted  in  pamphlet  form.  The 
edition  being  exhausted,  a  revised  edition 
of  the  circular  was  printed  in  News  Notes 
of  California  Libraries,  January,  1914. 
This  has  been  reprinted  as  a  pamphlet. 
The  fifth  edition  was  issued  December, 
1921.  (Circular  of  information  only.) 
The  fifth  edition  of  the  County  free 
library  law  was  issued  in  September, 
1925.

The  exhibit  at  the  State  Fair,  Septem- 
ber 5  to  13,  featured  only  one  phase  of 
State  Library  work — that  of  collecting 
and  making  available  material  dealing 
with  California.  One  glass  exhibit  case 
contained  pictures  and  documents  dealing 
with  the  admission  of  California  to  state- 
hood. Another  had  miscellaneous  pioneer 
documents  and  pictures.  A  large  case 
contained  Vigilance  Committee  documents 
and  many  pioneer  relics.  The  walls  were 
covered  with  pictures,  featuring  early  day 
views  of  towns,  sailing  ships,  Wells  Fargo 
documents  and  one  group  of  California 
authors  with  some  of  their  representative 
books.  Some  of  the  larger  relics  used 
were  two  gold  cradles  or  rockers,  a  cheese 
press,  large  and  very  fine  gold  scales, 
guns  and  a  piece  of  the  foundation  of 
Sutter's  Mill.  The  exhibit  attracted  much 
attention  and  was  the  means  of  informing 
many  visitors  of  this  part  of  State  Library 
activities.  Many  pioneer  records  and  some 
relics  have  already  been  added  to  our  col- 
lection as  a  direct  result  of  the  exhibit.

The  Law  and  Legislative  Reference 
Department  is  fully  equipped  with  the 
latest  reports,  digests,  encyclopedias  and 
textbooks,  the  statutes  of  other  states, 
the  United  States,  Great  Britain,  Can- 
ada, Australia  and  certain  other  foreign 
countries,  and  briefs  of  counsel  in  cases 
decided    in    the    California    Supreme    and 


Appellate  courts.  State  officers  are  en- 
titled to  borrow  books,  and  private  indi- 
viduals are  accorded  the  same  privilege 
upon  presentation  of  a  request  signed  by 
a  Supreme,  Appellate  or  Superior  Judge, 
or  other  state  officer.  Books  may  be  kept 
three  weeks',  and  will  be  once  renewed 
for  two  weeks.  All  books  are  subject  to 
recall,  if  required  by  a  state  officer,  or  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Librarian,  a  recall 
is  fair  and  expedient. 

In  addition  to  special  service  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  information  on 
the  laws  of  California  and  other  states 
and  countries  is  given  on  inquiry  from 
libraries   or  individuals. 

Recent  accessions  to  the  department 
will  be  found  listed  under  the  heading 
"Law"  in  the  section  on  "Recent  Acces- 
sions." 

From  July  1,  1924,  to  June  30,  1925, 
the  local  loans  from  this  Department 
totalled  2764.

The  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of 
books  on  the  history  and  description, 
resources  and  industries  of  the  State,  as 
well  as  the  works  of  California  authors 
in  all  departments  of  literature.  These 
are  made  accessible  by  means  of  a  card 
catalog.      Full    names'    and    biographical 


sketches  of  California  authors,  artists, 
musicians,  pioneers  and  early  settlers  are 
being  secured,  together  with  their  photo- 
graphs. The  collection  of  bound  peri- 
odicals is  quite  large.  The  Department 
also  contains  about  10,000  bound  volumes 
of  newspapers',  a  file  of  which  is  being 
indexed  with  reference  to  the  history  of 
the  State.

Home   Teaching. 

Miss  Foley,  home  teacher  of  the  blind, 
is  at  the  Argyle  Apartments,  146  Mc- 
Allister street,  San  Francisco,  every 
Thursday  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  Her 
telephone  number  is  Market  690.  She 
gives  lessons  regularly  in  the  bay  region 
and  the  Santa  Clara  Valley,  with  occa- 
sional trips  to  other  parts  of  the  state. 
Miss  Morrison,  home  teacher  of  the  blind, 
is  at  the  Los  Angeles  County  Free  Li- 
brary, Broadway  Annex,  Hall  of  Records, 
every  Wednesday.  Her  home  address  is 
951  El  Molino,  Los  Angeles.  Her  tele- 
phone number  is  Drexel  5339.  She  gives 
lessons  regularly  in  Los  Angeles  and 
vicinity  and  makes  occasional  trips  to 
San  Diego. 

From  July  1  to  September  30,  they 
gave  556  lessons  in  the  homes  of  the 
blind  and  32  lessons  at  libraries.  Miss 
Foley  and  Miss  Morrison  have  made  104 
visits  and  calls  in  connection  with  the 
work  for  purposes  other  than  giving 
lessons,  and  have  received  40  visits  in 
connection  with  the  work. 

During  the  quarter  Miss  Foley  and 
Miss  Morrison  spent  220  hours  on  corre- 
spondence and  preparing  lessons.  They 
wrote  336  letters  and  155  postals  and 
received  25  letters  and  28  postals.  They 
also  answered  and  made  478  telephone 
calls.  They  made  2  addresses.  Miss 
Foley  teaches  regularly  in  Oakland,  in 
Alameda  and  in  San  Francisco  classes  of 
seeing  people  to  write  Braille.  She  spent 
45  hours  in  proof  reading  hand-copied 
books.  The  various  other  activities  in 
connection  with  the  work  of  the  home 
teachers  can  not  be  easily  tabulated.
